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CCURATE attentive obſervation, 
A and collecting uſeful facts, are 
the principal means of improving the 
practice of medicine. By this method 
Hippocrates, juſtly ſtiled the father of 
phyſic, formed it into a ſcience; and 
had his ſucceſſors continued to cultivate 
their art in the ſame manner, it had 
long before this arrived to a greater 
degree of perfection. | 


But unfortunately the majority of 
Phyſicians who ſucceeded him, deſert- 
ng the ſtudy of nature, and indulging 
their imaginations in deluſive and ex- 
ravagant hypotheſes, too frequently 
rendered the noble art of medicine 
fluctuating, myſterious, and fallacious. 
In proof of this aſſertion, we need only 
appeal to the various and contradictory 
theories which have prevailed in diffe- 
rent ages, and which, upon the propoſal 
of more ingenious conjectures, have 
ſunk into diſrepute and oblivion.

In the preſent century, indeed, ideal 
hypotheſes are univerſally rejected; and 
the authority of ſyſtem begins to de- 
cline. In our ſchools of medicine, 
every branch of the healing art is 
taught in the moſt liberal and judici- 
ous manner; and no theory is admit- 
ted, as a foundation for practice, unleſs 
ſupported by obvious facts. Some of 
our moſt eminent Phyſicians too, follow- 
ing the rules and example of Hippocrates 
and Sydenham, have recorded the reſult 
of their perſonal experience; and ſo- 
cieties have been formed, for the 
laudable purpoſes of communicating 
practical inſtruction. In ſhort there 
ſeems to be a rapid progreſs towards im- 
provement in every department of me- 
dicine ; and if we confine our reſearches 
to the buſineſs of obſervation, expert- 
ment, and. cloſe inductive reaſoning, 
we may entertain the pleaſing hopes 
that more effectual methods of treating 
diſeaſes will be aſcertained. 


» | With 
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With a view of contributing my mite 
towards promoting ſo deſirable an end, 
have ſubmitted the following work 
to the candid conſideration of the pub- 
lic. Its only merit conſiſts in being 
collected from actual obſervation on the 
ymptoms of diſeaſes, the caſes of pa- 
tients kept from day to day, and the 
effeAts of the medicines which were 
preſcribed, 


The firſt part of the work contains 
obſervations on primary fevers, eſpeci- 
ally thoſe of the continued type ; and 
on a variety of fever, prevalent at 
Newcaſtle in 1777 and 1778, attended 
with cough, and miliary eruptions. 
Some of my readers, I am confident, 
will wonder that I ſhould adopt a ſimi- 


larity of treatment in diſeaſes, which 


have hitherto been eſteemed to be of 
4 nature ſo extremely different. On 
this ſubje&, however, I muſt beg leave 
to remark, that the opportunities which 
have had of making obſervations, in 

b 2 diffe- 
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different climates, have convineed me that 
FEvxRs are eſſentially the ſame in every 
country, and differ from each other 
only in the violence of their ſymptoms. 
The method of cure which I had found 
moſt beneficial, in every degree of la- 
titude to the Eaſt Indies*, has alſo been 
attended with the moſt happy ſucceſs 
in this iſland; and it is probable that it 
will ſucceed in every age, and every 
country. 


In the ſecond part of the work, an 
account is given of a ſingular ſpecies 
of Scarlet Fever, which prevailed in 
Newcaſtle, in 1778 and 1779. At 
the time this diſeaſe appeared, I had 
peruſed no Engliſh Author, who had 
written expreſsly on the ſubject, except 
Dr Morton; and indeed the epidemic 
differed very much from his deſcription. 
This induced me to attend, with the 
utmoſt care to the inveſtigation of 1ts 

Nature. 


See Obſervations on the Diſeaſes in long voyages to 


hot countries, particularly on thoſe which prevail in the 
Eaſt Indies, | 
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nature. In practice I ſoon found the 
neceſſity of dividing this diſeaſe into dif- 
ferent ſtates, according as the fever was 


attended with ſymptoms of ſtrong action 
in the veſlels, with ſymptoms of debility 
or putrefaction. Thus, even amongſt 
eruptive fevers, we have an illuſtration 
of the propriety of the diſtinctions which 
we have endeavoured to eſtabliſh in pri- 
mary fevers. 


In the courſe of this work I have 
thrown out my ſentiments with great 
freedom. But as no ſpeculative ſyſtem 
has been adopted, as my own obſerva- 
tions have been delivered without 
finding fault with thoſe of other Phy- 
ſicians, who differ from me in opinion, 
and eſpecially as nothing has been ad- 
vanced unleſs ſupported by facts, I 
hope I ſhall, at leaſt, meet with a can- 
did peruſal. : 


In the Appendix I have offered ſome 
remarks, and ſpecimens of Tables for 
the improvement of MEDp1caL RETURNS.

The reader will eafily obſerve how 
much I have been indebted to the 
ingenious Doctors Percival and Hay. 
garth. But whether, in the various 
eſtabliſhments for the relief of the ſick, 
returns upon this plan can be adop- 
ted, I do not pretend to decide. 


I cannot prevail upon myſelf to 
conclude this preface, without requeſt- 
ing, the indulgence of my readers for 
the miſtakes and inaccuracies which 
may have eſcaped me, in the publica- 
tion of this work ; which has indeed 
been tranſcribed in the hurry of buſi- 
neſs, and often interrupted by the avo- 
cations of my profeſſion. If, however, 
it ſhall be thought, by impartial and 
unprejudiced judges, that I have con- 
tributed any thing of importance to the 
general ſtock of medicine, I ſhall eſteem 
the labour and anxiety, which it has 
coſt me in making the following obſer- 
vations, amply rewarded.

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NINCE the eſtabliſhment of the Diſpenſary at 
Newcaſtle, which afforded an opportunity of 
making the moſt valuable part of the obſervations 
contained in this work, fimilar inſtitutions 
have been adopted in other large towns in the 
kingdom : and with a view of promoting their 
extenſion, 1 ſhall, without farther apology, give 


an account of the riſe and progreſs of that 
charity. | 


A ſhort account of the riſe and progreſs of the News 
caſtle Diſpenſary. 


In the populous and commercial town of NRw- 
caSTLE, many thouſands of induſtrious labourers 
and mechanics are continually employed. Whilſt 
enjoying health, they have it in their power to 
obtain, at leaſt, a temporary ſubſiftence for their 
families; but when vilited with ſickneſs, they 
become expoſed to all the diretul attendants of 
diſeaſe and indigence. 


Fevers, with other frequent and fatal diſtem- 
pers, to which this uſeful claſs of people are 
moſt peculiarly ſubject, cannot, with propricty, 
be admitted into an Infirmary, on account of 
their infectious nature; and many other diſtem- 
pers are too rapid and violent in their attacks, 
to admit of the delay of the weekly mode of 
admiſſion, Children cannot, without inconve- 
nience, be ſeparated from their parents; and the 
preſence of many of the latter is ſo eſſentially 


neceſ- 
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neceſſary at their own abodes, that they cannot 
avail themſelves of theſe charitable inſtitutions, 


But farther, it muſt be obſerved, that the 
chief deſign of County Infirmaries, is to admi- 
niſter relief to thoſe who ſuffer by accidents, and 
require the aſſiſtance of ſurgery; or to thoſe who 
labour under ſuch diſtempers as will admit of 
the removal of the patients from a conſiderable 
diſtance, without injury. Were not this the 
caſe, theſe excellent eſtabliſhments would never 
anſwer the intentions of their benevolent ſup- 
porters, 


Influenced by ſuch conſiderations, and reflect- 
ing on the advantages reſulting from the inſtitu- 
tion of Diſpenſaries in the metropolis, a few pri- 
vate gentlemen, in the month of April 1777, 
propoſed a plan for eſtabliſhing a Diseensaxy in 
Newcaſtle, as an auxiliary to the Inſirmary.“ But 
as mankind are ſeldom unanimous concerning the 
merits of a new charity, it had various obſtacles 
to encounter; and notwithſtanding the activity 
and attention of the ſubſcribers, it could not be 
opened for the admiſſion of patients till October 
following. 


At its firſt eſtabliſhment, the annual ſubſcrip- 


tions only amounted to 1431. but ſince that pe- 
riod 


The Infirmary was eſtabliſhed, in 1751, for the relief of 
the Sick and Lame Poor in the three populous counties of 
DuRHAM, NEWCASTLE, and No&THUMBERLAND; and Is li- 
mited to caſes in ſurgery, and ſuch medical caſes only as can- 
not ſpread their influence by infection. 
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riod its funds have gradually been increaſing. It 
is however to be lamented, that its income, even 
at the end of the ſecond year, has been found 
inadequate to anſwer the numerous and urgent 
applications af the indigent. But in a town, 
which has ever diſtinguithed itſelf for acts of 
humanity and charity, when the great import- 
ance of the inſtitution is ſufficiently attended to, 
it may be reaſonably preſumed that it will gain 
a greater ſhare of the public liberality. 


The records of the NEwcasTLE DISPENSARY 
have already afforded the moſt inconteſtable evi- 
dence in its favour. By the ſtate of the charity 


publiſhed at the end of the ſecond year, it appears 


that one thouſand three hundred and ſiuty four pa- 
tients had been admitted, of whom one thouſand 
ond eighty-five were CuxED. It alſo appears that 
725 laboured under fevers and infectious diſeaſes, 
which could not be admitted into the Infir- 
mary; that 446 were afflicted with diſeaſes which 
would not admit of the delay of the weekly 
mode of admiſſion; and that the remainder, 
193, were improper for an Infirmary, either be- 
cauſe the fick were too infirm to go for advice 
as out-patients, or from the circumſtances of 
their families making their preſence at home in- 
diſpenſably neceſſary. 


But although the Diſpenſary has been pro- 
ductive of ſuch ſingular advantages to the poor 
confined to their own houſes by ſickneſs in ge- 
neral, yet it is to be regretted, that the natural 

c Small 
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Small Pox continues to commit dreadful havock 
amongſt them, and that every endeavour to ex- 
tend the bleſſings of inoculation has proved un- 
ſucceſsful. With a view to excite the attention 
and compaſſion of the humane to raiſe a fund 
for encouraging inoculation in Newcaſtle, the 
Governors publiſhed the following ads 
3 1779. 


An eſtimate of the mortality occaſioned by the Small 
Pox in NEwcasTLE, and of the advantages of 
promoting Inoculation. 


To judge in what degree the Small Pox proves 
fatal to the inhabitants of this town, where the 
Tegiſters of deaths do not mention the diſeaſes 
of which perſons die, recourſe muſt be had to 
the accurate bills of mortality eſtabliſhed in other 
Places. In the town of Mancheſter, which 1s 
not ſo populous as Newcaſtle, during the period 
of ſix years, viz. from 1768 to 1774, although 
the Small Pox was only twice epidemic, the 
deaths by it alone amounted to wwe out of thir- 
teen occaſioned by all diſeaſes whatever. In the 
city of Cheſter, during ſix years previous to 778, 
it was proved by the certificates of the Clergy, 
that 378 perſons had died of the Small Pox, and 
that the whole number of burials during the 
ſame period was 2522. The proportional mor- 
tality of the Small Pox, to that occaſioned ”

The annual medium of burials by the church 
regiſters of Newcaſtle and Gateſhead, for fix 
years, Previous to 17 79, 18 673. But great num- 
bers of the poor are buried at the Ballaſt Hills: 
the computation of annual burials there is 300. 
This laſt ſum added to the former, will make 
the annual medium of burials amount to 973. 
And if we ſuppoſe that a /eventh part only die 
by the Small Pox, the yearly average of morta- 
lty by this diſeaſe will amount to 139. 


By different obſervations it appears, that the 
number of perſons who die by the natural Small 
Pox, bears a greater proportion to the number 
that recover, than that of one to fix. But if we 
admit this proportion, it will follow, that 834 
perſons in this town annually, upon an average, 
take the natural diſeaſe, this ſum being fix times 
the number of thoſe that die. If 834 appear too 
arge a number, then it will follow, that the 


proportional mortality is greater than that of one 
to fax. 


On the other hand, by the improved meth 
of inoculation, not above one in five hundred dies.

} The ſum of annual deaths, according to this calculation, 
cannot be over- rated: For if we allow that one in thirty of the 
inhabitants die annually, the whole number of inhabitants in 


Newcaſtle and Gateſhead will only amount to twenty-nine 
thouſand one hundred and ninety. 


\ 
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But if even we allow that amongſt the poor, 
from their not paying ſtrict attention to direc. 
tions, and from other cauſes, one in ff? y dies, 
yet could the practice be rendered general, it 
appears that, inſtead of 139 perſons dying out 
of 834, only 16 or 17 would die, and conſe. 
_ quently 122 lives would be annually ſaved in 
this town.—A very important number, when it 
* is conſidered that the victims of the natural dif. 
eaſe are the young, whoſe lives would prove of 
moſt benefit to the community. 


Hoſpitals, were they eſtabliſhed, could never 
render inoculation general. By their regulations 
children under ſeven years of age are excluded. 
In large towns however few eſcape the Small 

Pox till this time of life. By the bills of morta- 
lity at Mancheſter, it appears, that nearly three- 
fifths of thoſe who are carried off by the Small 
Pox die under two years of age; and that of 
589 perſons who died, only 39 were above five 
years of age. Of 136 who died of the Small 
Pox in Cheſter in the year 1777, ſeven only ar- 
rived at ſeven years of age, of whom only three 
were natives. The ſame accounts are confirmed 
by the records of the NzewcasTLE DisPENSARY- 
Of 45 patients in the Small Pox, eight were 
above ſeven years of age, one of whom only was 
a native. But if nurſes were provided to attend 
younger children, Hoſpitals would never anſwer 
the purpoſe : The expence would be too great; 
and few of the poor would ſuffer their tender 
offspring to be taken from them and placed in 
an Hoſpital. The 
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The general inoculation of the poor, for theſe 
reaſons, can only be performed at their own 
houſes. And no ſolid objection can be made to 
the practice in this town, where the natural diſ- 
eaſe always exiſts; and where thoſe of better 
rank are in the conſtant practice of inoculating 
their children, at various times in every year. 


It is univerſally admitted, that the quantity 
of infection is in proportion to the number of 
puſtules. A hundred inoculated patients, upon 
an average, will ſcarcely have fifty puſtules each; 
whereas the body of a miſerable confluent pa- 
tient is covered with thouſands. It is therefore 
erident, as inoculation becomes general, the na- 
tural contagion will be extinguiſhed, and in 
time this diſeaſe will ceaſe to be dreadful. 


It is, indeed, an unfortunate circumſtance, 
that the poor of this town have hitherto diſre- 
garded every benevolent offer to promote ino- 
culation amongſt them. Ill-founded prejudices 
prevent numbers; and the labour of many of 
the pooreſt claſs of women is ſo neceſlary to ſup- 
port their families, that they cannot, without 
expoſing themſelves to want, afford time to 
nurſe their children during the period of inocu- 
lation. From theſe conſiderations, the Governors 
of the Diſpenſary, laſt year, reſolved to give five 
billings to the moſt indigent parents, as a re- 
ward for nurſing their children; but the funds 
of the charity not admitting of this, little pro- 
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greſs has been made in the inoculating depart- 
ment. | | | 


_ REewasDs given to the poor have, in other 
places, removed their prejudices to this ſalutary 
practice. By this means alone the preſent Eu- 
PRESS of Ruſſia rendered inoculation general 
amongſt her ſubjects. And we are informed by 
Dr. Haygarth, a Phyſician of great eminence 
and humanity in Cheſter, that the Society for pro- 
moting general Tnoculation, and for preventing the 
natural Small Pox, inſtituted there laſt year, has 
already found rewards productive of the deſired 


effects, 


: Having given a ſhort account of the charity 
which afforded an opportunity of making the 


following obſervations, it may not be improper 


to conclude this introduction with a deſcription 
of Newcaſtle, and the manner of the living of 
the inhabitants, ſo far as theſe circumſtances ſeem 
to be connected with health, or to influence the 
courſe of diſeaſes. my | 


DESCRIPTION of NEWCASTLE. 


_ Newcaſile, lying in 55 north latitude, and in 
the longitude of 1 1) welt from London, is ſi- 
tuated on the northern banks of the river Tyne, 

. about 


By the advice of the Phyſicians, nineteen patients have 
been inoculated by the Surgeon of the Diſpenſary; and al- 


though the children in general lay in rooms with their brothers 


and fiſters who had the confluent Small Pox, (which prov 
very fatal) yet every one of thoſe inoculated paſſed through 
the diſeaſe in the mildeſt manner. 
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about nine miles from the ſea. The tide flows 
about ſix miles above the town. It is ſurrounded 
by a wall, whoſe circuit is above two miles; but 
there are ſeveral buildings and ſtreets continued 
without the walls. It is joined, by a bridge, to 
Gateſhead, which ſtands on the ſteep banks of 
the oppolite ſide of the river; and therefore they 
may be properly conſidered as conſtituting one 
large town. 


The number of inhabitants in Newcaſtle and 
Gateſhead, are reckoned to amount, at leaſt, to 
thirty thouſand, which is nearly in the propor- 
tion of ten perſons to each houſe. In our calcu- 
lations from the bills of mortality, the ſum 1s 
indeed leſs ;X but in a town ſo populous, and 
where ſo many families live under one roof, it 


is probable that the above eſtimate is not over- 
rated. | 


The lower and moſt populous part of Neu- 
caſtle, and the extenſive ſuburb of Sandgate, are 
placed by the water ſide. The ſtreets are nar- 
row, and the houſes cloſe built. The lanes and 
alleys, commonly called chares, are extremely 
narrow and dirty; and thoſe by the Qu 
and in Sandgate, being over-topped by riſing 
banks and houſes to the north, have no free 
circulation of air. The antient town Pandon or 
Pampedon, united to Newcaſtle in 1299, lies, 
within the walls, in a deep hollow. The houſes 
here, as well as in Sandgate, and many chares 


by

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by the Quay, are ill built and crowded with 
inhabitants. | 


In aſcending from the river, the banks are 
exceedingly ſteep, and the ſtreets narrow. The 
whole of the high town ſtands on a fine airy 
ſituation, Many of the ſtreets are broad, the 
houſes well built, and in general have gardens 
behind them. 


The whole of the town ſtands on a deep clay 
ſoil. The fields in its environs are open; the 
country around populous, well cultivated, aud 
fertile. The markets are therefore ſtored with 
fleſh, fiſh, fruit, herbs, roots, and all other kinds 
of proviſions. The town is ſupplied with water 
from the river, and from public fountains, called 


Pants: ſeveral houſes alſo have water conducted 


into them by pipes. It muſt be obſerved, however, 
that few of the ſprings brought into the town 
anſwer every culinary purpoſe. Some are too 
hard, and others too much impregnated with an 
alkaline ſalt. 


| Beſides the mechanics and labourers which 
every populous town requires, a great number 
of men are employed in the coal-lighters, com- 
monly called tel:; x in the ſeveral glaſs-houſes, 

ſugar- 


Each keel holds 20 tons, and is worked by three men and 
a boy. Above 460 of theſe boats are conſtantly employed in 
carrying the coals to the ſhipping at Shieldt, the port at che 
mouth of the river. The collieries lying at various diſtances 
from Newcaſtle, on each fide of the river, few of the pitmen 
live in the town, 
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ſugar-houſes, foundaries, iron, ſteel, white lead, 


and other manufactories. 


The higher claſs of people live much in the ſame 
manner as in other opulent towns. But the la- 
borious part of the inhabitants, while in health, 
perhaps live better, and eat more animal food 
than thoſe of the ſame ſtation in any other part 


of the Kingdom. Their common bread is made 
of coarſe wheat-flour fermented, and ſometimes 


of a mixture of wheat and rye. Their drink 
is well-hopped beer. 


The upper part of the town enjoys a pure and 
ſalubrious air; and even the loweſt and moſt con- 
lined places are, in ſome degree, ventilated by the 
conſtant motion of the tides, and the ſucceſſive 
breezes collected from the ſloping banks of a 
large river. When diſeaſes appear amongſt the 
poor, from neglect of cleanlineſs and other cauſes, 


they frequently become malignant and contagious. 
But ſeveral circumſtances concur to render them 
more healthful than could be imagined, upon 
taking a ſuperficial view of their miſerable and 
crowded habitations. Having plenty of coals, 
and keeping good fires, a ſtagnation of the air 
is prevented in the moſt confined rooms, and 
its putridity corrected by the acid ariſing from 
the fuel. Beſides, the women being employed 
in carrying burdens, and their children running 
about, a great part of their time is ſpent out of 
doors. Hence they are in general robuſt and

we the . Newcaſtle may be eſteemed 
more healthy than moſt towns of an equal ſize 
in the Kingdom. Perſons of better rank enjoy 
almoſt a total immunity from fevers, and other 
contagious diſeaſes; and except the Small Pox, 
Meaſles, - the Cattarhal Fever, and Scarlet Fever 
attended with Ulcerated Sore-Throat, no dif. 
temper has prevailed ey in this place 
for many Years.

CHARACTER OT FEVERS. 


EVERS are known by beginning with 

chilneſs or ſhivering, ſucceeded by 
frequency. of pulſe, preternatural heat, and 
weakneſs of voluntary motion, without 
deriving their origin from Local Inflam- 
mation, Specific Eruptions, or other pri- 
mary diſeaſes which produce ſymptomatic 
fever. 


The ancient Phyſicians believed heat to 
be the eſſential character of fevers. They, 
however, very judiciouſly made a diſtinction 
betwixt primary fevers, and thoſe diſeaſes, 
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in which fever is ſymptomatic, from the af- 
fection of a particular Ws * 1 


"FREE "Via 8 and other Phy- 
ſicians of the preſent century, are of opinion, 
that quickneſs of pulſe conſtitutes the eſ- 
ſence of fever; and that it is the only 
ſymptom to judge of the preſence of the 
diſeaſe; as heat, and the other phenomena, 
do not attend through the whole courſe; 
but only exiſt in different ſtages of fever. 
But to this opinion objections may alſo be 
made: For in ſome ſtates of fever, eſpe- 
cially in thoſe which have been uſually 
denominated Nervous, the pulſe, ſome- 
times, does not in quickneſs exceed the 


_ Randard of health. As all fevers, unleſs 
_ thoſe temporary ones, which derive-their

When fevers are once „ a very 
numerous train of ſymptoms ariſe: the 
nervous ſyſtem is in general diſordered, 
and all the functions of the body pervert- 
ed: The mind is often affected with de- 
lirium: Want of appetite, thirſt and in- 
quietude generally prevail; and the ſalutary 
ſecretions and excretions ceaſe to be re- 
gular. But whatever attention theſe, and 
other Phenomena merit in the hiſtory of 
the diſeaſe, as fever may exiſt without 
them, they ought not to be admitted 10 
the definition.

EVERS have deen divided into many x 
genera, and various appellations have , 
been given to them both by the ancients and 
moderns, derived from the time of their 
duration; from ſome remarkable predomi- 
nant Ptam from the ſtate of the fluids;

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and from other circumſtances “. But, un- 
fortunately, the many names to be found 
amongſt Authors, not only load the me- 
mory, perplex the unexperienced, but an- 
ſwer no real advantage in practice. 


After ſeveral years careful attention to 
the ſymptoms and nature of fevers, as they 


have occurred in different climates, I freely 


confefs that I have never been able to fol- 
low authors through their numerous di- 
viſions and ſubdiviſions. And I am fully 


convinced, that although many varieties 


happen according to conſtitution, ſeaſon, 
ſituation and climate: yet every where 
fever is eſſentially the ſame, or, in other 


words, conſiſts only of one Genus; and that 
the only ſpecies which can be well aſcer- 


tained, are the following, viz. Intermittent, 
Remittent, and Continued Fevers, This 
opinion, 1t 1s preſumed, will be proved in

the eflential ſymptoms of theſe ſpecies 
of fever. 


An Intermittent Fever, whether quoti- 
dian, tertian, or quartan, begins with cold- 
neſs and ſhivering ; the countenance looks 
pale; the ſkin is ſhriveled ; the nails grow 
livid; the head aches ; reſpiration is quick 
and the pulſe weak, frequent and oppreſ- 
ſed, This ſtage is ſucceeded by exceſſive 
heat: the pulſe becomes hard, quicker, 
and ſtronger ; the urine high coloured; the 
thirſt intenſe : and at the height of the hot 
ſage, if not before, the imagination is con- 
fuſed, and frequently a delirium enſues. 
As the ſweat flows, the pulſe becomes 
ſofter, and leſs frequent; and all the ſymp- 
toms abate, At laſt a perfect intermiſſion 
ſucceeds, and the patient continues well, 
till the return of another paroxyſm, which 
is again uſhered in with ſhivering. 


A Remittent Fever begins in the ſame 
manner as an Intermittent; only the cold 
ſtage, in general, is not ſo ſevere, nor ſo 
long continued. In the hot ſtage, the 
head · ach, the thirſt, the frequency of the 

B 4 pulſe, 
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pulſe, the delirium and other ſymptoms 
are often more violent. At the decline of 
the hot fit a ſweat comes on; the pulſe 
becomes leſs frequent; and all the ſymp- 

toms abate for a few hours. After the 
remiſſion, another paroxyſm returns; ſome- 
times with a ſhivering fit, and frequently 
without it. 


A continued Fever begins in the ſame 
manner. The attack is frequently as vio- 
lent as in an Intermittent; and, for ſome 

days, the heat, the head- ach, and the quick- 
neſs of the pulſe are equally exceſſive. Some 
times, indeed, the attack begins with a flight 
chilneſs inſtead of ſhiverings ; and when the . ſ. 


fever is formed, inſtead of the ſtrong action N 
of the veſſels, which attends the paroxyſms W* : 
of Intermittents and Remittents, the heat is n 


not much increaſed ; and the pulſe continues em 
weak, quick, and unequal.

9 
don, I obſerved that alleviations and exa- 
erbations might always be perceived; and 
hat all Fevers of this type ſuffered an exa- 
erbation towards night; and that therefore 
was the nature of every Fever to remit, if 
zot accompanied with local inflammation: 
fince that period I have had no reaſon to 
iter my ſentiments. 


In this ſenſe the term is applied by Hip- 
werates. © A continued Fever, ſays he, is 
* ſometimes violent from the beginning, 
"and becomes worſe: but about the. criſis, 
"and at the time of the criſis, becomes 
" weaker. It ſometimes begins mildly and 
"ſecretly; but increaſes daily, and has exa- 
" cerbations, and, about its height, and at 
the time of the criſis, breaks out vehe- 
mently f.“ In this ſenſe the term is alſo 
employed by Dr Willis; and Dr Cullen

is ſuppoſed to conſiſt of one paroxyſm only“. Na 


— Continued Fevers, therefore, do not ſeem WM th 
to differ more from the remittent than the 
laſt from the intermittent type. Their fre- 
quent changes into each other, ſhew them 
to be of the ſame genus; and the variety 
of their forms ſeems, in a great meaſure, to 
depend upon the difference of climate, con- 
ſtitution, &c. but more particularly on the 

concurrence of the remote cauſes of fever, 
viz · a moiſt warm ſtate of the air, marſhy 
effluvia, and human contagion: the two 
former commonly producing the intermit- 
tent, or remittent; and the latter almoſt al- 
ways the continued type.

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Modern medical writers bo ſuppoſed 
that continued Fevers conſiſt of three ge- 


wra, viz. the Inflammatory, the Nervous, and 
the Putrid; and many Phyſicians, fond of 
multiplying names, have divided each of 
theſe genera into many ſpecies and varieties. 
Although I decline entering into any diſ- 
pute about names, yet it may not be im- 
ſroper to give my reaſons for rejecting theſe 
dviſions of fever, 


If we nearly examine theſe ſuppoſed ge- 
nera, we ſhall find that they only expreſs 
different ſtates of fever; and that the 
ſymptoms which characterize them, equally 
attend fevers of the intermittent, and re- 
mittent type. 


The Inflammatory Fever, for example, is 
defined to conſiſt in intenſe hear, frequent, 
ſtrong, hard, and full pulſe, with high- 
coloured urine, Many fevers, in their in- 
cipient ſtate, are attended with theſe ſymp- 
toms, which however prevail more in the 
paroxyſms of intermittent, and remittent fe- 
vers, than in thoſe of the continued type. 
Even the depreſſing powers of contagion

do not always guard againſt ſymptoms of 
ſtrong action of the heart, and arterial ſyſ- 
tem. Gillchriſt, deſcribing rhe Nervous 
Fever, obſerves, *©* that in ſome the ſeizure, 
© and ſymptoms, on the firſt days were vio- 


ent: ſuch as vomiting, nauſea, head-ach, 


* full, ſtrong,” and hard pulſe, heat, and 
© redneſs of the eyes . Except by the tre- 
mors of the hands, even the Jail or Hof: 
pital Feyer is not to be diſtinguiſhed from 
any common fever, and the pulſe in the 
beginning varies in ſtrength, and in ful- 


neſs. Sir John Pringle, in this fever, and 
Huxham, in the Putrid fever, adviſe bleed- 


ing, to moderate the ſtrong action of the 
veſſels. For theſe reaſons, whatever atten- 
tion this ſtate of fever may merit in prac- 
tice, as it equally attends intermittent, re- 
mittent, and continued fevers, it ought not 


to be admitted as conſtituting any generic 


difference. 


The term inflammatory, in my opinion, 
ought only to be applied to fever when it

The fizy appearance of the blood which 
has, fo univerſally, led to the opinion of 
frers being inflammatory, deſerves par- 
icular notice. In local inflammations it is 
well known that the blood, when drawn, is, 
rery frequently, covered with a cruſt of 
wagulating . lymph. Whilſt the theory, 
which referred the cauſe of inflammation 
o lentor and obſtruction, prevailed, it was 
not ſurprizing that this circumſtance was 
brought to confirm the doctrine. But 
Dr Fordyce aſſerts, that notwithſtanding 
the apparent viſcidity of the blood after it 
s drawn and ſuffered to cool, yet whilſt 
it lows in the veſſels, it is more fluid than 
in the ordinary ſtate previous to inflamma- 
non. From the experiments of the late in- 
genious Mr Hewſon, who has ſupported

buffy coat in a patient who died of an 
neyſted dropſy, and in another who la- 
doured under the Ulcerated Sore-Throat; 
but I muſt confeſs in both theſe inſtances 
the craſſamentum was of a looſe texture. 
And I have frequently given Bark, with 
ſucceſs, in fevers where the blood, previ- 
dus to my attendance, has be pronounced 
o be very ſizy. 


Theſe circumſtances will prove, in the moſt 
convincing manner, that the ſizy appear- 
ance of the blood, 1s not a certain criterion 
of inflammation, and without being joined 
mth other ſymptoms, which more uniform- 
ly characterize inflammation, can be of 
little uſe in directing the method of cure.

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we ſhould very much multiply diſtempers 
which are eſſentially the ſame. The ſmall 
pox, for example, is almoſt always attended 
with fever, which, in ſome patients, is ac- 
companied with ſtrong action in the veſſels; 
in others with ſymptoms of debility and 
nervous diſtreſs; and in others with thoſe 
which denote a tendency in the fluids to 
putrefation. Nay even the ſame patient 
(which is alſo the caſe in continued fevers) 
will, in a few days, go through the different 
fates of fever which attend this diſeaſe: 
ret every phyſician knows that the diſtem- 
per proceeds from the fame ſpecific conta- 
gion: and that theſe varieties expreſs no 
generic difference. 


It is evident from what has been ad- 
ranced, that all primary fevers are attended 
with the ſame eſſential ſymptoms ; and that 
the only difference is, that, in ſome of them, 
the intermiſſions and remiſhons are perfect; 
In others fo obſcure, as juſtly to entitle 
them to the name of continued, 


They likewiſe differ from each other, in

with ſymptoms of debility ; and ſometimes 
with thoſe. which denote a tendency in the 
fluids to putrefaction.

The cure of intermittent and remittent 
fevers, in all their varieties, by the Peruvian 


| bark, is ſimple, efficacious, and the practice 
univerſally eſtabliſhed. In a former publi- 


cation, I have ſhewn that there 1s great 
danger in waiting for remiſſions; and that 
this noble febrifuge may be given, with the 
greateſt ſucceſs, not only in the remiſſions 
and exacerbations of fevers in hot climates, 
but even when they become continued, 


Having, it is preſumed, had ſufficient ex- 
perience of the utility of the ſame mode of 
practice, in the continued fevers which u- 
ſually occur in this iſland, I ſhall now pro- 
ceed to make ſome obſervations upon them.

Or THE CURE of CONTINUED F EVER. 


\ LTHOUGH oreat variety obtains in 

continued fevers, ; with reſpect to their 
ſymptoms and degrees of danger; yet, in 
practice, I judge it principally neceſſary to 
attend to the following diſtinctions, or ſtates 
of fever. 


I. Continued fevers frequently, in the be- 
ginning, are attended with ſtrong action of 
the vaſcular ſyſtem ; and this ſtate may be diſ- 
tinguiſhed by the following ſymptoms: The 
pulſe is quick, ſtrong, hard, and full; the 
heat of the body intenſe; the urine high- 
coloured, and often ſmall in quantity; and 
the ſenſes and ſpirits remain tolerably clear. 
If the fever continue, or if not prevented by 
the method of cure, afterwards to be men- 
tioned, it is for the moſt part, ſooner or 
later, ſucceeded by the following ſtate. 


II. Continued fevers are more frequently, 
from the beginning, or ſoon after their for- 
C2 mation, 
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mation, attended with debility and depreſ. n 
fion of the vital powers; and this ſtate may a 
be diſtinguiſhed by the following ſymptoms: n 
The pulſe is weak, quick, and frequently pt 
unequal ; the urine commonly pale; the I. 
heat not very intenſe; and the ſtrength and in 
ſpirits proſtrated. Watchfulneſs and deli- 
rium are added, and as the diſeaſe advances, 
the delirium terminates in Coma. Sub/ultus re

III. Both the eine n of fever are in 
frequently ſucceeded by, or attended with, deſ 
a diſpoſition in the fluids to putrefaction, fou 


which is diſtinguiſhed by the following 
ſymptoms: The tongue becomes dry, and 
black; the breath and ſtools fetid ; pete- 
chiæ, purple, or livid ſpots appear; hæmor- 
rhages happen from the noſe, and various 
parts; and, before death, the body, very fre- 
quently, emits a cada verous ſmell. 
Continued fevers, which are propagated 
by infectious miaſmata, in particular ſtates , 
of the atmoſphere, beſides being accompa- % 
nied 


— 
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nied with the uſual ſymptoms of fever, are 
alſo attended with thoſe which denote pneu- 
monic inflammation. Such a fever was 
prevalent amongſt the poor in Newcaſtle, in 
1777, of which -an account ſhall be given 
in the following ſection. 


Having thus aiſtinguiſhed continued fe- 
vers; and having given the characteriſtic 
ſymptoms, by which their moſt important 
ſtates may be known; without entering 
into a detail of the acceſſary and extra- 
ordinary ſymptoms which frequently occur 
in particular inſtances, I ſhall now briefly 
deſcribe the method of cure, which I have 
found moſt beneficial.

I. In the firſt ſtate of fever, I give emetic 
tartar “ in ſach doſes as to vomit gently, and 
afterwards to open the belly, directing the 
patient to drink moderately of any tepid, di- 
luting drink moſt agreeable to his tafte : By 
this means the ſtomach and inteſtines are 
cleanſed ; perſpiration or a ſweat produced;

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and the velocity of the circulating fluids 
diminiſhed, If, however, exceſs of heat, 
quickneſs and ſtrength of pulſe continue, it 
will be proper, for ſome days, to give the an- 
timonial in ſuch a manner, as to keep the 
ſecretions open: and, ſhould it fail to ope- 
rate downwards, a decoction of tamarinds, 
a ſolution of manna, or Rochelle. ſalts ought 
to be added. . | 
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As ſoon as the ſtrong action of the veſſels 
is reduced (for, if called in the beginning 
of this ſtate of fever, we ought not to wait 
till the ſymptoms: of debility enſue) the 
bark ſhould be given, in as large doſes as 
the ſtomach of the patient will bear, with- 
out regagd to the remiſſions or exacerba- 
tions. If this method be timely applied, I 
can ſay with much confidence, that the diſ- 
eaſe will ſeldom terminate in the other {lates 


of fever; orin other words, become nervous, pu 
or putrid. | EN ou

In ſome caſes of continued fever, the affair, rec 
after the uſe of antimonials, may be truſted cu 


to nature: I have frequently done ſo, when pie 


the diſeaſe has ſhewn no diſorder of the ner- lu

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vous ſyſtem, and where there has been no 
ſuſpicion of its having ariſen from conta- 
gion. But, in doubtful caſes, after the fever 
has continued to the end of the fourth day, 
it is the ſafeſt method to commence imme- 
diately with the bark; for while the diſeaſe 
continues, there 1s no certainty, by any 
other method, to guard againſt the alarming 
and fatal ſymptoms, which frequently and 
unexpectedly come on, 


I am ſenſible that, in the beginning of 
fevers, veneſection is the moſt powerful 
means of abating the force and activity of 


the vaſcular ſyſtem ; and that it has been 


univerſally recommended by phyſicians in 
this ſtate of fever. But as all, fevers, at 
leaſt ſuch as have occurred in my practice, 
are in general ſoon ſucceeded by debility, 
or ſymptoms which denote a tendency to 
putrefaction in the fluids, this evacuation 
ought to be uſed with caution, There may 
be ſome caſes of fever, indeed, that may 
require veneſection in the beginnigg, parti- 
cularly when there are evident ſigns of to- 
pical determinations of blood to the head, 
lungs, or any other part; when the patient 
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is Mgorous and plethoric; and when the 
difeaſe derives its origin from other cauſes 
than contagion. The exhibition of tartar 
emetic, in the manner already directed, will 
however, in a great meaſure, ſuperſede the 
neceſſity of veneſection. In ſeven years 


practice, I have only had occaſion to direct 


this evacuation twice in continued fevers, 
unaccompamed with ſymptoms of local af. 
fection: and I can add, that I never =o a 
patient from the omiſſion. 


II. In the ſecond tate of continued fever 


attended with debility and depreſſion of the 


vital powers; when called in the beginning, 
if the ſkin be hot and dry, I give antimo- 
nials as girected in the former ſtate ; but 
never continue them ſo long as to produce 
profuſe evacuations. But when the patient 
has been much weakened, or the diſeaſe 
advanced, antimonials are unſafe and 
ought to be omitted entirely: and with 
reſpect to other medicines, I place the 
whole ſtreſs of the cure on the Peruvian 
Bark, without waiting for remiſſions.

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III. In the laſt ſtate of fever, which is ac- 
companied with ſymptoms of putrefaction, 
the bark ought to be given in very liberal 
dozes, together with the vegetable or vitriol- 
ic acid, Tipe fruits *, wine, and other anti- 
ſeptic liquors. The uſe of the bark in this 
ſtate of fever, is ſo agreeable to the eſta- 
bliſhed practice, that there is not the leaft 
occaſion to inſiſt upon its efficacy, = 


If the above method of cure be employed 
in the different ſtates of fevers, during 
the firſt week, it will very frequently re- 
move them. But, after they are once con- 
firmed, they will, for che moſt part, run 
their courſe in ſpite of every medicine. All 
that can be expected from the dark, in 
ſuch caſes, is to obviate debility; counter-

Diſtreſſing ſymptoms frequently ariſe in

: * Upon the diſſection of thoſe who have died of fevers, there 
have been found inflammation, abceſs, and mortification, 


in the brain, and other viſcera. Theſe ſymptoms, however, 
are only to be conſidered as the conſequences, and not the 


cauſe of the diſeaſe. Such appearances are very generally | 


found upon examining the bodies of thoſe who die of pu- 
trid fevers. We are informed by Sir John Pringle, that 
when the jail fever proved fatal, it terminated in actual 
- mortification of ſome part; that the inteſtines, in particular, 
were apt to mortify ; and that abceſſes were found in the 
brain. In the putrid remitting fever of Minorca, Dr 
Cleghorn found the (inteſtines of thoſe that died, either 
entirely mortified, or partly mortified, and partly inflam- 
ed. Barthiline alſo informs us, that the ſtomach and 
duedenum of thoſe who died of the fever which was epi- 
demic at Copenhagen in 1652, were always found inflam- 
ed and mortified. From the numerous diſſections of thoſe 
who died of the plague at Marſeilles, and of the malig- 
nant fever at Rouen, ſome of the viſcera were always 
- found in an inflamed and gangrenous ſtate. See Sir John

As ſuch fatal determinations, have very ſeldom happen- 
ed in my practice, either in the fevers of hot climates, ot 
in thoſe of this country, the prevention of ſuch ſymptoms 
ean only be imputed to an early and liberal uſe of the 
bark, 
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variety of remedies; however, in the 
general cure of fevers, I place great confi- 
lence in, and uſe as auxiliaries along with 
he. bark, che following articles, viz. the 
xdiluvium ; the free admiſſion of cold air 
aking the patients out of bed; light 
doathing; ; keeping the belly regular; ; 
ad, in ſome caſes, theguſe of opiates and 
lülters. 


In the beginning of fevers, while no 
great debility prevails; eſpecially when the 
kin is dry, or the head affected, nothing 
z attended with more advantage, than the 
uſe of the pediluvium, and every night, at 
kaſt, the patient's legs ought to be immerſed 
n warm water. This method: not only 
prevents delirium, but frequently removes 
it, after it has taken place. When the 
patient is not able to ſit up, warm fomenta- 
tions ought to be applied: t to the legs and 
feet. 


The chambers of the ſick ought to be 
kept exceedingly clean, and, at all times, well 
ventilated ; and as ſoon as the ſtrong ac- 
ton of the veſſels is abated, cold air ought 

to 
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to be freely admitted by the doors and 
windows. 

The patient ſhould be allowed: to get up, 
and fit out of bed at pleaſure; and even 
when {ſymptoms of debility, or putretaQion 
prevail, great advantages are derived from 
taking the patients out of bed: but in ſuch 
caſes it will be always prudent, to place 
them gently upon a couch in an horizontal 
poſture, in order to * the riſk of

Opiates, although . produce the * 
happy effects in ſome caſes of fever, yet their 
uſe muſt be admitted with caution. When 
fevers are attended with debility, and noc- 
turnal exacerbations with delirium, opiates 
are very proper. When the ſkin is dry, I 
generally combine the opium with emetic 
tartar, or give it in the form of Dovers 
powder, at bed time. Opiates alſo are the 
only remedies to be depended upon, when ¶ vaſc 
a diarrhoea is not critical; or when the bark Il be 
runs a by ſtool. 


Wich . to. bliſters, I am very far I aul 
from being an advocate for their general 
uſe; 
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aſe; and believe that, even in nervous fevers, 
where they have been moſt uni verſally re- 
commended, they too frequently produce 
bad effects. If the method of cure which 
has already been adviſed be early adopted, 
there will be, very ſeldom, any occafion for 
their application. But when fevers have 
been neglected, and delirium comes on, at- 
tended with weak pulſe, and a dangerous 
comatoſe diſpoſition, I have frequently ſeen 
a bliſter, applied to the head, attended with 
the beſt effects. They are alſo peculiarly 
ſerviceable, when fevers are complicated 
nith pleuritic or peripneumonic ſtitches.” 


In every ſtate of fever the diet e to 
confiſt of farinaceous ſubſtances, ſuch as 
gruel, panado, &c. and both when the 
ation of the veſſels is ftrong, and alſo 
when there is a tendency in the fluids to 
putrefaction, ripe fruits of all kinds ought 
to be allowed. Whilſt the activity of the 
raſcular ſyſtem continues, the drinks ſhould 
be taken moderately warm: but when

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It is a remark worthy of obſervation, 
that on the ſecond, third, and fourth days 
of this fever, the patient had a paroxyſm 
twice in the twenty-four hours ; a circum- 
ſtance frequently attending fevers of the 
continued type: but, in them, the exacer- 
bation is ſeldom preceded by a cold fit. Al- 
lowing, however, the cold fit to be the diſtin- 
guiſhing characteriſtic of the paroxyſm of an 
intermittent; yet this fever had a tendency 
from the beginning to become continued, 
and was actually ſo on the fifth and fixth 
day of the diſeaſe. After taking the bark 
freely, on the ſeventh day he had a perfect 
remiſſion of fever. This is an effect which 
| have frequently ſeen produced by this 


medicine, when given during the firſt week 
of a fever. 


In the fammer and autumn of the year 
1770, paſſing my time in Roxburghſbire, 
during the interval of my voyages to the 
Eaſt Indies, I was conſulted by ſeveral pa- 
tients, who laboured under a fever. In what- 
ever manner the diſeaſe began, it was ſoon 
fucceeded by debility, and nervous diſtreſs. 
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After cleanſing the firſt paſſages, the bark 
was preſcribed liberally: the fever, however, 
ran its courſe; but, in every inſtance, the 
termination was ſucceſsful. My notes being 
not ſo complete as I could wiſh, none of 
the caſes are inſerted in this collection.

I preſcribed an emetic, 
and ſome other medicines, but being ſent 
home to his mother's houſe, he was bled 
injudiciouſly the day following, and none 
of my directions were complied with.

Mrs , a near relation of mine, was 
ſeized with head - ach, laſſitude, and pains 
all over her body; but being engaged to go 
to an aſſembly, concealed her complaints. 


On the morning following, ſhe was 
much indiſpoſed; and in the afternoon had 
ſevere ſhivering fits, which were ſucceeded 
by great thirſt, oppreſſion, and head-ach.

This day, I gave 
her ſix drachms with my own hands;

bly relieved, and her urine turbid, 


35th day. She ſlept pretty well in the 
night; and when I viſited her in the morn- 
ing, her pulſe was only 100; ſhe had little 
head-ach, but complained of being giddy 
when ſhe ſat up. This day ſhe took an 
ounce of the bark. At night her pulſe was

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90; and her urine depoſited a thick white

On the following day, ſhe had no com- 


plaints, unleſs ſome degree of giddineſs, 


For four days longer ſhe continued the 
bark, and ſoon recovered her wonted 
health. 


By ſome it may be conjectured, that the 
two laſt patients might have recovered, in 
the time mentioned, whether the bark had 
been taken or not. The firſt caſe, however, 
derived its ſource apparently from conta- 
gion; and the latter was early accompanied 
with ſymptoms which portended danger. 
But it is not to theſe two caſes alone to 
which I could appeal: repeated obſervations 
have confirmed me in the opinion, that moſt 


fevers, on their commencement, may be 


removed by a ſimilar treatment; or at leall 


that their danger may be obviated.

As ſhe 
could not be prevailed upon to take the 
bark, a pleaſant cordial julep was ſubſti- 
tated: wine whey, acidulated with lemon 
Juice, was allowed for common drink; and 
her feet were directed to be bathed in warm 
water, with a little vinegar. 


10th day. The delirium continued, with 
frequent ſubſultus tendinum ; and her teeth 
were covered with a black furr.

She had a muttering delirium; was 
quite deaf; and kept picking at the bed- 
cloaths. The bed in which ſhe lay being 
very offenſive, after giving her a little wine, 
ſhe was removed into another.

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minute, was very feeble, but equal. He had 


conſtant nauſea; reaching to vomit; ſlight 
hiccup; ſubſultus tendinum; and paſſed his 

urine without giving notice. A gentle emetic 
vas preſcribed, and, after its operation, four 
table ſpoonfuls of a ſtrong decoction of the 
bark every two hours; together with an 
anodyne draught at bed- time. 


gth day. I viſited him in the evening. 
He had ſome reſt laſt night; the hiccup 
had vaniſhed; but the /ub/ultus tendinum and 
delirium continued; and ſeveral petechie 
were obſervable upon his breaſt and arms. 
He was deſired to be taken out of bed, and 
to be laid in another which was open to 
the admiſſion of air: wine and ripe fruit 
were allowed; and, beſides the continuance 
of the decoction, half a drachm of the bark, 
in powder, was directed every three hours.

Several 
days before he took to his bed, he had pa- 
roxyſms reſembling the cold fit of an ague; 
and though he went about, his ſenſes were 
obſerved to be imperfect. At laſt he was 
obliged to be confined, and became ſo vio- 
lently delirious, that his attendants had 
great difficulty to manage him,. 


| found him reſtleſs, toſſing from fide to 
fide in his bed, and quite inſenſible. His 
countenance was wild; his eyes blood- 
ſhot, and his pulſe 120, equal and oft. 
His ſkin was dry and parched ; his tongue 
and teeth furred ; and he had been * 
ol 
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for ſome days. His diſeaſe had now been 
of 2 week's duration. The windows were 
directed to be kept open in the day time, 
and two ſpoonfuls of the following * were 
ordered to be given every two hours. 


gth day of the diſegſe. His medicine vo- 
mited him ſeveral times, but ſtill he was 
coſtive. In the night he was very delirious. 
To day his ſenſes ſeem to be more clear; 
but he has frequent ſabſultus tendinum, and 
paſſes his urine involuntarily. A drachm 
of the bark was preſcribed eyery two hours, 
and a clyſter was directed. His drinks were 


acidulated with lemon juice, and wine was 
allowed freely, 


roth day. After I left him yeſterday, he 
became ſo delirious and unmanageable, 
that the nurſe could not exhibit the clyſter. 
He kept conſtantly ſtarting up in bed ; 
but he took his medicines and drinks, when 
offered him. At noon the delirium conti-

The feveriſh heat was 
intenſe ; but his pulſe was only 100 in a 
minute. I gave him two drachms of the 
bark, which he took without reluctance; 


but hitherto he had only taken two ounces

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On the 15th day of December, his rela- 
tions having ſome quarrel with his maſter, 
he was conveyed to his own reſidence in an 
open carriage, at the diſtance of ſix miles;

ſeemed to recover more ſpeedily. 


On the 1oth of February following, he 
called upon me, and gratefully returned 
thanks for his recovery. He was then very 
healthy, but had not recruited his uſual

CASE X. 


Mrs B. aged about thirty-ſix, of a healthy 
conſtitution, had laboured under a fever for 
eight days: on the 6th of April, 1775, at 
night, I vifited her. Her ſkin was hot, and 
her pulſe ſmall, quick, and intermirting, 
Her countenance was wild; her breaſt was 
covered with miliary eruptions, interſperſed 
with pctechie ; ſhe had a low delirium, and 


voided her ſtools without, giving _ 
e 
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She lay in a large room; and I was in- 
formed ſhe had been kept cool from the 
beginning. 


Mr Davidſon, her Surgeon, now ſettled at 
Kelſo, and I agreed to adopt the following 
plan of treatment. The windows and the 
door of her apartment were ordered to be 
kept frequently open; wine was allowed 
freely; a cordial julep was directed to be 
given in ſpoonfuls when faint, and the bark 
on the following morning. 


oth day of the diſeaſe. When we viſited her 
ſhe was ſtill delirious, and no alteration for 
the better could be perceived. Two drachms 
of bark were given at noon, which her ſto- 
mach retained; and as ſhe refuſed to take 
it from the nurſe, Mr Davidſon waited on 


her the whole day, and gave her the medi- 
cine frequently. | 


For four days following, ſhe continued 
much in the preceding ſtate; only at nights 
her delirium ran fo high, that ſhe got out of 
bed, and expoſed herſelf to an open window. 
As ſhe returned always more compoſed, the 
nurſe

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nurſe was deſired not to prevent her from 
getting out of bed when ſhe pleaſed. 


14th day. The miliary eruptions and pe- 
techie were almoſt gone; her pulſe was very 
quick and feeble; the delirium continued,

Her ſenſes returned, and her 
fever became moderate. During the laſt three 
days ſhe had taken three ounces of the bark:

Maſter ——, aged about ſixteen, after 
being indiſpoſed for above a week, was, on 
Saturday the third of November, 1775, ſeized 
with chilneſs, pain in his head, back and 
bones; which were ſucceeded by a light 
cough; defluxion from the noſe, and ſome 
other ſymptoms of the epidemic cold f.

7 About the 22d of October, 1775, an n epidemic Ca- 
tarrhal Fever appeared at Newcaſtle, and became fo ge- 
neral, that few of the inhabitants eſcaped feeling more or 
leſs of its effects. In about 18 days it ſpent its force, and 
loon totally diſappeared. By accounts, from different 
parts, it appeared, that the diſeaſe, about the ſame time, 
ſpread itſelf over the ifland. 

The diitemper, in general, began with liſtleſsneſs, weak- 
neſs of the limbs, ſtiffneſs of the throat, head-ach, and 
univerſal pains To theſe ſymptoms were added a cough, 
defluxion from the noſe, giddineſs, heat; and frequently 
proſt ration of ſtrength and ſpirits. The tongue was white; 
the thirſt moderate; and the tools, in general, bilious. 

When the diſeaſe was mild, confinement and diluting 
drinks were ſufficient to efſet a cure. When it was ac- 

com- 
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He was bled by Mr Keenlyfide, one of the 
ſurgeons to the Newcaſtle Infirmary ; had 
taken a ſaline julep, and an oily emulſion, 


On the 6th of November I was defired to 
viſit. him, His pulſe was 110; tolerably 
full, and very ſoft. When he ſat up, he 
was very giddy, and ſtill complained of 
a tickling cough: his ſkin was dry; and 
he was conſiderably oppreſſed. Two table 
ſpoonfuls of the ſaline julep, with a ſmall 
proportion of emetic tartar, were preſcribed 
every two hours; and he was allowed weak 
wine whey for his common drink, 


5th day of the diſeaſe. In the morning his 
pulſe was 100; he had a gentle moiſture 
upon his ſkin; and his urine depoſited a 

thick ſediment.

companied with heat, and much fever; promoting a ſweat, 
and keeping the belly open with antimonials, together with 
opiates to appeaſe the cough, became neceſſary. By theſe 
means the diſeaſe generally diſappeared in three or four days. 

None died of the diſtemper, in this place, as far as | 
could learn, unleſs the old and aſthmatic. Some who ne- 
glected the diſeaſe, a few weeks afterwards, fell into pleu- 
riſies, which required large, and repeated bleedings, with 
the uſe of bliſters. And in ſome inftances, about the end 
of the epidemic, the diſtemper terminated in low fevers, 
with delirium, which yielded to the bark. 
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6th day. His cough had ceaſed; his 
urine was turbid; but, I was informed, 
he had been very reſtleſs in the night, 
The fever ſtill continued; and his pulſe 
began to flag. Wine was allowed more 
freely ; and half a drachm of the bark, in 
a ſaline draught, was preſcribed every two 
hours, Being coſtive, he took a few grains 
of rhubarb at bed-time, 


7th day. He had a flight hzmorrhage 
from the noſe, which ſcarcely tinged the 
cloth on which it dropt; his pulſe was 
feeble, and about 100 pulſations; and the 
rhubarb had procured two ſtools. An ano- 
dyne draught was directed to be taken at 
bed-time, and the bark was continued, 


8th day. He had a gentle moiſture upon 
his ſkin the whole night. In the morning 
his pulſe was only 78; and he had no com- 
plaints, but weakneſs. In the afternoon, a 
little blood dropt from his noſe. 


He continued his medicine for a few 
days longer; his appetite returned; and 
he ſoon recovered his ſtrength.

His feet were 
immerſed in warm water; wine whey was 
directed; and as he had been coſtive for 
two days paſt, and refuſed every medicine, 
a ſmall proportion of emetic tartar was 
ordered to be given in his drinks. At fix 
in the evening the delirium and other 
ſymptoms continued; and for the moſt part 
of the day he had refuſed the wine whey, and 
every other drink. At eight o'clock he had 2 
ſtool from a clyſter ; as there was no poſſi- 
bility of getting him to take medicine, 3 
bliſter was directed to be applied betwixt

He fell aſleep at five o'clock in the 
morning, and did not awake till mid-day, 
At this time I was ſent for; and had the 
pleaſure to find him perfectly ſenſible, free 
from tremors and /abfultus tendinum, and 
his pulſe only 92. He had ſeveral re- 
freſhing ſleeps in the afternoon. He took

17th day. Reed wel laſt night: His 
pulſe only 80, and he had ſome defire for 
nouriſhment. He took an ounce of the 
bark —_—_ the day. 


The bark was continued thrice a day for 
ſome time longer, with a view to prevent 2 
relapſe; and notwithſtanding the violence 
of his diſeafe, he was very fpeedily reſtored 
to his uſual health and ſtrength. 


The novelty and ſucceſs of the practice in 
the above caſe, as well as in ſeveral others 


which occurred ſoon after I carne to reſide in 
New- 
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Newcallle, became the ſubject of much con- 
rerſation amongſt the faculty. The uſe of 
the bark, before this period, had been li- 
mited to that ſtate of continued fever, in 
which ſymptoms of putreſcency appear. The 
ingenious and candid gentlemen with whom 
| attended patients, tried this method of 
practice in fimilar caſes: its credit was ſoon 
eſtabliſhed : and I believe it is now adopted 
by every Phyſician in this town.

John Dorman, aged fifty, on the 3d day 
of September, 1776, was ſeized with ſhiver- 
ing, pain in his back, and ſickneſs; which 
were ſacceeded by heat, thirſt, and iy 
reſtleſſneſs. 


On Friday, September the 6th, by defire 
of his maſter, I viſited him along with Mr 
Leighton, his ſurgeon, His ſkin was hot and 
dry ; his eyes dull and heavy; his teeth co- 
vered with black ſlime; his tongue brown 
and parched. He kept conſtantly moaning 
and was delirious at nights; and, moreover, 
had got no ſleep from the beginning.” His

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pulſe beat 120 pulſations in a minute; his

His feet were ordered to be bathed in warm 
water; and two table ſpoonfuls of the follow. 
ing * were directed every hour. The room 
in which he lay was ſmall, low, and ill 
aired; and in this confined place his wife 
and five children conſtantly reſided. When 
J viſited him in the evening, he had a gentle 
moiſture on his ſkin. The medicine had ope- 
rated upwards and downwards. Barley 
water, acidulated with lemon juice, was di- 
rected for common drink, 


5th day of the diſeaſe. He was delirious in 
the night. In the morning his pulſe was 
ſtill 120; he was very reſtleſs; moaned 
much ; was giddy when he ſat up; and his 
hands were affected with tremors. A drachm 
of bark, warmed with a little ſpiritous wa- 
ter, was preſcribed every two hours,

Five grains of Ipeca- 
cuanha were preſcribed, which diſcharged a 
conſiderable quantity of green bile. After 
its operation, four ſpoonfuls of a ſtrong de- 
coction of the bark were directed to be 
taken every two hours, At nine at night 
he had two looſe ſtools; was yery faint and 
diſpirited ; his pulſe 100, ſoft, but ſteady 
and equal.

, a bricklayer, aged twenty-three, 
had laboured under a fever for fourteen 
days, which derived its ſource from con- 
tagion. On the beginning of the ſecond 
week, as I was informed by his ſurgeon, 
Mr Gibſon, he had many ſymptoms, which 
indicated great diſorder of the nervous 
ſyſtem. The bark had been preſcribed ; 
but he had only taken three drachms of it. 


On the 21ſt of February, 1777, at ten 
oclock at noon, I firſt viſited him. His cheeks 
were fluſhed, his eyes wild, and the veſſels 
of the tunica albugmea appeared as if they 
had been injected with a yellowiſh red. 
His tongue was black and ſwelled, his teeth 
furred, and he faultered in his ſpeech. He 
had a conſtant convulſive motion of the 
lower jaw, inceſſant tremors, and /ub/ultus 
tendmum. He kept conſtantly gathering at 
the bed cloaths, but anſwered queſtions 
rationally; though in a moment he would 
become delirious. He was deaf, and for 
ſome days paſt voided his urine without 
giving notice. His pulſe only beat 100 

pul- 
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pulſations in a minute, and the vibrations 
of the arteries were weak and fluttering. 


HFis diſeaſe being ſo far advanced, I had lit- 
tle hopes of his recovery: wiſhing, however, 
to try the effects of large doſes of the bark, 
I gave him two drachms of fine powder, in 
a glaſs of port wine, before I left the room, 
which he ſwallowed eaſily, but did not ſeem 
to be ſenſible of its taſte. I deſired the ſame 
quantity to be repeated every two hours; 
and encouraged his wife to perſevere regu- 
larly in its uſe. Fomentations of warm 
water and vinegar were directed to be ap- 
plied to his feet; and, as a ſtimulus to rouſe 
his ſinking ſtrength, a bliſter was laid be- 
twixt his ſhoulders. At fix o'clock in the even- 
ing, the convulſive motion of the jaw had 
abated: the other ſymptoms were the ſame 
as in the morning. He had taken the me- 
_ dicine regularly, but loathed the laſt doſe, 
It was now time to give him another; and 
when I was about to mix it, I found the 
paper to contain half an ounce of the bark, 
He had taken three doſes containing the 
fame quantity.

his appetite returned, and his pulſe was | 
ſedate, He continued to take the bark 
thrice a day. On the 28th he was able to 
walk acroſs his room. In a few days more 
he went abroad, and was ſpeedily, from 
the greateſt ſtate of emaciation, reſtored to 


perfect health. 


In a former publication * I obſerved, that

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every four hours, ſeldom failed to abate the 
hiccup, and other nervous ſymptoms which 
occurred in fevers: and to act as a power- 
ful cordial and diaphoretic. The caſes in 
which I tried this medicine chiefly occurred 
at China, where I was at great care to procure 
it unadulterated: fince that period I have 
frequently given it for the removal of ſimi- 
lar ſymptoms, which happen in the fevers 
of this country; but ſeldom or never with 
any remarkable advantage, unleſs when 
joined with opium. This will appear from 
ſeveral caſes in this collection, as well as in 
the laſt caſe which has been related. In my 
later practice, for this reaſon, I have entirely 
laid aſide the uſe of ſo un a an 


Since theſe * acid in obſtinate 


hiccups remaining after fevers, I have given 


a ſolution of aſa fztida, conjoined with the 
volatile alkali, with the beſt effects. 


CASE XVIII. 


Mr T „aged eighteen, on the roth 
of July, 1777, was ſeized with the common 
ſymptoms of fever; for which a vomit, and 
afterwards a purge, were preſcribed by Mr 

H Carr. 
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Carr. On the 7th day of his fever, the 
ſymptoms becoming alarming, my aſſiſtance 
was defired; but being from home, Dr 
Brown was conſulted. He found him la- 
bouring under a diarrhoea, flight tremors, 
and ſubſultus tendinum. The Doctor ordered 
a bliſter to be applied betwixt the ſhoulders, 
and barley water, with gum arabic and 
ſpirit of nitre, for common drink. 


On the 18th of July, I was deſired to viſit 
him along with Dr Brown, We were 1n- 
formed that the patient had paſſed the pre 
ceding night with reſtleſſneſs and ſome de- 
lirium. His tongue was dry and furred; 
his eyes dull ; his pulſe was feeble, and only 
beat 108 pulſations in a minute, and he 


had frequent ſubſultus tendinum, and 1 * 
at the bed-cloaths. 


4 propoſed the uſe of the bark, which the 
Doctor approving of, was preſcribed in the 
following form“:

A pint of port 
wine was allowed, in his drink, and panado, 
in the 24 hours, At night he had three 
looſe ſtools. Dr Brown being from home, 
| preſcribed an anodyne draught. 


11th day. He flept well in the night. 
When Mr Carr and I viſited him in the 
morning, his fever was moderate; but he 
was feeble, and ſtill had tremors of the 
hands. The quantity of the bark was or- 
dered to be increaſed. 


12th day. He was very delirious in the 
night; and towards the morning had four 
fetid ſtools. His pulſe was only 100; his 
ſkin temperate; his teeth were cruſted ; and 
many petechie, of a purple colour, were 
obſerved upon his arms. The tremors and 
picking at. the bed cloaths almoſt vaniſhed. 
The windows were kept up in the day

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from the time I viſited him. Strawberries 
were allowed, and two table ſpoonfuls of the 
decoction of the bark, wit! half a drachm 
of the powder, were preſcribed every two 
hours, with the addition of five drops of 
tinct. thebaic, in caſe of the medicine run- 


ning off by ſtool. 


13th day. The petechiæ more numerous; 
the diarrhoea gone; pulſe 84. During the 
laſt 24 hours he took a pint of the decoc- 
tion, and half an ounce of the bark in pow- 
der. An ounce of the bark was preſcribed 
in an eight-ounce julep, with ſome nutmeg 
water ; the whole to be conſumed in 24 
hours, 1 


14th day. At eleven o'clock Mr Carr and 

I viſited him. We found him fitting up in 
a chair; his eyes however looked very dull; 
and he had frequent tremors. His pulſe 
was only 90; he was very feeble, giddy, 
and much diſpirited: his kin was hot and 
dry; but the petechiæ were rather better co- 
loured. The mixture was repeated. He 
ſlept much in the afternoon: at nine o'clock 
at night his ſides were full of white miliary 
erup- 
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eruptions, The windows were ſhut this 
day, as it was windy ; but one in the ſtair- 
caſe adjoining the door of his room was 
kept open. | 


15th day. At twelve o'clock I viſited him 
along with Dr Brown, His pulſe was only 
76; his tongue was moiſt about the edges; 
his eyes looked more lively; he was free 
from tremors; and almoſt all the miliary 
eruptions had diſappeared : his belly was 


natural: his urine clear. Cyder was allowed 
tor his drink. 


For the five following days he took an 
ounce of the bark daily. The petechie to- 
tally diſappeared, and he had few com- 
plaints except weakneſs. On the 20th day

CASE XX. 


On the 22d of Avguſt, 1777, I was 
defired by a farmer, who reſided a few 
miles from Newtaftle, to viſit his ſon, 
daughter, and two of his ſervants, who

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laboured under fevers. But for the ſake 
of brevity, I ſhall only relate one of the 
caſes, in a particular manner. 


_ Suſanna Hamſworth, the dairy-maid, 
had been confined to her bed, by a fever 
for fourteen days, which, ſoon after its 
formation, was attended with proſtration 
of ſtrength and ſpirits, and delirium, Mr 
Keenlyſide had preſcribed a ſaline julep 
with cordial confection early in the diſeaſe; 
but ſhe refuſed to take it, or any other 
medicine. When I viſited her, 1 found her 
pulſe 130 in a minute, her tongue dry and 
brown. The delirium was now conſtant, 
with frequent /ub/ultus tendinum : She was 
very deaf; and I was told had voided her 
urine for ſome A giving notice. 
She had ſwet much, and her breaſt and 
neck were full of miliary eruptions. The 
bark was immediately preſcribed ; a clyſtet 
directed; cold wine and water was allowed 
for her beverage; and the window of the 
room 'was ordered to be opened, 


On the following day, ſhe appeared to be 


rather more ſenſible, her pulſe ſtronger and

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leſs frequent; although ſhe ſtill had a mutter- 
ing delirium. She had taken fix drachms 
of the bark; it was ordered to be con- 
tinued, 


17th day. The fever ſtill continued; 
but ſhe was free from ſubſultus tendinum, 
and the miliary eruptions had diſappeared. 
She longed for milk, which was allowed; 
and the family was directed to indulge her 
in any thing elſe ſhe might fancy, 


For ſome days following ſhe ſlept much, 
and on the 21ſt was free from every com- 
plaint but weakneſs. Her appetite returned, 
and ſhe recruited her ſtrength much ſooner, 


than could have been imagined. 


The bark being preſcribed early in the 
diſeaſe for the other three patients, its ma- 
lignity and danger were prevented; and the 
whole of them recovered in feven days after 
my firſt viſit, 


A young woman, who came to wait 


upon the above patients, was ſometime 


afterwards attacked with the fever. The 
H 4 diſeaſe 
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difeaſe was far advanced before ſhe took 
the bark. She however recovered ; but for 
many months afterwards, was ſubject to a 
profluvium menſium. 


CASE XX. 


Miſs ——, aged ſeventeen, had laboured 
under a fever for eight days, attended with 
great proſtration of ſtrength and fpirits. 
On the third of October, 1777, I was de- 
fired to viſit her. 1 found her exceedingly 
reſtleſs, and anxious; her ſkin hot; her 
tongue dry, and her pulfe 128, She com- 
plained much of head-ach ; her eyes were 
dull and heavy, and her belly conſtipated. 
As ſhe refuſed to take any medicine, fmall 
doſes of emetic tartar, were mixed in her 
drink, and her feet were directed to be im- 
merſed in warm water twice a day. 


9th day. I viſited her along with Mr 
Keenlyſide, the family furgeon, at ten 
o'clock this morning. We were informed 
that ſhe was very reſtleſs, and at times 
delirious in the night. Her pulſe was 130, 
her cheeks fluſhed, and ſhe had conſiderable 
ſubſultus tendinum. The antimonial was 
increaſed, 
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increaſed, as it had occaſioned no evacua- 
tion. At night when I viſited her ſhe had 
vomited once, and had paſſed one looſe ſtool, 
Her face and neck were moiſt ; her eyes 
looked wild; and her pulſe was muck 
quicker than formerly. As ſhe had a total 
averſion to every kind of medicine, I be- 
came very anxious about the reſult of her 
caſe: I, therefore, directed two table ſpoon- 
fuls of the following pleaſant preparation of 
the bark * to be given every two hours; and 
ordered wine whey, acidulated with lemon 
juice, for her common drink. 


roth day. She was delirious in the night; 
in the morning her pulſe beat 130 in a 
minute. She had frequent ſbſultus tendinum, 
and complained of a troubleſome cough. I 
gave her three ſpoonfuls of the infuſion of 
the bark as above directed. Mr Keenlyſide 
gave her another doſe at noon. At night 
her tongue was dry, and her teeth furred; 
the ſub/ultus tendinum was more urgent; and 
her fever much increaſed. I gave her a doſe

Ec- 
coprot. were directed at bed- time. 


For the two following days, little altera- 
tion could be obſerved. On the 14th and 
15th day of the diſeaſe, ſhe flept much; 
her tongue became moiſt; the cough 
| ceaſed; and ſhe had a gentle perſpiration, 
She took her medicine without reluctance. 
On the 16th day ſhe was perfectly free 
from fever, although her urine was pale. 
The infuſion was continued. Next day 
her urine depoſited a white ſediment; and 
ſhe was ſoon reſtored to perfect health. 


CASE XXI. 


Mr ——, clerk to a Merchant in Neu- 
caſtle, was, on the 14th of April, 1778, 
ſeized with a ſhivering fit. He, however, 

; - went 
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went about drooping for three days; but 
on the 17th was obliged to take to his bed. 


On the 22d of April, being the 6th day 
from his confinement, I was defired to viſit 
him, at ten o'clock at night. I found him 
labouring under a coma and low delirium, 
with his pulſe only 100, ſmall and feeble. 
He kept almoſt conſtantly picking at the 
bed cloaths ; had ſtrong fub/ultus tendinum ; 
at times, univerſal tremors; and, for three 
days paſt, had voided his ſtools and urine 
involuntarily. Mr Lambert, the Surgeon, 
had preſcribed antimonials in the begin- 
ning, and afterwards the decoction of the 
bark, with Laudanum ; which checked a 
profuſe cliarrhoea. A draught, containing 
two ſcruples of the bark in powder, was 
preſcribed every four hours; and the de- 


coction was directed to be continued in the 
intervals, 


7th day. He was exactly in the ſame ſi- 


tuation as yeſterday, Fomentations were or- 
dered to his feet and legs; wine was allowed 


freely; and the draughts were continued. 


8th 
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- th day. In the night he refuſed both his 
wine and medicines. At ten this morning 
his pulſe was low, but did not exceed go 
pulſations in a minute: the tremors and 
ſubſultus tendinum were very threatening, 
and the ſtupor was ſo great, that he was 
with difficulty rouſed. Bliſters were or- 
dered to be applied to the ankles; and two 
table ſpoonfuls of the following julep *, 
were preſcribed every two hours, In the 
afternoon his pulſe was firmer, he had 
taken the whole of the julep, and drank 
wine freely. He alſo took three drachms 
of the bark before night: At nine o'clock, 
however, I could obſerve little mitigation

No alteration could be per- 
ceived; a few grains of rhubarb were ad- 
ded to the draughts wich bark, as he was 
coſtive. 


12th day. Laſt night the delirium and 
convulſions, by his nurſe's account, were 
more violent than ever. In the morning he 
had more ſtupor; but his pulſe was 100, 
and pretty firm. The draughts preſcribed 
yeſterday procured. three very fetid ſtools, 
which he voided involuntarily. A large 
bliſter was ordered to the head; and the 
bark draughts were continued with the ad- 


dition 
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dition of 20 drops of the volatile tincture 


of valerian. 


13th day. The ſtupor was leſs threaten- 
ing; his pulſe 100; but he was delirious 
the whole day; had frequent ſubſultus ten- 
dinum ; and his urine continued of an amber 
colour.

To relate every inſtance of the ſucceſs of 
the practice which has been recommended, 
would far exceed the limits of this publica- 
tion: I ſhall therefore conclude this ſection, 
by tranſcribing a few caſes of fevers from 
the records of the Newcaſtle Diſpenſary. 


CASE XXII. 


James Dryden, Mariner, aged forty-four, 
was admitted to the Diſpenſary on the 1ſt 
of October, 1778. Three of his children 
had laboured under a fever; and from ly- 
ing in the ſame room, he caught the infec- 
tion. It was now the third day of his diſ- 
eaſe ; his pulſe was 130; and he complained 
of violent head-ach and thirſt.

Elizabeth Ferney, aged thirteen, on the 
joth of October, was ſeized with the uſual 
ſymptoms of fever; but was not admitted 
to the Diſpenſary till the 16th. From the 
beginning ſhe laboured under a conſtant 
nauſea, violent head-ach, and thirſt, which, 
on the 5th night, were ſucceeded by gripes 
and bilious. ſtools, Her pulſe, when I vi- 
ſited her, was feeble, and beat 120; her 
tongue was covered with a white furr; and 
the ſickneſs and diarrhoea continued. The 
emetic julep was ordered, and an anodyne 
draught at bed-time. 


7th day. The medicines operated proper- 
ly; her ſtools were large, bilious, and fetid, 
preceded by violent gripes. The emetic 


julep was continued, in ſmaller doſes, and 


her beverage was ordered to be acidulated 


with lemon juice. 


8th day. The fever was moderate, but the 
gripes and bilious purging continued. She 
took the julep through the day, and the 
anodyne draught at bed-time.

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9th day. She was delirious in the night; 
the diarrhoea ſtill continued; and the fe- 
veriſh ſymptoms were increaſed. Two table 
ſpoonfuls of the mixture of the bark were 
ordered every two hours. 


Toth day. Her eyes were dull; her pulſe 
exceedingly quick, and fluttering ; ſhe had 
a conſtant muttering delirium ; and her 
ſtools were more offenſive, and ſtill fre- 
quent, Three table ſpoonfuls of the fol- 
lowing * were preſcribed every hour, as ſhe 
refuſed to take the mixture of the bark.

and notwithſtanding her mouth had been 
conſtantly cleaned with ſage tea, honey and 
vinegar, yet her tongue and throat were co- 
rered with an aphthous cruſt. The com- 
mon gargariſm with a little borax was or- 
dered ; the bark was continued; and as ſhe 
had three ſtools, an anodyne draught was 
preſcribed at bed time. 


80 For the three following days, Mr Stuart, 
the Apothecary to the Diſpenſary, attended 
her, and ordered the bark to be continued. 


19th day. I found her exceedingly deaf; 
and (till delirious ; but her throat and tongue 
booked much better; and her pulſe was firm. 


Her urine was of a pale colour, without any 
ſediment.

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She continued her medicines with great 
regularity, and on the 24th day of the diſ- 
eaſe, her pulſe was firm, and ſhe had very 
little fever, On the 25th ſhe complained of 

| a cough; which diſappeared next day by the 
[ uſe of a ſpermaceti emulſion. For the two 
following days ſhe ſlept much; but, although 
every ſymptom of fever had diſappeared, ſhe 
continued very weak, and for above 14 days 
was not perfect in her ſenſes. The bark was 
continued thrice a day ; her appetite return- 
ed, and ſhe was ſoon reſtored to health, 


E After the ceſſation of fevers, eſpecially of 
thoſe which have been attended, in their 
courſe, with much debility and nervous diſ- 
treſs, it not -unfrequently happens, that 
ſome degree of fooliſhneſs, or mania ſhall re- 
main for a few weeks. Such complaints 
have always ſeen diſappear as the patients re- 
covered their ſtrength, by a nouriſhing diet, 
the free uſe of wine, and moderate exerciſe.

the diſeaſe her ſenſes returned; and her 
pulſe became fuller and leſs frequent.

The antimonial operated well, 
and he paſſed two long worms of the feres 
kind; his fever, however, continued with-

' $th day. The fever ſtill continued: al- 


though he had taken the decoction of the 


bark freely. Being coſtive, 12 grains of 
the Pulu. Mercur. were preſcribed at bed-

6th day. He had two ſtools with the 
powder, which, however, diſcharged no 
worms. 2 


For the two days following, no material 
alteration could be perceived. On the gth 
day he vomited a long worm of the teres 
kind; and ſeveral petechial ſpots were ob- 


ſerved upon his arms and ſides. The bark 


was continued, and the mercurial powder 
was ordered to be repeated at bed- time. 


He voided no more worms; and his 
fever continued without any mitigation. 
On the 14th day of the diſeaſe he was co- 
matoſe; his cheeks were fluſhed ; his pulſe 
was 120, and the cuticle began to peel off 
in mealy ſcales, The ſcarlet fever and ſore- 

throat, 
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throat *, being ſtill in the town, from the 
beginning, I very minutely obſerved this 
patient's complaints; but he had at no 
period of the diſeaſe, either the effloreſcence, 
or the leaſt affection of the throat. The 
decoction of the bark was continued. 

On the 15th day of the diſeaſe, I found 
him perfectly free from fever. On the 
17th he had a deſire for nouriſhment. On 
the 18th he complained of nauſea, and 
vomited at times; judging theſe ſymptoins 
to depend merely upon dehility of the 
ſtomach, the tincture of bark, with weak 
ſpirit of vitriol, was preſcribed. Ihe vo- 
miting totally left him in two days. He 
however continued weak, and the cuticle 
kept peeling off till the 27th day of the 
diſeaſe. On the 7th of March he was diſ- 
charged perfectly cured. 


In fevers, worms are frequently voided, 
in conſequence of the heat and putridity of 
the inteſtines rendering their reſidence un— 
comtortable. The ſame occurrence alſo 
happens in the ſmall pox, meaſles, and in 

every

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every other diſeaſe or accident which in- 
duces febrile commotion in the conſtitutions 
of young ſubjects. Even the worm-fever, 
as it has been called, is, in my opinion, 
almoſt always unjuſtly imputed to worms, 
and therefore can ſeldom be removed by 
anthelmintics. In ſuch caſes after the ex- 
hibition of a puke, and a doſe of calomel 
and rhubarb, which may be repeated when 
indicated, I immediately commence with the 
bark: by this means, the nervous ſymp- 
toms, which ſo frequently accompany 
fever, in the delicate habits of children, 
are, for the molt part, happily obviated. 


CASE XXVII. 


Anthony Weſtgarth, aged twenty-ſeven, 
was admitted to the Diſpenſary, on the 
24th of May, 1779. He was ſeized with a 
ſevere ſhivering fit, and had been confined to 
| his bed for three days. He now complained }. 
of head-ach, pain and ſoreneſs of the 
throat. His pulſe was 120, ſoft, and not 
very ſtrong; and his tonſils appeared in- 
flamed, and a little ſwollen. The volatile 
liniment was directed to be applied exter- 


nally, and the Julep. Emet. was preſcribed, 
which 
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which by operating upwards and, down=- 


wards, almoſt inſtantly removed the com- 
plaints of his throat. 


He ſwet the whole night, and next 


morning 1 found him perfectly free from 
fever; but as one of his children lay in the 
ſame room, and was juſt recovering from a 
fever, which I imagined was infectious, I 
defired him to take the bark: He however 
neglected my advice, as he thought he had 
no farther occaſion for medicine, 


On the day following, he had a ſlight 
chilly fit, which was ſoon ſucceeded by 
fever, with delirium at night. On the 28th 
of May, which I ſhall account the 3d day 
from the formation of the fever, I was ſent 
for, His pulſe was very frequent, weak 
and feeble; he was ſenſible, but much 
diſpirited ; laboured under tremors, and be- 
came faint in an erect poſture. Two table 
ſpoonfuls of the mixture of the bark were 
directed every two hours; and wine was 
ordered to be given freely, which his re- 
commender humanely ſupplied him with.

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4th day. He was delirious in the night: 
this day when I viſited him, his ſenſes were 
imperfect, although he anſwered ſome queſ- 
tions rationally. His pulſe was only 100, 
bur very feeble. - He took an ounce of the 
bark fince yeſterday ; it was ordered to 9 
continued. 


5th day. His tongue was dry and brown; 
he faultered .in his ſpeech; his pulſe was 
full funk, and he bad a muttering delirium. 


6th day. He was eractiy in the ſame 
htuation, 


" 7th any; He had frequent fabfultus tendi- 
rum; his eyes were exceedingly dull and 
heavy; he was comatoſe, and whenever he 
fell into a flumber, the muſcles of his face 
were convulſed. His pulſe beat 112, was 
foft and equal. He had taken three ounces 
of the bark from the beginning; it was or- 
- dered to be continued regularly; and a 


bliſter was directed to be applied, to the 
head. 


8th day. The bliſter diſcharged well, but 
It was ſuffered to lie on for 12 hours longer

gth day. At ten o'clock in the morning 
I found him in a gentle ſweat, and his 
tongue looked moiſt. He was more ſenſible 
but ſtill had flight /ub/ultus tendinum. 


Toth day. He reſted well in the night; 
and this morning, I had the pleaſure to 
find him free from fever. But as he was 
very weak, he continued to take the bark 
daily to the 2oth; he was then able to go 
abroad, and ſoon recovered his uſual 


ſtrength, 


CASE XXVII. 


Margaret Weſtgarth, the wife of the for- 
mer patient, on the 23d of June, 1779, was 
ſeized with the fever; but did not procure 
a letter to the Diſpenſary till the 7th day of 
her diſeaſe. In the evening I found her 
pulſe 108, very feeble, her cheeks fluſhed, 
and her ſkin very hot. She had a low deli- 
rium, complained of fickneſs, ſometimes 
vomited, and had a diarrhoea. An Emetic 
with Ipecacuanha was directed; an anodyne 


draught was preſcribed at bed time, and in 
the 
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the morning early, four table ſpoonfuls of 


the decoction of the bark, to be repeated 
every two hours, 


8th day. No alteration was obſerved, ex- 
cept an abatement of nauſea; half a drachm 


of the bark was ordered to be given in each 
doſe of the decoction. 


th day. She was more delirious; faul- 
tered in her ſpeech, had frequent ſub/ultus 
tendinum, and her pulſe was ſunk, She refuſed 
the powders, but took the decoction of bark 
freely. As her ſkin was dry, and as ſhe 
was very reſtleſs, a draught with ſome 


drops of Antimonial wine and Laudanum was 
ordered at bed time. 


roh day. She ſlept for fix hours laſt 
night. Her pulſe was till feeble at noon, 
and the /ub/ultus tendinum continued. A bliſ- 
ter was laid betwixt her ſhoulders, as her 
relations had a prejudice to one being ap- 


She uſed about a pint 
of the decoction of the bark daily; but 


could not be prevailed upon to take it in 
ſubſtance.

From this time ſhe began to recover 
daily; although her legs ſwelled much to 
the 27th day of the diſeaſe. On the 22d 


of July ſhe was diſcharged perfectly cured. 


In this ſection, I have endeavoured to 
give as much variety of continued fevers, 


as its limits would admit. Some of the 


moſt dangerous caſes, which occurred in 
practice, have been purpoſely ſelected, that 
it might appear what confidence ought to be 
placed on the bark in the cure of fevers, 
Thoſe caſes which terminated unfortunately, 


| ſhall be taken particular notice of, when an 


account is given of the general ſucceſs of the 
practice, which has been recommended. 


I ſhall now proceed to offer ſome practical 
obſervations on the fever which was preva- 


- lent in Newcaſtle, in the latter part of the 


year 1777.

Or THE CONTINUED FEVER WHICH PRE- 
VAILED IN NEWCASTLE, IN THE 
LATTER PART OF THE YEAR 1777. 


HE ſpring of this year was late and 


cold, and the ſummer remarkably . 


cool, with frequent ſhowers. In the laſt 
part of July the weather was very wet, 
and the air moiſt, even when it did not 
rain, In Auguſt and September, the 
weather was very ſultry, but in October, 
after the firſt, or ſecond week, it was tor 
the moſt part foggy, rainy or hazy. 


In July, Auguſt, and September, ſeveral 
families amongſt the middle and lower 
claſs of people, both in the town and 
neighbourhood, were ſeized with fevers, 
which were ſoon attended with ſymptoms 
of debility, and frequently with thoſe 
which denote a tendency in the fluids to 
putrefaction, of which ſome caſes have been 
related in the laſt ſection “.

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In October, November, and December, 
the fever was attended with cough, and 


ſometimes peripneumonic ſymptoms, and 


was very prevalent amongſt the poor in the 
loweſt and moiſteſt parts of the town“. 
The diſeaſe became leſs frequent when the 
cold weather came on at Chriſtmas; though 
ſeveral ſtill continued to labour under it till 
April 1778. 


As this variety of continued fever, does 
not appear to me, to have been ſuff- 
ciently taken notice of by medical writers, 
without entering into its nature, or the in- 
veſtigation of its cauſe, I ſhall briefly de- 
ſcribe its ſymptoms, and illuſtrate the me- 
thod of cure which I adopted, by ſubjoining 
a few caſes,

* Although ſome inſtances of the diſeaſe occurred in dif- 
ferent parts of the town, yet in the months of October, 
November, and December, of ſixty two patients admitted 
to the Diſpenſary, under the article of fevers, forty-ſix 
laboured under this fever, in the narrow lanes by the 
Quay, Pandon, and parts adjoining. In January, Fe- 
bruary, and March, 1778, it crept into the populous 
ſuburb of Sandgate ; but was by no means very prevalent, 
as, during theſe months, I only attended eighteen patients 
who laboured under the diſeaſe. See the Deſcription of

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The diſeaſe began with liſtleſsneſs, or 
ſhivering, ſickneſs at ſtomach, and univer- 
ſal pains. The pulſe in the beginning was, 
in general, very ſmall and frequent. Upon 
the invaſion ſome complained of a cough, 
ſtricture and oppreſſion of the breaſt, at- 
tended with flight ſtitches of the ſides, and 
wheezing reſpiration: but for the moſt 
part theſe ſymptoms did not appear till 
ſome days after the formation of the fever. 


In whatever manner the diſeaſe began, 
in a few days the ſtrength and ſpirits of the 
patients were proſtrated, the tongue became 
dry, browyn, or black; and the teeth were 
covered with a thick furr. A low delirium, 
ſtupor, or coma, in general, ſoon appeared; 


and theſe ſymptoms often remained for ſe- 


veral days, after the fever had vaniſhed. 


About the 8th or 1oth day of the diſeaſe, 
ſometimes ſooner, and ſometimes later, 
both white and red miliary eruptions were 
obſerved upon the neck, breaſt, and ſides of 
the patient; and ſometimes a more univer= 
ſal red raſh, reſembling the meaſles. Be- 
ſides theſe eruptions petechiæ were fre- 
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quently diſcovered ; and in ſome the whole 
body appeared marbled. In many the 
- countenance was bloated, and the eyes dull 
and blood-ſhot; the throat covered with an 
aphthous cruſt, and the ſtools involuntary, 
bilious and putrid. 


Several patients had the fever without 
any peripneumonic ſymptoms: but in moſt 
of thoſe a diſtreſſing cough came on, after 
the fever was removed. 


The duration of the diſeaſe was uncer- 
tain; and ſome relapſed into the fever, 
which, however, in this ſtate never proved 
fatal. Sometimes the criſis was brought 
on by a gentle ſweat; but it more fre- 
quently happened, that the patient imper- 
ceptibly wreſtled through the diſeaſe, in 
a comatoſe or ſleepy ſtate. * 


The diſeaſe was evidently contagious. It 
ſeldom or never appeared amongſt the poor, 
but the whole family were attacked ; and in 
the Diſpenſary patients, it was eaſy to trace 
the infection from houſe to houſe. 


The 
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The following was the moſt ſucceſsful 
method of treating this fever. In the be- 
ginning emetic tartar, given in ſuch doſes 
as to vomit effeQually, and afterwards in 
ſuch a manner as to produce a gentle ſweat, 
together with elix. paregoric. to appeaſe the 
cough, ſometimes removed the fever at once. 
But after the diſeaſe was confirmed, al- 
though antimonials, when the ſtrength of 
the patient would admit of their uſe, were 
ſtill ſerviceable, yet the only medicine 
which proved of ſingular advantages was 
the Peruvian bark in as large doſes, as the 
ſtomach would retain “.

* In the Febris Nova of the. year 1685, which ſeems to 
have a great analogy to the fever above deſcribed, Sden- 
ham adviſed the bark, when it was attended with aphthe 
and hiccup, or when intermiſſions happened. But with 
reſpect to the more general uſe of the bark, in the cure of 
this fever, we meet with the following obſervations. The 
% Phyſicians, who had learnt from experience, that all ſuch 
* fevers as did in the leaſt intermit, and thoſe which fre- 
« quently did not intermit, from the year 1677 to the 
beginning of the year 168 5, certainly yielded to the 
% Peruvian bark, treated this fever with the ſame medicine. 
© But however rational this procedure was, it did not 
* ſucceed ſo well as in the foregoing years. For having 
e made the ſtricteſt inquiry, I found that though the bark 
was given liberally, yet it ſeldom removed the diſtemper. 
* I ſhould, therefore, rather aſcribe the recovery of the 
* patient to ſome happy termination of the diſeaſe, than 5 
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When the diſeaſe was left to nature, but 
eſpecially, when large evacuations by bleed- 
ing were uſed in the beginning, I met 
with too many examples of its fatality, 
But when the lancet was withheld, and the 
diſeaſe properly treated, few died. Of fixty- 
four patients, who came under my care at 
the Diſpenſary, I had the good fortune 
to loſe only two.

ee the efficacy of the medicine.” Schedula Monitoria de 
ne væ ſebris ingreſſu. From the latter part of this quotation 
it would appear, that the author expected the bark to he 
as ſpeedily effectual in the cure of continued fevers, as he 

found it in intermittents. 
But to indulge a reflection of a different nature: The 
celebrated Sydenham, had the honour of being the firſt, 
who gave the bark in large doſes, and even at a time, when 
the diſputes of contemporary Phyſicians, had almoſt expel- 
led it from the materia medica, as a pernicious, or at leaſt 
an uſeleſs drug. In many parts of his works we obſerve 
him extolling its virtues and innocence, and recommending 
its liberal uſe in fevers. When tertians degenerated into 
continued fevers, he did not ſcruple to give the bark in the 
moſt continued of this ſort ; and he remarks that the nearer 
the intermittent approaches to a continued fever, either 
ſpontaneouſly, or from too hot a regimen, the more neceſ- 
ſary it is to exhibit a larger quantity of the bark. Cim

In the-febris depuratiria, which is ſtill a very common 
variety of continued fever in this iſland, our celebrated au-

* in the Plague, and the continued epidemic fevers, which

That the bark will produce pernicious effects in pleuri- 
iet, and other local inflammations we readily allow: but 
cannot ſubſcribe to the opinion, that it would prove dan- 
gerous in the Plague and continued epidemic fevers ; for in 
certain ſtages of thoſe diſeaſes, it will be found to be the 
molt valuable of all medicines,

Wine was ordered, and two 
table ſpoonfuls of the decoction of the bark 
every two hours. 


Ioth day. No alteration, except that ſhe 
was troubled with a cough, The decoction 
of bark, acidulated with /b. vitriol. ten. was 
ordered to be given 1n large doſes. 


11th day. Her complaints were the ſame. 
A table ſpoonful of the mixture of the bark 


was preſcribed every two hours, and, as

She moaned much, was de- 
lirious at times, and incapable of moving 
herſelf; but her pulſe was ſtronger, and 
much diminiſhed in quickneſs.

more troubleſome. The bark was con- 
tinued. 


14th day. In the morning her tongue 
was moiſt; ſhe had three ſtoels; and ſlept

On the 16th day her tongue was clean, 
ſhe was perfectly ſenſible; and the cough 
was eaſier; but ſhe was exceedingly emaci- 
ated. From this time ſhe gradually reco- 
vered ; but it was judged proper to con- 
tinue the bark for ſome days longer, 


On the 19th of October ſhe was able to 


go abroad, and was ſoon reſtored to her

On the 15th day he continued free from 
febrile ſymptoms, but the cough was very 
diſtreſſing. The ſpermaceti mixture with 
paregoric elixir was preſcribed, 


In five days more the cough left him, 
and he was ſoon reſtored to health.

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CASE XIV. 


Thomas Boag, aged fifteen, who lived in 
a narrow lane by the Quay, was admitted 
to the Diſpenſary on the 25th of November. 
He received the infection from his mother, 
who, truſting to nature, died of the diſeaſe, 
and had lain in the ſame bed with two of 
his brothers, who were upon the recovery, 
It was now the 7th day of the diſeaſe. He 
was, at times, delirious; his pulſe 120; and 
his ſkin covered with a miliary raſh, inter- 
ſperſed with petechiz : his belly was bound, 
and he complained of thirſt and head-ach, 
The windows were deſired to be kept open. 
He was allowed fmall beer for common 
drink, and wine in his panado. Two table 
ſpoonfuls of the mixture of bark, with a 
little rhubarb, were preſcribed every two 
hours. 


8th day. He ſlept ſome in the night. At 
noon his pulſe was firmer, 115 in a minute, 
and he complained of a tickling cough. 
Having had two ſtools, the mixture was 
repeated without the rhubarb,

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gth day. He was delirious in the night. 
In the morning his pulſe was 104; and he 
coughed frequently. 


10th day. His pulſe was only 90. Be- 
ing coſtive the mixture of the bark with 
rhubarb was ordered to be repeated, 


11th day. His pulſe was 92; the miliary 
eruption began to diſappear ; his eyes, how- 
ever, were blood-ſhot: he complained of 
ſoreneſs of his throat; and was coſtive. 
Having taken four ounces of the bark ſince 
my firſt viſit, it was deſired to be given leſs 
frequently ; and a bolus with calomel was 
ordered at bed-time. 


On the 13th day of the diſeaſe, after 4 
very reſtleſs night, I found his pulſe only 
72, and his tongue moiſt and clean. The 
cough had left him, but he ſtill com- 
plained of uneaſineſs in his throat, al- 
though it looked perfectly well. 


For four days following, being very 
weak and feeble, he continued to take half

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an ounce of the bark daily. On the 20th 
day he was ſo well that I thought it un- 
neceſſary to continue my viſits; and in a 
week more he returned thanks for his cure, 


EXSE IV. 


David Patterſon, Watchmaker, aged 
thirty-ſix, who lived in a narrow lane in the 
neighbourhood of the Quay, was admitted 
to the Diſpenſary on the 3oth of November, 
being the gth day of his diſeaſe. He la- 
boured under a low delirium, with /ub/ultus 
tendinum, but ſpoke ſenſibly between whiles. 
His pulſe was ſunk, his belly was coſtive, 
and he had a frequent looſe cough. Pow- 
ders with emetic tartar were preſcribed, and 
after their operation, he was ordered to 
take two ſpoonfals of the following mix-

roth day, No material alteration could be 
perceived; he was ſtill coſtive ; had taken 
ſome of the mixture of the bark, but from

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ders. They were ordered to be taken 1m- 
mediately till they produced vomiting. 


11th day. He vomited twice with the 
powders, and had one looſe ſtool. In the

was dry. The mixture of the bark was 
repeated, 


12th day. He was exceedingly delirious 
and reſtleſs in the night. This morning he 
had a perfect remiſſion of fever, and was 
free from the /ub/jultus tendinum, The mix- 
ture of the bark was repeated, 


13th day, He was very delirious laſt 
night. This morning, I found him ſenſible 
and in a gentle ſweat, His pulſe was only 


90, but he complained of a cough. The 
mixture was repeated. 


On the 14th day he was perfectly free 
from fever; but continued very weak till 
the 19th.

Soon after the above patient recovered, 
three of his children were taken ill with the 
fever. His eldeſt daughter, aged thirteen, 
beſides delirium and ſymptoms of debility, 
was from the beginning affected with 
cough, ſtricture and pains in the breaſt. 
On the 8th day her ſkin was marbled, and 
many petechial ſpots appeared; her ton- 
ſils were alſo covered with aphthous ulcera- 
tions. In the beginning antimonials were 
_ preſcribed, and afterwards a free uſe of the 

bark, antiſeptic gargles, wine and ripe 
fruits; by which means her fever totally left 
her on the 15th day, and ſhe gradually re- 
covered. 


The other two children had the diſeaſe in 
a milder manner, and, by a ſimilar treat- 
ment, were ſpeedily reſtored to health.

Jane Thomſon, aged ſixteen, who lived 


in Pandon, was admitted to the Diſpenſary

day of her fever, I was informed ſhe had 
been conſtantly delirious for eight days 
paſt, Her pulſe was 120, very feeble; her 
tongue and teeth were black, and her 
cheeks fluſhed. Her ſkin was very dry, 
her belly was coſtive, and ſhe had conſide- 
rable ſtupor. One fourth of a grain of 
emetic tartar was preſcribed every two 
hours, till it ſhould produce ſome ſenſible 
operation, 


. 15th day of the diſeaſe. She had ſeveral 
bilious ſtools. In the morning ſhe was till 
delirious and did not ſeem to know her 
mother, and had almoſt conſtant /ubſultus 
tendinum. Two table ſpoonfuls of the fol- 


lowing mixture“ were preſcribed every two 
hours. 


16th day. She ſwet much in the night; 
and towards the morning ſlept for ſeveral 
hours, Though the windows were kept 
open 1n the day, from the time I firſt viſited 
her, and though ſhe drank nothing but

were covered with white miliary eruptions, 
The mixture of bark being finiſhed, it was 
ordered to be repeated.

continued to take the bark liberally. In the 
morning ſhe paſſed a large worm. The 
mixture was ordered to be repeated. 


18th day. She was very reſtleſs in the 
beginning of the night ; but ſlept calmly 
for ſeveral hours towards the morning. 
Her pulſe was 84, her ſkin temperate, the 
miliary eruptions had almoſt totally diſap- 
peared ; but ſhe was till very deaf, and 
delirious between whiles. The mixture was 
ordered to be repeated; and being coſtive, 
a bolus with. calomel was directed at bed- 
time. 


19th day. In the night ſhe was inſenſi- 
ble, and coughed very frequently, but ex- 
pectorated nothing but mucus.

Mary Law, aged ninetcen, living in a 
lane near the Quay, was admitted to the 
Diſpenſary on the 19th of December. She 
had laboured under the fever for 12 days, 
accompanied with delirium and diarrhoea,

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_ worſe; the purging, however, had diſap- 


ordered to be repeated. 15th 
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She was now reduced to the greateſt pitch 
of weakneſs. Her pulſe beat 100 pulſations 
in a minute, ſmall and fluttering; her teeth 


were black, her tongue chopped, and the 


internal parts of her cheeks were ulcerated. 
She coughed much; rattled in her breathing; 
her arms and breaſt were covered with 
broad livid petechie ; and I had no expecta- 
tions of the poſſibility of her recovery. A 
detergent gargle was preſcribed, and the 
mixture of the bark with a few drops of 
laudanum, to check the diarrhoea. The win- 
dows were ordered to be kept open, and ſhe 
was freely ſupported with wine. 


13th day of the diſeaſe. The petechiæ looked

In order to ſhew the nature of the diſeaſe 

amongſt patients who were well lodged, 
and had the benefits of good nurſing and 
early medical attendance, I ſhall conclude 
this ſection with the two following caſes, 
ſelected from thoſe which occurred in pri- 
vate practice. |

Miſs „aged eleven, refiding at a 


boarding-ſchool in Newcaſtle, had laboured 


under the fever for nine days. She was 
bled in the beginning by Mr Ingham, part- 
ner to Mr Lambert, and had taken antimo- 
nials and a faline julep. A diarrhoea com- 
ing on, and her caſe appearing alarming, 
Dr Brown was conſulted, who preſcribed 
an abſorbent mixture, a bliſter betwixt the 


ſhoulders, and a decoction of the bark: the. 


laſt medicine, however, -did not agree with 
her ſtomach, and ſeemed to increaſe the 
diarrhoea.

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On the 29th of September I was defired 
to viſit her, at twelve o'clock, along with 
Dr Brown. We were informed that ſhe had 
purged frequently fince the morning, and 
had loſt a conſiderable quantity of blood 
from the-noſe. Her pulſe was very feeble, 
and beat 120 in a minute; her countenance 
looked ghaſtly; her eyes were dull, her 
tongue black, her teeth furred, and ſhe la- 
boured under a low delirium, with fub- 
ſultus tendinum- A draught with the de- 
coction of bark, and the jelly of ſtarch, with 
a few drops of the tin. thebaic, was or- 
dered to be given immediately; and after- 
wards as large doſes of the infuſion of the 
bark, in cinnamon water“, as her ſtomach 
would bear.

Next day, though 
very weak, he was free from fever; and 
from this time he gradually recovered. 


From ſeveral caſes in this, as well as in 
the laſt ſection, it will appear, that the mi- 
liary eruption is frequently produced in fe- 
vers, notwithſtanding the free admiſſion of 


air, and indulging the patient in cold drinks. 
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L never, indeed, obſerved this eruption to 
be critical, and believe it to be always ſymp- 
tomatic; but I cannot agree with thoſe 
Phyſicians, who maintain that it is invari- 
ably the effects of a hot regimen.

Or THE SUCCESS OF THE PRACTICE 


WHICH HAS BEEN RECOMMENDED IN 
CoNTINUED FEVERS. 


LTHOUGH, from the caſes which have 
1 been already related, ſome judgment 
may be formed of the great efficacy of the 
method of cure which has been recom- 
mended in Continued Fevers, yer, in order 
to determine its ſucccſs from the reſult of 
general practice, it will be proper to give an 
account of the proportional number of pa- 
tients who recovered, to thoſe who died. 
In doing this, I ſhall confine myſelf to the 
Caſes of fevers which came under my care 
at the Diſpenſary ; not that the ſucceſs 
has been greater than in private practice, 
but merely becauſe the numbers who are 
admitted to the benefits of a public charity, 
and the event of the diſeaſes, whether in re- 


covery 
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covery or death, can be aſcertained with 


greater precifion. 


Since the firſt eſtabliſhment of the New- 
caſtle Diſpenſary, an accurate regiſter of the 
names, ages, diſeaſes of the patients, and 
the event of their caſes have been kept: the 
letters of recommendation are alſo carefully 
preſerved, containing a ſhort account of the 
ſymptoms of each diſtemper from day to 
day, and the effects of the medicines em- 
ployed. By the records of the charity it 
appears, that wo hundred and three patients, 
labouring under Continued Fevers, have 
come under my care, from the 1ſt of OQo- 
ber, 1777, to the iſt of October, 1779; of 
whom one hundred and ninety-fix have been 
diſcharged perfectly cured; fix died; and 
one was diſmiſſed for being irregular. 


I. The firſt caſe which terminated fatally 
has been related in the laſt ſection, No. X. 


The fever was complicated with inflamma- 


tion of the lungs, which prevented the ex- 


hibition of the bark in large doſes. 


II. Richard Wilkes, a detail of whoſe caſe 


has been given in the laſt „ No. XI. 
took 
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took the bark liberally for two or three 
days; it however had no effect in prevent- 
ing the malignity of the diſeaſe. | 


TH. James Bryan, aged fifty-three, was 
admitted ro the Diſpenſary on the 13th of 
May, 1778, being the ſixth day of his 
diſeaſe, This poor man had lain in the 
ſame bed with his wife, who laboured, for 
ſeveral weeks, under a deep gangrene of the 
hip, and who was attended by Mr Ander- 
ſon, Surgeon to the charity. We were both 
of opinion, that he contracted the diſeaſe 
from his wife, as he always removed the 
dreſſings, which were very putrid. When 
I viſited him, his pulſe beat 108 ſtrokes in 
a minute: he had laboured under a diar- 
rhoea with offenſive ſtools for three days, 
and being deſtitute of every neceſſary, was 
reduced to the greateſt pitch of weakneſs. A 
doſe of rhubarb was directed, and an ano- 
dyne draught at bed-time; he was freely ſup- 
plied with wine, and ordered to take the de- 
coction of bark in as large doſes as his ſto- 
mach would bear. For the four following 
days little alteration could be perceived; and 
having a total averſion to medicine, he had 

- only

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only uſed a pint of the decoction from the 
time I firſt viſited him. On the 11th day 


of the diſeaſe he was comatoſe, his tongue 


black, and a red raſh was obſerved upon 
his breaſt ; he was delirious between whiles, 
and had frequent /ub/ultus tendinum, At 


night his temples were bedewed with a 


clammy ſweat ; he could not ſwallow; and 
expired early on the following morning. 


IV. Ann Teaſe, aged fifty, was admitted 
to the Diſpenſary on the 16th of September, 
1778. Her fever was of five days ſtanding, 
and was uſhered in with a ſevere ſhivering, 
When I viſited her, ſhe complained of a vio- 
lent head- ach; her ſkin was hot; her pulſe 
feeble, 112 pulſations; and ſhe had a fre- 
quent tickling cough. She was very faint 
in an erect poſture; and I was informed 
that, previous to her preſent complaints, ſhe 
had laboured under a profuſe uterine hæ- 
morrhage. The decoction of the bark was 
ordered with the free uſe of wine; and as 
ſhe was coſtive, a little rhubarb. On the 
following day her ſtrength was more pro- 
ſtrated, and her countenance was wild and 


ghaſtly, On the Sth day ot her diſcaſe, her | 
a pulſe 
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pulſe was ſunk, and the inſide of her thighs 
were livid; ſhe was incapable of ſwallow- 
ing, and died at ten o'clock at night. On 
the following morning I examined her body: 
the neck, hips, and thighs were livid; and 
the ſmell of the corpſe was ' offenſive. — 
From the time] viſited this patient, ſhe only 
took a pint and a half of the decoction of 
the bark. 


V. Mary Whiteoak, aged twenty-two, in 
the laſt month of her pregnancy attended 
her huſband, labouring under a putrid fe- 
ver, who recovered by the care and at- 
tention of Dr Pemberton, one of my in- 
genious colleagues: ſhe was ſeized with the 
fever on the 31ſt of December, 1778, which 
brought on labour, and ſhe was delivered 
on the 4th of January following. On the 
9th, being the 1oth day of her diſeaſe, ſhe 
was admitted to the Diſpenſary. For ſome 
days paſt ſhe had been afflicted with ſevere 
pains in her belly, a putrid diarrhoea, and 
other ſymptoms of the puerperal fever, to- 
gether with a profuſe diſcharge of the Lochia. 
Her pulſe was exceedingly quick, and fee- 
ble; her countenance wild and ghaſtly ; her 

O remples 
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| temples were bedewed with a clammy ſweat; 


and her breaſt and arms thickly covered 


with broad livid petechiæ. Although every 


ſymptom denoted a ſpeedy diſſolution, in 
order to appeaſe the pains and tenſion of 
the belly, and to moderate the diarrhoea, 
a draught with pulv. e bolo cum opio, was 
preſcribed, fomentations and the volatile 
liniment were ordered to be applied to the 
abdomen; and the decoction of the bark 
was directed to be given frequently, with a 
few drops of tin. thebaic. in caſe of its 
running off by ſtool. The draught gave her 
a little reſpite from her pain; ſhe was inca- 
pable of taking any other medicine, and 
died on the following morning at ten o'clock, 


VI. Ann Scorfield, aged nine, was ſeized 
on the 18th of February with a ſhivering 
fit, ſucceeded by ſickneſs at ſtomach, and 
violent head-ach: ſhe had ſome mitigation 


of her complaints in the morning, but ! 


was informed that ſhe had always been 
delirious at night. On the 23d of Fe- 
bruary, being the 6th day of her diſeaſe, 


| ſhe was admitted to the Diſpenfary. She 


was exceedingly hot and feveriſh, and the 
nauſea 
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nauſea continued: antimonials were direct- 
ed, and the decoction of the bark was pre- 
ſeribed on the following morning; but ſhe 
could not be prevailed upon to take the me- 
dicine. On the gth day of the diſeaſe her 
pulſe was much diminiſhed in quickneſs, 
was ſtrong and pretty full; her eyes how- 
ever were dull, her teeth furred, and ſhe 
had a low delirium. Three grains of the 
pulv. antimonial. were preſcribed, which vo- 
mited her twice, and gave her ſome relief. 
For the three following days ſhe continued 
much in the former ſtate, only her pulſe 
began to ſink, notwithſtanding the uſe of 
wine. She was frequently tried with the 
bark, but could never be prevailed to take 
it. On the 14th day ſhe was comatoſe, her 
teeth and tongue were black, and ſome aph- 
thous ulcerations were obſerved on the fauces 
and tonſils. From this time ſhe got no- 
thing over but what was injected into her 
throat with a ſyringe : the aphthous ulce- 
rations ſoon ſpread over her throat, a pu- 
trid diarrhoea came on, and ſhe died on 
the morning of the 18th day of the diſcaſe. 
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The patient diſmiſſed for being irregular 


was Elizabeth Dickman, aged fifty-three, 


of a delicate conſtitution. She had enjoyed 
a bad ſtate of health for eight months, and 
was ſeized with a ſhivering fit, ſucceeded 
by the uſual ſymptoms of fever, on the 
fifth of Auguſt, 1778. On the 5th day of 
the diſeaſe ſhe was admitted to the Diſpen- 


ſary. She complained of great proſtration 


of ſtrength, head-ach, and nauſea. Her 
pulſe was feeble, beat 100 ſtrokes in a 
minute, and ſhe had been coſtive from 
the beginning; a ſaline julep with a little 
rhubarb was preſcribed. On the 6th day 
the bark was ordered in infuſion, which 
ſhe continued, but in trifling doſes, till the 
11th. On the 12th day, her lips began to 
ſtrike out, her pulſe was 112, and ſhe had 
a cough. Being tired of taking medicine, 
ſhe was diſmiſſed at her own deſire; and in a 
few days more I was informed of her death. 


Having given a detail of the event of the 
caſe of every patient, labouring under con- 
tinued fevers, who came under my care at 


if 


4 
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if I have been particularly ſucceſsful, I do 
not impute it to any ſuperior abilities, but 
to the care and attention with which I 
marked down every ſymptom, which oc- 
curred in the courſe of each fever. By this 
method the proper opportunities of exhibit- 
ing the bark may be aſcertained : for I am 
of opinion, if it be given indiſcriminately 
at every period of continued fevers, without 
regard to ſymptoms, ſuch a procedure will 
not only terminate in the diſgrace of the 
medicine, but, it is to be feared, in the 
deſtruction of the patient. 


But let the directions, which have been 
given in this treatiſe, be timely and properly 
applied, I am confident that Fevers will 
ſeldomer terminate unfortunately than any 
other diſeaſe of conſequence, to which the 
human frame is liable.

INTRODUCTION. 


HE ſummer of this year was uncom- 
monly dry and ſultry, and the au- 
tumn rainy, but in other reſpects temperate. 
In November and December, the wind was 
generally from the ſouth weſt, and neither 
froſt nor ſnow appeared. 


On the 31ſt of December, at night, there 
was a very remarkable ſtorm of wind and 
rain from north weſt, which threw down 
many chimnies and unroofed ſeveral houſes, 
The wind ſuddenly ſhifted to the eaſt; and 
on the firſt of January, 1779, ſome ſnow 

fell, 


BP 
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fell, and the froſt was intenſe. This ſtate. 
of the weather, however, only continued 
for a few days, and the remainder of the 
month was unuſually temperate, 


The air, in the firſt week of February, 
was mild, though rather moiſt. From 
this to the end of the month, the weather 
was ſerene, the ſky clear, and the winds 
ſouth weſterly. The fields looked verdant, 
and trees and ſhrubs began to ſhoot out 
their leaves in luxuriance, 


In the firſt week of March, the nights 
were froſty; but in the day-time, the wea- 
ther was warm, and frequently ſultry, On 
the 17th and 18th days, ſome rain fell. 
The reſt of the month was exceedingly 
pleaſant, the winds weſterly, the weather 
warm and dry; and the ſame temperature 
prevailed during the month of April. 


Such was the conſtitution of the air, in 
part of the years, 1778 and 1779, and fo 
mild a winter and ſpring, never happened 
in this country, in the memory of the 
aldeſt perſon. 

2M 
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A particular kind of Scarlet Fever ap- 
peared at Newcaſtle, in the beginning of 
June, 1778, and ſoon after extended itſelf 
to many towns and villages in the neigh» 
bourhood; both in the counties of Durham 
and Northumberland. It was moſt fre- 
quent in Auguſt, September and October ; 
and was upon the decline after December *, 
a few inſtances of the diſeaſe, however, oc- 
curred till Auguſt, 1779. 


The diſeaſe was peculiar to children, and 
young perſons ; ſeveral adults, however, 
expoſed to the contagion did not eſcape. 
The diſtemper was not prevalent in genteel 
families, but raged with great mortality 
amongſt the lower orders of people. The 
ſmall pox was alſo frequent at the ſame 
time ; and ſome caſes of the inflammatory 
ſore· throat, and eryſipelas occurred. The 


meaſles 


* The obſervations on this epidemic were drawn up, 
from the materials in my poſſeſſion, in January, 1779, but 
before they were ſent to the preſs, it was judged neceſſary 
to inſert every caſe, which occurred at the Diſpenſary during 
the winter and following ſummer. The diſtemper was pre- 
valent in ſome villages in the neighbourhood of Newcaſtle 
in the ſummer, and autumn of 1949, and, as far as I had 


an opportunity of obſerving did not differ materially 
from that of the former year. 
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meaſles appeared in January, 1779, and 
ſucceeded this diſeaſe as an epidemic. 


From the following table, formed from 
| the number of patients admitted to the New- 
l caſtle Diſpenſary, under the care of all the 

Phyſicians, it appears, that children under 
ten years of age were moſt liable to the 
diſeaſe ; that under twenty years of age, 
the number of males and females was al- 
moſt equal; but that above this period, the 
number of females greatly exceeded that of 
males, a circumſtance which may eaſily be 
accounted for, when it is conſidered, that 
the former were more expoſed to contagion, 
from being employed in attending the ſick,

In treating of this epidemic, the follow- 
ing method ſhall be obſerved : 1. The lead- 
ing ſymptoms of the diſeaſe ſhall be briefly 
deſcribed, and its cauſe inveſtigated. 2. It 
ſhall be compared with the Scarlet Fever of 
Authors, and with the Angina Maligna, 
3. The method of cure ſhall be propoſed. 
4. Several caſes ſhall be ſubjoined; and a 
particular account given of the ſucceſs of 
the practice recommended. 

SECT, 
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"DESCRIPTION or THE SCARLET FEVR 
ATTENDED WITH ULCERATED SORE- 
' THROAT. „ 


O epidemic, the ſmall pox excepted, 
was ever obſerved to vary ſo much, 
in different patients expoſed to the ſame 
contagion, as the Scarlet Fever attended 
with Ulcerated Sore-Throat. In ſome it 
was ſo mild, as to require little aid from 
medicine; nay, many recovered by the un- 
aſſiſted efforts of nature; whilſt in others it 
was ſo malignant, as to yield to no plan of 
treatment. In a ſhort compaſs, it would be 
difficult to comprehend every circumſtance 
of the diſeaſe. I ſhall therefore only point 
out the leading ſymptoms, leaving the ir- 
regular appearances to be accounted for in 
the relation of particular hiſtories. 


The diſeaſe, in general, began with fick- 
neſs, laſſitude, chilneſs, or ſhivering. The 
patient ſoon complained of head- ach, and 
pain and ſoreneſs of the throat. The ſkin 
became 
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became hot, the pulſe very quick, often full 
and firm; but ſometimes it was ſmall and 
feeble, though generally hard. At night 
the fever ran high, and the patients were 
reſtleſs, and often delirious. 


Soon after the attack, the tonſils, velum 
pendulum palati, and uvula appeared in- 
flamed. The ſwelling and redieſs in theſe 
parts increaſed; white ſpecks and ſloughs 
were ſoon diſcovered, which afterwards be- 
came ſo many ulcers. Deglutition was pain- 
ful, and frequently exceedingly difficult, 
and reſpiration quick, and often laborious. 
The breath was hot, though not offenſive. 
The tongue was ſoon covered with a white 
furr, reſembling cream; the mouth and 
fauces were loaded with viſcid mucus, and 
together with the tumefaction of the throat, 
occaſioned, even early in the diſeaſe, rat- 
tling breathing. Such was the uſual pro- 
greſs of the diſeaſe, during the firſt three 
days; but in many caſes theſe ſymptoms 


were uſhered in with vomiting, purging, 
and delirium, 


When the diſeaſe began with great ſeve- 
rity, the ſcarlet effloreſcence was often ob- 
ſerved 
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ſerved on the very firſt day; but, in gene- 

ral, it did not make its appearance until 

the ſecond or third day, and ſometimes not 

| until the fourth. The eruption conſiſted 

of innumerable little pimples running to- 

| gether, and tinging the {kin of a dull red 

| colour. The redneſs was firſt perceivable 

| on the face, neck, and breaſt, and was often 

| univerſally diffuſed over the whole body, 

| which appeared in ſome degree tumified, 

4 In others the eruption was ſcattered here 

and there in blotches, but the thighs, legs, 

and arms were, in general, covered with 

it; and the hands and fingers were often 
cedematous, and painful when preſſed. 


The duration of the effloreſcence was un- 
certain ; it however, in general, turned 
brown in three or four days; the ſkin be- 
came rough, and peeled off in branny 
ſcales, and very frequently in large, thick, 
and jagged pieces. In one patient, the de- 
ſquamation was ſo complete, that the nails 
caſt off; and in many the cuticle kept peel- 

. ing off after the 3oth day of the diſeaſe, ac- 
counting from the febrile attack. 


The 
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The effloreſence ſeldom afforded any re- 
lief. When the diſeaſe was malignant, the 
ſloughs increaſed; the maxillary and pa- 
rotid glands ſwelled ; the eyes became dull 
and heavy ; the face and neck often bloated 
and cedematous; and the patient either la- 
boured under inquietude, delirium, or coma. 


In the milder caſes, after the ſkin began 
to peel off, the fever ſubſided, the ulcerations 
healed, and the patients were ſpeedily re- 
{ſtored to health. Several, however, who even 
had the diſeaſe in a mild manner, fell into 
anaſarcous ſwellings, and the true hydrops 
pulmonis, or dropſy of the cellular ſubſtance 
of the lungs. Some, after ſhewing ſigns of 
recovery, kept drooping, and though free 
from fever in the day-time, paſſed hot and 
reſtleſs nights. In ſuch caſes, the counte- 
nance looked pale, the face puffy, and the 
maxillary, or lymphatic glands of the neck 
continued ſwollen. Pale thin matter ran 
from the noſe and ears; and at Jaſt ſuppu- 
rations took place in the Euſlachian tube, 
which deſtroyed the tympanum; and ſome 
patients loſt the auditory bones. 


P When 
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When the ſick applied late for aſſiſtance, 
the inflammation communicated to the tra- 
chea and lungs, occaſioning hoarſeneſs, in- 
ceſſant cough, wheezing, and rattling re- 
ſpiration. A child was admitted to the 
Diſpenſary in this fituation, even ſo late as 
the 14th day of the diſeaſe; and I ſaw 
ſeveral other miſerable objects, who had 
ſurvived to as late a period, with ulcera- 
tions which had perforated the velum pen- 
dulum, and excoriations of the mouth, lips, 
and parts near the anus. 


The length of the diſeaſe was uncertain: 
there was ſeldom any ſenſible criſis. Some 
ſoon recovered. Others had no favourable 
ſigns till the 12th or 16th day. Five only 
that I attended died before the 8th; four 
on the gth; and in all the other caſes that 
proved fatal, the patients protracted their 
miſerable exiſtence to the 1 3th, 1 5th, 16th, 
17th, and ſometimes to the 19th day of the 
diſeaſe, even when it was not ſucceeded by 
dropſical ſwellings. Soon after death, the 
bodies of all thoſe whom I examined became 
of a livid, or violet hue; and putrid gore 
ſometimes iſſued from the mouth and 
noſtrils. During 


LS. yaw YC 
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During the prevalence of this epidemic, 
ſome patients had an eryſipelatous inflam- 
mation of the throat, without ulceration ; 
others had ulcerations of the tonſils, with- 
out any raſh; and ſome had the ſcarlet 
eruption and fever, without any affection of 
the throat. In common fevers, ſeveral pa- 
tients had a mealy deſquamation of the 
cuticle, without any eruption. Ulcerations 
of the tonſils were alſo obſerved in a few 
caſes of the ſmall pox, and meafles. And 
ſome inſtances of the ery/ipelas, and angina 
maxillaris, or mumps occurred. 


From the above deſcription it appears, 
that the Scarlet Fever and Sore-Throat has 
a great analogy to the angina maligna: the 
diſtinction, indeed, betwixt them, in many 
inſtances, cannot be well aſcertained, and 
therefore they may, with propriety, be ac- 
counted of the ſame genus. 


From the materials in my poſſeſſion I 
have been at much pains to aſcertain the 
different ſtates of this epidemic. Of thirty- 
ſix patients, whom I attended in private prac- 


tice, twenty-ſix had the Scarlet Fever accom- 
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panied with mild ulcerations of the throat; 
in one it was ſucceeded by dropſy; and nine 
had the diſeaſe attended with every diſtin- 
guiſhing ſymptom of the angma maligna ; 
yet in all theſe caſes the ſources of conta- 
gion were apparently the ſame. Of ninety- 
five patients who came under my care at 
the Diſpenſary ; forty-nine had the Scarlet 
Fever with a mild Ulcerated Sore-Throat; 
in twenty-two, the diſeaſe was attended 
with conſequent dropſy; and in twenty- 
four. it was accompanied with malignant 
angina. The proportion of thoſe, therefore, 
who had the diſeaſe in the form of angima 
maligna, was as one to four, in all the pa- 
tients who came under my care. But when 
it is conſidered, that great numbers had 
the diſtemper in ſuch a mild manner as to 
require no medical aſſiſtance, and that ap- 
| plication, even in private practice, as well 
as at the Diſpenſary, was only made for 
the advice of a phyſician, when the patients 
were ſeverely attacked, perhaps the ma- 
lignant caſes ought not to be eſtimated 
higher than as one to twenty, in all who 


took the diſeaſe. 


But, 
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But, in moſt patients, our epidemic dif- , 
fered from the angma maligna, or Putrid 
Sore Throat in the following particulars. In 
the beginning it was accompanied with 
ſtronger action of the veſſels; and the ul - 
cerations were of a milder nature. The 
patient ſeldom in the beginning complained 
of debility, or faintneſs; the effloreſence 
was commonly more plentiful, and the 
deſquamation of the cuticle more com- 
plete. 


In the angina maligna, as deſcribed by 
authors, the patients moſt commonly die 
on the 3d or 4th day, and when the diſ- 
eaſe 15 ſevere few have ſtrength enough to 
live over the 7th; whereas in the Scarlet 
Fever, even attended with gangrenous ulcers 
in the throat, they generally ſurvived to a 
much latter period. But above all, this 
epidemic had a great tendency to terminate 
in dropſy, a diſeaſe which no author men- 
tions as being the conſequence of the angina 


maligna., 


The Scarlet Fever although it begins, 
like the meaſles, with ſickneſs and vomit-

ing, yet it may eaſily be diſtinguiſhed from 
the latter diſeaſe by attention to the follow- 
ing circumſtances. The meaſles, from the 
beginning of the eruptive fever, are attended 
with hoarſeneſs, frequent, dry, cough, ſome 
inflammation and heat of the eyes, a de- 
fluxion of tears, ſneezing and running from 
the noſtrils; whereas catarrhal ſymptoms 


never happen till late in the Scarlet Fever. 


The eruption is likewiſe different; in the 
Scarlet Fever, it is redder, leſs uniform, and 
more equally diffuſed over the cuticle, than 
in the meaſles. Beſides the former is al- 


moſt always attended with a Sore-Throat, 


a ſymptom which but rarely occurs in the 
latter. | 


The Scarlet Fever, like the ſmall pox 
and meaſles, can ny ariſe from ſpecific 
contagion ; but how it was introduced 
into the town of Newcaſtle, is a cir- 
cumſtance which cannot be determined. 
This much, however, was certain, that few 
or none took the diſtemper, who were not 
expoſed to the efluvia of the fick, and that 
when it made its appearance in _ family, 

all 
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all the children were generally infected, 
and even old perſons did not always eſcape. 
It is therefore reaſonable to conſider ſpe- 
cific contagion, introduced into the ſyſtem, 
chiefly by inſpiring the breath and Muvia 
of the infected perſons, as the only occa- 
ſional cauſe of the diſeaſe. But to enquire 
into its immediate cauſe, and to attempt to 

explain in what manner the infectious / 
fluvia produce the various ſymptoms, would 
only lead to a labyrinth of conjecture and 
uncertainty. 


It is evident, however, from the account 
given of the diſeaſe, that the contagion was 
in a peculiar manner determined to the 
throat, and very ſoon, in general, occa- 
ſioned a putreſcent ſtate of the fluids, as 
well as of the fauces, and neighbouring 
parts. For although ſuch ſymptoms have 
not been found to accompany every ſpecies 
of Scarlet Fever, and although many in- 
ſtances happened in our epidemic, of the 
diſeaſe being mild, yet this diverſity may 
be owing to the difference of the virulence 
of the contagion, the quantity recerved, the 
variety of conſtitution, and to the operation 

P 4 of 
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of other remote cauſes. Such circumſtances 
occaſion varieties in the ſmall pox, meaſles, 
and other contagious diſeaſes; and even the 
Plague has been found to be attended with 
various degrees of malignity, in different 
ſeaſons, ſituations, and conſtitutions. 


The remote and external cauſes, which 
had the moſt obvious influence in render- 
ing the epidemic malignant, may be re- 
duced to the following, viz. The heat and 
moiſture of the air, and the uvia ariſing 
from many perſons crowded in one houſe, 
and frequently in one room, 


It was obſerved, in the beginning of this 
eſſay, that the ſummer was remarkably hot 
and dry, the autumn rainy and moiſt, and 
the winter uncommonly temperate. Obſer- 
vations 1n all ages and countries have prov- 
ed, that ſuch a ſtate of the atmoſphere is a 
powerful promoter of putrefaction, and pro- 
ductive of malignant diſeaſes, And in ſmall 
houſes, where there is great want of free 
air, where the families of the poor are much 
crowded, and where little regard 1s paid to 
cleanlineſs, the Muvia ariſing from the per- 
ſpiration 
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ſpiration and breath of a number of perſons, 
have frequently become ſo virulent, as to 
generate the moſt infectious fevers. Many 
inſtances of this kind have happened in jails, 
hoſpitals, and other confined places. 


The concurrence, therefore, of ſuch pow- 
erful cauſes, with the contagion of the Scar- 
let Fever, will account for the malignity, and 
frequency of the epidemic amongſt the poor. 


In order to ſhew the various forms which 
the Scarlet Fever has aſſumed in former pe- 
riods, and in different places, I ſhall preſent 
the reader with a ſhort comparative view of 
the diſeaſe, as it has been obſerved by ſome 
of the moſt approved authors.

of AUTHORS, AND THE ANGINA Ma-

HE Scarlet Fever is not to be found in 

the works of Hippocrates ; neither are 

the exanthemata ſebrilia deſcribed by any of 
| the 
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the ancients as diſtinct ſpecies of fevers, but 
only as accidental ſymptoms, We meet, 


therefore, with no accurate account of this 


diſeaſe till the ſeventeenth century; and its 
malignity in the preſent age renders it an 
object of the moſt ſerious attention to the 


faculty. 


The great Sydenham, poſſeſſed of every 
talent to conſtitute an accurate obſerver, 
gives the following account of the Scarlet 
Fever. It may happen at any time of the 
year, but generally makes its appearance at 
the cloſe of ſummer; when it ſeizes whole 
families, but eſpecially children. In the 
beginning it attacks with chilneſs, and ſhi- 
vering, but without great ſickneſs; after- 
wards the whole ſkin is covered with red 
{pots, which are larger and redder, but not 
ſo uniform as thoſe which conſtitute the 
meaſles. Theſe ſpots continue for two or 
three days, and after the cuticle has peeled 
off, there remains branny ſcales diſperſed 
over the body, -which fall off, and come on 
again, for two or three times in ſucceſſion.

The 
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The treatment which he adviſes 1s very 
ſimple. He refrained from bleeding and 
the. uſe of clyſters in the beginning; and 
judged it ſufficient for the patient to abſtain 
from animal food, and all kinds of ſpiritu- 
ous liquors, to keep his room and not be 
always in bed; and, after the deſquamation, 
to take a gentle purgative. By this me- 
thod, he adds, that this diſeaſe (in name 
only) is eafily cured without trouble or dan- 
ger. He obſerves, however, that in chil- 
dren, and young perſons, convulſions, or 
coma, ſometimes happen about the erup- 
tion, which require a ſtrong bliſter to the 
neck, and a paregoric every night during 
the illneſs. 


Proſper Martianus gives an account of a 
Scarlet Fever which was frequent at Rome 
above a century and a half ago, called by 
the common people Raſſalia. The diſeaſe 
was equally mild as that deſcribed by 
Sydenham, for the author adds, At expe-

Several other writers, both in England 
and on the Continent, have likewiſe de- 
{cribed the Scarlet Fever, in this mild ſtate, 
without any affection of the throat. 


The Scarlet Fever was epidemic in Lon- 
don during the ſummer 1689, the very 
year that Sydenham died. The celebrated 
Morton, in his Pyretologia, gives us an ac- 
count of this. diſeaſe, which, however, he 
only conſiders to differ from the meaſles in 
the mode of the eruption f. He compre- 
hends both diſeaſes in the ſame deſcrip- 
tion; and although he ſeems to be fully 
acquainted with the ſymptoms that diſtin- 
guiſh them , yet he ſays that Leucophleg:

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matia and Aſcites follow both diſeaſes in- 
diſcriminately : theſe affections however, 
it may be affirmed, are more peculiarly 
conſequent on the Scarlet Fever, 


When he comes to give examples of the 
Scarlet Fever, he relates five caſes, in which 
the diſeaſe was accompanied with direful 
peſtilential ſymptoms ; ſuch as remarkable 
ſwellings in the parotid glands, occaſioning 
difficulty of breathing, running of corroſive 
matter from the noſe, ears, and fauces, In 
one patient he mentions a painful tumor be- 
ing formed in the left arm pit, which ulce- 
rated, and diſcharged matter for ſeveral days. 
He then proceeds to take particular notice of 
the affection of the throat; ſuch as ſwelling 
of the tonſils, uvula, fauces, and ulcerations 
of the glands of the noſe, fauces, &c. The 
malignity which accompanied this Scarlet 
Fever 1s ſo ſtrongly depicted, -after the caſe 
of a lady aged about ſeventy, that I ſhall not 
attempt a tranſlation, but give the whole 
in the author's words. Verum Domina

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The author recommends the ſame me- 
thod of cure in the Scarlet Fever, as in the 
Meaſles. In the beginning, when the diſ- 
caſe is malignant, he cautions againſt every 
evacuation, which reduces the ſtrength ; and 
particularly againſt bleeding, unleſs ſome 
uncommon ſymptom require its uſe. In 
three caſes, indeed, on the 4th or 5th day 
of the effloreſcence, where the vibration of 
the arteries was ſtrong; and where the lives 
of the patients were in immediate danger, 
from difficult deglutition, occaſioned by 
ſwelling and inflammation of the parotid 
glands,. he adviſes bleeding, but with a 
ſparing hand“. The chief medicines in 
which he places any dependance, are bliſ- 
ters, alexipharmacs, ſuch as contrayerva and 
inakeroot, and the Peruvian bark in liberal 
doſes, when the fever remitted. Neither 
does this author ſeem to have neglected in- 
ternal applications to the Throat; for in the 
ſecond hiſtory, he preſcribed a gargle of 
Aq. Plantag. & Mel. Roſac. to be injected 
with a ſyringe into the fauces af a child, 
who laboured under a Scarlet Fever.

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The learned De Haen, late celebrated 
Profeſſor of Medicine in the univerſity of 
Vienna, in his Treatiſe intitled Theſcs f 
tentes febrium diviſiones, obſerves, that, be- 
ſides the mild Scarlet Fever of Sydenham, 
there is another ſpecies of a malignant na- 
ture, which has appeared in various parts 
of Europe. After mentioning that Morton 
ſaw this kind in England; Chriſt. Joan. 
Langius in Saxony; and Nerucci in Tah); 
he gives an account of one which came 
under his perſonal obſervation at the Hague, 
in 1748 and 1749, and which carried off a 
great number of children, many young 
perſons, and adults}. The diſeaſe began 
with ſore throat, and was attended wit! 
ulcerations of the fauces and cheeks, caries 
of the jaw bones; and ſometimes with in- 
flammation and induration of the parotids. 
The Scarlet Fever becoming epidemic at

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Vienna in the winter of 1771, afforded the 
ſame author a large field for obſervation ; 
and he relates three caſes very minutely, in 
which the diſcaſe was malignant. 


As this author, next to Morton, afforded 
me the moſt uſeful hints of treating the 
Scarlet Fever and Sore-Throat, I ſhall pre- 
{ent the reader with the moſt particular cir- 
cumſtances mentioned in theſe caſes, as the 
whole detail is too prolix for quotation. 


I. A Boy, five years old, after complain- 
ing for eight days of pain, redneſs and 
ſwelling of the left ear, pain in his feet and 
belly, on the 14th of February 1771, was 
ſeized with fever, and in the ſame evening 
the ſcarlet raſh made its appearance. On 
the 3d day after the eruption, deglutition 
was impeded, and his eyes and face were 
red. On the 5th day his hands were pain- 
ful and ſwelled; and the joints of his fingers 
tumefied and red. The effloreſcence was of 
a more intenſe colour on the ſuperior parts 
of his body, and he got ſleep neither day 
nor night. On the 6th day the redneſs of 
his hands abated; the pain of the fauces, 

* however, 


* 
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however, continued; his fleſh was hot, his 
noſtrils ſtopt up, and his voice ſcarcely in- 
telligible. 


From this time to the 16th day he had a 
ſevere exacerbation of fever every other day, 
accompanied with quick reſpiration, noctur- 
nal cough, watching, and delirium. On the 
the 19th, the paroxyſm being violent, he 
was bled, and bliſters were applied to the 
legs. On the 21ſt day, one ounce of the 
extract of bark was ordered in a mixture 
ſweetened: to. the taſte; and he took this 
quantity for many days ſucceſſively. On 
the following day three large puſtules were 
obſerved on the internal part of the right 
cheek; on the 25th. they diſappeared, and 
he was ſoon reſtored to. health. 


A ſcrophulous tumor of the neck, which 

firſt appeared in this diſeaſe ſtill remained; 
and the cuticle began to peel off from the 
ſoles of his feet on the 24th day of March. 
His younger brother and ſiſter were likewiſe 
ſeized with the Scarlet Fever, which was 
mild and free from malignity *. 


II. The

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II. TRE FATHER of theſe children, aged 
forty- three, was taken ill on the 25th of 
February, 1771. The firſt ſymptom was a 
ſoreneſs of the throat; he paſſed the night 
without reſt; and early on the morning of 
the 2d day his body itched, and was uni- 
verſally covered with the ſcarlet raſh: the 
plagæ or blotches were broad, equal, and 
ſlightly elevated; his thirſt was great, and 
the ang ina increaſe, On the morning of the 
zd, a laxative with al. /edlicens. was pre- 
ſcribed, which vomited and purged ſeverely. 
An opiate was ordered at night. 


4th day. He ſlept from five to ſeven 
o'clock in the morning. The Scarlet ef- 
| floreſcence now occupied the inferior and 
ſuperior parts of his body. A grain and a 


half of opium was given, at two doſes, in 
the evening. 


6th day, He ſlept ſpontaneouſly in the 
night, and his ſkin was moiſt with a very 
fetid ſweat, which relieved him greatly. 
His feet and hands began to ſwell. On 


the following morning he took a drachm of 
rhubarb,

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On the Sth day, the tumified ſkin of his 
hands began to wrinkle; his urine was 


| turbid and of a dark colour: he had leſs 


alacrity and vigour than on the former 
days; and the ſwelling of his feet conti- 
nued. The malignity of the diſeaſe being 


- manifeſt, and the dropſical tumors having 
proved fatal in ſeveral caſes, recourſe was 
had to the bark. He therefore took half 


an ounce, in powder, daily for the ſpace 
of 21 days; and two ſcruples of rhubarb 
every 4th day. 


The ſwelling of the feet continued without 
abatement till the 14th day of his diſeaſe; 
and almoſt totally diſappeared on the 20th. 


The ſkin peeled off from his hands and 


belly, ſometimes in branny ſcales, ſome- 
times 1n large ſhreds for 14 days; and the 
whole deſquamation was not completed 
till the 4oth day of the diſeaſe and later. 


Art laſt, however, he was reſtored to per- 


fect health *. 


III. THE CHAMBER-MAID of the ſame fa- 
mily, aged twenty-three years, (who had 
9 paſſed

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paſſed through the meaſles and ſmall pox in 
her infancy) ſubject to hæmorrhages from 
the noſe, and to angina, but in other reſpect 
healthy, was ſeized with fever on the 24th of 
February, and on the ſame evening with the 
ſcarlet raſh and ſore- throat. On the morn- 
ing of the 2d day ſhe took a laxative; drank 
plentifully of antiphlogiſtic drinks; and 
gargled with the ſame. The fever and ef- 
floreſcence, however, encreaſed, on which 
account veneſection was ordered. On the 
4th day ſhe was twice bled; - the cata- 
menia appeared at the uſual period. In 
the evening the tonſils were very red, and 
ſo much ſwelled as to touch each other; 
her pulſe was very quick and compreſſed; 
and ſhe ſlept almoſt none in the night. 


On the 5th day ſhe vomited much. Her 
pulſe was ſometimes very quick, ſometimes 
free, ſometimes obſcure; and ſhe had great 
pain in her throat, thirſt and laſſitude; a 
gargle was injected into the fauces, and ſhe 
took a laxative which procured three ſmall 
ſtools. On the 6th day the ſwelling of the 
throat was leſs, but the pain and vomiting 
were the ſame. She had laboured under 


Q 3 a ſup- 
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a ſuppreſſion of urine for 24 hours; the 
catheter was introduced, and a pound of 
turbid urine drawn off. Another pound 
and a half was drawn off in the evening. At 
night her pulſe was very quick, and her 
reſpiration difficult. An opiate was or- 
dered ; but ſhe ſcarcely flept an hour. 


On the 7th day her pulſe was very quick, 
compreſſed, but equal: reſpiration more 
difficult. The ſwelling of the fauces was 
indeed leſs, but the pain more ſevere. Four- 
teen ounces of blood were taken, which was 
very ſizy, but occaſioned fainting. Her eyes 
became painful ; at night ſhe could not open 
her mouth, and was at times delirious. An 
acrid cataplaſm was applied round the 
throat, and ſhe ſlept well with an opiate. 


On the 8th day her pulſe was leſs fre- 
quent, freer, and ſhe breathed eaſier. In 
the afternoon {he voided her urine ſponta- 
neouſly, which became quickly fetid ; ſhe 
ſwallowed with eaſe; her reſpiration was 
frequently difficult, but as it was inſtantly 
relieved by gargles, it ſeemed to depend 
upon glutinous ſlime lodged in the fauces. 


On 
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On the gth day ſhe could open her 
mouth. On inſpection, the fauces ſtill ap- 
peared much ſwelled, though leſs than for- 
merly, the right ſide was covered with 
purulent matter, and the whole looked 
white. She had ſubſultus tendinum. Her 
pulſe was very quick, but free and equal, 
ſhe breathed with anxiety; but her eyes 
looked better; ſhe had ſome appetite, and 
little thirſt. Her urine was turbid and 
ſtill fetid ; — the gargle when injected 
brought away great quantities of viſcid 
ſlime and purulent matter. Theſe appear- 
ances continuing, and the author being 
alarmed leſt the diſeaſe ſhould terminate 
in gangrene and death, he reſolved to pre- 
{cribe the bark. Her drink was tamarind 
whey, acidulated with ſpirit of vitriol in 
ſuch quantities as the fauces would bear, 


On the 1oth day, her pulſe continued 
very frequent, and her reſpiration quick 
and ſonorous; and ſhe had a pain in the 
right ſide of the thorax. The following 
preparation of the bark was preſcribed ; and 
ſhe conſumed the whole quantity in the 


Q 4 ſpace 
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ſpace of 24 hours, till the * day of the 
diſeaſe “. 


On the 13th day, her pulſe was ſtrong, 
equal and moderately quick; her reſpira- 
tion good, but painful when ſhe coughed. 
The appearance of the fauces was natural. 
On the 14th day the celerity of her pulſe 
and reſpiration was inconſtant. She had a 
ſlight pain in her breaſt; and her fauces 
ſuppurated externally. On the 18th day 
every thing appeared favourable. From 
the 18th day of the diſeaſe till the 37th, 
ſhe had more or leſs complaints of laſſitude; 
as alſo pains ſometimes in her right and 
ſometimes in her left arm, and ſometimes 
of the breaſt. From the 16th day till the 
40th, there was a perpetual diſquamation 


of the cuticle, either in branny or mealy 


ſcales, or in large ſhreds. But perfect and 
conſtant health ſucceeded this violent diſ- 

eaſe f. 
From theſe caſes it appears, that, in the 
firſt ſtage of the Scarlet Fever, our author 
| truſts

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truſts to bleeding, cooling purgatives, and 
the peruvian bark ; and he adds, if a large 
and liberal uſe of this laſt remedy ought to 
be employed for a long time in any diſtem- 
per, it ſhould be in the Scarlet Fever. 


In the dropſical, or leucophlegmatic ſtate 
of the diſeaſe, which is ſo frequently dan- 
gerous from the ſerum falling upon the 
different viſcera, but more particularly on 
the lungs, he recommends diuretics, and 
purgatives of the antiphlogiſtic kind, inter- 
mixed with the bark. 


PLENC1z, an eminent phyſician at Vienna, 
publiſhed a treatiſe on the Scarlet Fever, in 
the year 1762. According to this author's 
account, the diſeaſe begins with laſſitude, 
loſs of ſtrength ſucceeded by heat, ſhiver- 
ing and fever. About the ſame time, par- 
ticularly in the malignant ſpecies, the pa- 
tient 1s attacked with intenſe pain in the 
head, delirium, inclination to fleep, nauſea 
and vomiting. Deglutition becomes diffi- 
cult. The patient complains of reſtleſsneſs, 
anxiety, ſtraitneſs about the precordia, and 
reſpiration 1s ſmall, quick, and laborious. 


About 
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About the 2d and 3d day, and ſometimes 
later, a red unequal eruption appears, at 
firſt in diſtin ſpots, but afterwards run- 
ning together, the whole body is covered 
with an uniform red colour. The eruption 
as firſt obſervable on the face, neck, fauces, 
and breaſt, and afterwards on the back, 
abdomen, and other parts. This eMloreſ- 
cence 1s at firſt of a red cinnabar colour; 
but about the end of the 3d, or beginning 
of the 4th day, it becomes paler, and by 
degrees the redneſs totally diſappears. At 
the end of the diſeaſe, the ſkin falls off in 
long, broad, and thick ſcales, in proportion 
to the redneſs which had formerly prevailed, 


All the parts about the fauces were parti- 
cularly affected in this diſeaſe; the palate, 
tonſils, uvula, tongue, larynx, and pharynx, 
became red, and ſwelled ſo much, as not 
only to impede deglutition, but to endanget 
ſuffocation. 


About the 6th or 7th day from the com- 
mencement of the eruption, in ſome in- 
ſtances, he obſerved numerous puſtules on 


the hands and feet, reſembling white mi- 
liary 


. e eee 
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liary eruptions ; ; but, upon examination, 
they were perfectly different; and upon be- 
ing cut, were found to confiſt of an eleva- 
tion of the epidermis, and to contain no- 


thing but air. 


About the 14th or 15th day from the ter- 


mination of the fever, and ſometimes later, 
the patients frequently became peeviſh, 


weak, and languid. The face, hands, feet, 


belly, ſcrotum, and the whole body, became 
inflated with leucophlegmatic ſwellings. 
The urine was voided in ſmall quantities, 
of a bloody appearance, reſembling the 
waſhings of fleſh. This ſtate of the diſeaſe, 
we are told, chiefly ſucceeded the worſt ſpe- 
cies of Scarlet Fever; but ſeveral inſtances 
occurred even after the mildeſt ſpecies. It 


arrived, in general, at a greater height in 
children than in adults; was more conſi- 


derable in winter than in ſummer; and 


thoſe patients who went ſoon into the open 
air, were more ſeverely attacked than thoſe 
who kept longer confined. More patients 
are repreſented to have died in this ſtage, 


than in the early period of the diſeaſe. 


Theſe 
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Theſe are the uſual ſymptoms of the dif 
eaſe, but a variety of others occur, which 
may be reckoned anomalous ; ſuch as hæmor- 
rhages from the noſe, bloody ſaliva, ſneezing, 
ſwelling of the parotids and glands of the 
neck, and now and then abſceſſes in the 
Jauces, ears, breaſts and other parts of the 
body. 6 | 


In the treatment of the milder ſpecies of 
the Scarlet Fever, the author informs us, 
that little more 1s neceſſary than a due at- 
tention to regimen. But in the malignant 
form, he recommends bleeding freely, eſ- 
pecially in the feet, bliſters to the neck, and 
lower extremities; emollient clyſters, and 
the plentiful uſe of diluting drinks. After 
the inflammatory ſtate of the diſeaſe is over, 
he adviſes the peruvian bark, as a principal 
remedy. But as it cannot be taken in ſuffi- 
cient quantities in powder, from the ſwel- 
ling of the fauces, he orders it in extract, 
and the decoction to be given in clyſters, 


For the cure of the dropſical ſwellings, 
he recommends infuſions of juniper berries, 


and other diuretics ; but in obſtinate caſes 
he 
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he truſts chiefly to the following pills“: 
one or two of which, are given every 


two or three hours, according to the age or 


ſtrength of the patient; and if they do not 
procure three or four ſtools every day, the 
doſe is either ordered to be increaſed, or ſome 
other purgative, ſuch as diagridium, or the 
pil. cochiæ, is added. By this means a ſali- 
vation will be prevented. But they muſt not 


be employed when the feveriſh ſymptoms 
run high f. 


SAU vAGEs deſcribes a diſeaſe, under the 
title of Scarlatina Ang ingſa prevalent at 
Montpelier, in the year 1765, which, in my 
opinion, has a nearer affinity to our epi- 
demic, than any ſpecies of Scarlet Fever, 
mentioned by any other author. © The diſ- 
* eaſe prevailed amongſt children, the whole 
body was intenſely red, the voice hoarſe, 
„and it was attended with an ulcerated,

4 The cure we are told, depended upon 
4 vomit, which was indicated by nauſea; 
„ after wards upon cathartics, and waſhing 
the fauces with barley water, honey, and 
« little of the marine acid. Afterwards, 
« when the fever remitted, the ulcers were 
ordered to be dried with a lixivium of 
e quick lime and honey. Children, however, 
« except the angina was mild, and unleſs 
„they could be eaſily prevailed upon to 
e have the remedies applied, often died. 


Some other authors 4, on the continent, 


have deſcribed the diſeaſe as raging in diffe-

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rent places with malignity: But fince the 
days of Morton, we meet with only one in- 
ſtance on record of the Scarlet Fever attended 
with a fore throat being epidemic in this 
iſland . It appeared at Edinburgh, in the 
year 1733, of which we have the following 
account. 


“In July, many complained of angme, 
* coughs and hoarſeneſs, and children 
* were attacked with the Scarlet Fever and 
* Sore-Throat, which became very epide- 
mic in the two ſucceeding months, was 
* leſs frequent and milder in October; 


e but 


The /ebris angineſa, mentioned by Huxham, which 
raged at Plymouth in 1734, and appeared again in 1752, 
at the ſame time that the Ulcerous Sore-Throat was preva- 
lent, ſeems to have a. great analogy to the Scarlet Fever 
and ſore throat. The diſeaſe was attended with pain, 
ſwelling, and ulcerations of the throat, ſcarlet or puſtular 
eruptions; and ſucceeded by great itching and diſquama- 
tion of the cuticle. The pulſe was commonly hard, quick, 
and ſmall: the breathing hot and laborious, with great 
oppreſſion on the præcordia; and a delirium came ſoon on. 
The author in another place, adds, though the malig- 
nant ulcerous ſquinſey ſeemed to be a diſeaſe ſui generic, 
« yet it had certainly a very great reſemblance of the /ebrjs 
anginoſa — In a word, the high inflammatory ſmall pox 
differ as much, or more, from the malignant, as the 
* febris anginoſa from the peſtilential ulcerous fore throat.

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but continued all the winter and ſpring. 
The diſeaſe commonly began with a quick 
pulſe, heat, thirſt, head-ach, pain in the 


Athroat, and frequently with a ſwelling of 


the amygdale. Many had a vomiting and 
* diarrhea at the firſt attack. After a day 
* or two, the face, or extremities, and ſome- 
* times the whole body ſwelled, the ſkin 
being red, with a watery clearneſs ſhining 
* through it. Frequently the ſwelling and 
* redneſs proceeded gradually from one part 
to another. Such patients who had 
* undergone the Scarlet Fever before, took, 
* at this time, the fever and angina with- 
< out the eruption; but all who laboured 
© under the Scarlet Fever had alſo the an- 


% gina. 


«& Many who were neglected in the begin- 
ning were ſuffocated by the anginæ. Few 
« died who were timely and plentifully 
« bled, which weakened the fever, relieved. 
the throat; and was the only medicine 
that removed the vomiting and diarrhea. 


« After the pulſe was brought down with 
e the loſs of blood, veſicatories were of ule, 


and the cure was afterwards completed by 
* laxative ptiſans.“ 
| The 
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The Ancina MALI NA ſeems to be no- 
thing more than the Scarlet Fever, com- 
bined with Gangrenous Sore-Throat. The 
ingenious Dr Fothergill was amongſt the 
firſt who ſuſpected its putrid nature; and 
both he and Dr Huxham have deſcribed its 
ſymptoms with accuracy and preciſion. The 
following are the particular circumſtances 
which accompany this diſtemper. 


This diſeaſe ſhews 1tſelf moſt frequently 
in autumn, and the beginning of winter. 
It attacks perſons of all conſtitutions when 
expoſed to infection, but is more peculiar to 
children, and the weak and infirm, It 
comes on with giddineſs, chilneſs and ſhi- 
vering, ſickneſs, vomiting or purging, or 
both. The patient ſoon complains of acute 
pain in the head, of heat and ſoreneſs rather 
than pain in the throat, and ſtiffneſs of the 
neck. The face ſoon after appears red and 
ſwelled, the eyes inflamed and watery as 
in the meaſles, with reſtleſsneſs, anxiety and 
faintneſs, Soon after the firſt attack, the 
internal fauces appear of a florid red, and 


the worla and tonſils ſwelled. White aſh- 
R coloured 
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coloured ſloughs are ſoon ſeen upon theſe 
parts, which conceal ulcers, They are firſt 
diſcernible on the angle of the tonſils, or on 
the tonſils themſelves, and they often cover 
the baſis of the tongue in the manner of a 
thick furr, Inſtead of theſe ſloughs when 
the diſeaſe is mild, a ſuperficial ulcer ap- 
pears on one or more of theſe parts, ſcarce 
to be diſtinguiſhed from the ſound, but by 
the inequality of the ſurface it occaſions, 


_ Generally on the ſecond day of the diſ- 
eaſe, but ſometimes later, the ſcarlet efflo- 
reſcence appears' on the face, neck, breaſt, 
and hands to the finger ends, with ſenſible, 
tumefaction; and the fingers are frequently 
tinged, as if they were ſtained with the 
juice of raſpberries. Beſides the redneſs, a 
great number of ſmall pimples, of a more 
intenſe colour, appears on the arms and 
other parts. As the ſkin acquires this co- 
lour, the ſickneſs commonly goes off, the 
vomiting and purging ceaſe of themſelves, 
and rarely continue beyond the firſt day. 


The parotid and maxillary glands ſwell 
much, and grow hard and painful to the 


touch, and if the diſcaſe be violent, the neck 
and 
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and throat are ſurrounded with a large 
cedematous tumor, ſometimes extending to 
the breaſt, which threatens ſuffocation, and 
brings on rattling breathing, as if the pa- 
tient were ſtrangling. 


Towards night, the heat and reſtleſsneſs 
encreaſe, and a delirium frequently ſuper- 
venes, but a ſweat breaking out in the 
morning brings on a remiſſion. During 
the whole courſe of the diſeaſe the pulſe is 
generally very quick, but without ſtrength 
or firmneſs. The patients complain of 
faintneſs, more than all the reſt of their 
' ſufferings ; and are frequently comatoſe. 


The uvrla, and tonſils are ſometimes ſo 
much {ſwelled as to leave a very narrow en- 
trance into the gullet ; and this entrance is 
frequently ſurrounded with ſloughs, yet the 
patients fallow with little difficulty or 
pain, 


When the diſeaſe is very malignant, the 
breath is exceedingly fetid ; and the ulcers 
become of a livid colour. -The internal 
membrane of the noſtrils is red and in- 
flamed, and diſcharges a thin acrid mat- 

R 2 ter 
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ter occaſioning ſneezing, and which exco- 
riates the parts it lies upon. When this ichor 
is ſwallowed, it brings on purging, which 
excoriates the anus and neighbouring parts. 
Theſe ſymptoms happen eſpecially in chil- 
dren. The organs of reſpiration are often 
affected, and the inflammation is communi- 
cated to the larynx and trachea, bringing 
on ſudden ſuffocation and death. 
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The diſeaſe has no ſtated criſis, nor any 
conſtant period that may be called its 
height. Some grow eaſier from the firſt at- 
| tack, and in general the ſymptoms of re- 
covery appear on the 3d, 4th, or 5th day. 
When the diſeaſe proves fatal, it generally 
- happens between the 2d and 7th day. 


When the patients recover, the ſymptoms 
proceed in the following manner. The 
redneſs of the ſkin, and the heat abate, the 
pulſe becomes ſlower, the external ſwelling 
of the neck ſubſides, the floughs caſt off, 
the ulcerations fill up, and ſleep and appe- 
tite return. | 


But on the contrary, if the effloreſcence 


ſuddenly diſappears, or becomes livid; if 
| the 
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the ulcers of the fauces turn black; the eyes 
loſe their luſtre; and the ſwelling of the 
neck and face increaſe, together with invo- 
luntary liquid ſtools, the danger may be 
judged to be extreme *, 


In the Angina Maligna, which may be 
more properly termed the Scarlet Fever at- 
tended with Gangrenous Sore-Throatf, all eva- 
cuations which weaken the ſtrength are per- 
nicious, but more particularly bleeding and 
WY purging.

The chief cauſe of the diſagreement of authors, con- 
cerning the proper methods of treating this diſeaſe, has, 
I conceive, been owing to their deſcribing every variety of 
Scarlet Fever attended with Ulcers in the Throat, under 
the general title of Angina Maligna. If there be not dif- 
ferent ſpecies, or at leaſt varieties of this-diſeaſe, how ſhall 
we reconcile the contradictory practice of the following 
experienced Phyſicians! Dr Ruſſel, in the Angina Maligna 
which he obſerved, adviſed bleeding, and a little manna 
to be given, if called in early; and committed the buſi- 
neſs afterwards to nature. The celebrated Sauvages, and 
Dr Grant, a Phyſician of eminence in London, recommend 
bleeding and gentle purgatives in the beginning. Dr 
Fordyce alſo recommends an antiphlogiſtic cooling regi- 
men, keeping the belly open with manna and ſoluble tar- 
tar, ſupporting the ſtrength with wine whey, and promo- 
ting ſweats with diaphoretics. Dr Fothergill, on the con- 
trary, condemns bleeding, and the uſe of laxatives; nay, 
he ſays that upon procuring a few ſtools with manna, 
the redneſs of the ſkin has diſappeared, and the flux to the 

throat. 
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purging. A generous cordial regimen ought 
therefore to be directed from the beginning; 
and with regard to medicines, the chief 
dependence ought to be placed in the Peru- 
vian bark, and the conſtant uſe of antiſeptic 
gargles. 


I have been the more prolix in giving this 
account of the Scarlet Fever, as it has been 
obſerved in different parts of Europe, and 
of the Angina Maligna, as I am of opinion 
they ought not to be conſidered as diſtin 
affections, but only as different ſpecies of 
the ſame diſeaſe, From a near review it 


will appear, that the crimſon efloreſcence is a 
leading 


throat has been ſurprizingly increaſed : If it handing that 
the diſcharge by ſtool continues, the ſwelling of the neck 
commonly grows larger, the fauces become flaccid, dry, 
and livid, and the patient in a few hours after this ex- 
pires.” From the beginning he adviſes a cordial regimen, 
and warm aromatic alexipharmac medicines to be given 
every four or ſix hours: ſuch as the Powder of Contrayerva, 
Cordial Confection, and the like. In the preface to the laſt 
edition of his Eſſay on the Putrid Sore-Throat, he obſerves, 
indeed, that bleeding, in ſome ſanguine and plethoric 
adults, may be ſometimes allowable ; but puts the greateſt 
ſtreſs of the cure upon the bark conjoined with palv. con- 
trayerva, conf. cardiac. and the like. See Nuſſel's Oeconomy 
of Nature.—--Sauvages Noſalog. Method. —Grant's Obſervations 
on the Nature and Cure of Fevert.— Dr W. Fordyce's Eſay 
on Fevers.— Dr Fothergill on the Putrid Sore-Throat. 
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leading ſymptom, and that in both diſeaſes 
there is a determination of the morbific mat- 
ter to the throat. | 


But however far I might be led to this 
opinion by reaſoning from analogy, I ſhould 
not have riſqued it, had I not ſeen the Scar- 
let Fever twice epidemic; and in ſome pa- 
tients, as mild as that deſcribed by Syden- 
ham; and in others, attended with U lce- 
rated Sore-Throat ; and in others, with every 
circumſtance of the Angma Maligna,* 


I am indeed ſenſible that plauſible objec- 
jections may be made, and that it may re- 


R 4 quire 


* In the beginning of Auguſt, 1774, the Scarlet Fever 
appeared at Kelſo, in the county of Roxburgh, and was 
very frequent in the neighbourhood till the beginning of 
December. The diſeaſe, in general, was mild, and ſel- 
dom required aid from medicine, During the harveſt 
months, I ſaw many children going about with a mealy 

deſquamation of the cuticle, in whom the fever was ſo 
flight, as only to confine them for a ſew days; and they 
did not ſeem, at that period, to have had any affection of 
the throat, In ſeveral inſtances, however, it was attended 
with ſwelling and ulceration of the tonſils, and ſucceeded 
by a great deſquamation of the cuticle ; and two children, 
whom I attended in the beginning of the epidemic, died, 
with every ſymptom of the moſt malignant Angina. Some 
had ſuppurations from the ears, and abſceſſes of the lym- 


phatic glands of the neck; and two had conſequent Grope 
lical ſwellings. 
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quire the united efforts of the faculty, and 
the experience of ages to aſcertain the truth 
of this opinion. It may be urged, that the 
Angina Maligna requires a very different 
treatment from ſeveral ſpecies of the Scarlet 
Fever. This circumſtance, however, 1s not 
| ſufficient to conſtitute a generic difference; 
for the ſame thing happens in the varieties 
of the ſmall pox, which by the united con- 
ſent of Phyſicians ariſe from the ſame ſpe- 
cific contagion. It may alſo be objected, 
that the Scarlet Fever only ſeizes patients 
once in their lives, whereas having the 4. 
gina Maligna once is no ſecurity againſt a 
ſecond attack. This indeed ſeems to have 
much weight; but I very much doubt whe- 
ther the Angina Maligna was ever attended 
with the ſcarlet effloreſcence twice in the 
ſame patient; though it is probable, when 
the diſeaſe 1s epidemic, that the ſame pa- 


tient may have the affection of the throat 
repeatedly. 


But I am certain, without conſidering the 
ſubject in this extended view, the practice 


can never be properly guarded ; and miſ- 
takes muſt conſtantly happen in treating 


diſeaſes, in ſo many reſpects ſimilar. 
I cannot

cannot conclude this ſection without 
cautioning the younger practitioner againſt 
the liberal uſe of the lancet in every ſpecies 
of Scarlet Fever, notwithſtanding the in- 
junctions of the German Authors to the con- 
trary. It is well known they are very great 
friends to veneſection in almoſt every acute 
diſtemper. Sydenham, in the mild Scarlet 
Fever he obſerved, refrained from bleed- 
ing, and Morton did not uſe it without the 
moſt urgent neceſſity, and even then very 
ſparingly*. Perhaps antimonials, properly 
employed, when there is inflammatory irri- 
tation in the beginning, will totally ſuper- 
cede the uſe of an evacuation, ſo debili- 


tating to young ſubjects, who generally 
become che victims of this diſeaſe.

THE CURE oF THE SCARLET FEVER 


ATTENDED WITH ULCERATED SORE- 
THROAT. 


1 the diſtemper was not en- 


tirely new to me, when it appeared at 
Newcaſtle, yet from the combination of the 


in-

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inflammatory and putrid ſymptoms, I con- 
feſs that in ſeveral inſtances I was at a loſ 
how to proceed; particularly in the begin. 
ning of the epidemic. 


The great reſemblance of the diſeaſe to 
the angma maligna, and the ſubjefts being 
chiefly the young and delicate, prevented all 
thoughts of bleeding. Finding the follow- 
ing plan anſwer every intention of abating 
the inflammatory irritation which prevailed 
in the beginning, I never but once, even in 
adults, tried the effects of this evacuation. 
I can therefore ſay little about the propriety 
of it from experience; although I am apt 
to imagine, that in moſt inſtances it would 
have proved detrimental, 


When called early, whilſt the action of 
the veſlels continued ſtrong, after ditecting 
the patients legs and feet to be bathed in 
warm water, I preſcribed tartar emetic, in 
ſach doſes as to vomit, and afterwards di- 
reed it to be given ſo as to open the belly 
gently. By this means a great deal of bile 
was frequently voided ; the fever abated 
and the throat became eaſier. When this 


courſe was begun ſoon aſter the attack, 
the 


— --. .- 
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the diſeaſe was ſometimes removed at once; 
and it was almoſt always rendered ſo mild 
as to yield to ſuch preparations of the bark, 
as the patients could be prevailed upon to 


take. 


In adults, when the throat was tumified, - 
| ſometimes began the cure with a ſaline 
purge, inſtead of the antimonial; but, even 
in ſuch caſes, I found from experience that 
the former method ought to be preferred. 


But whatever ſigns of inflammation 
might appear in the beginning, the diſeaſe, 
when malignant, ſoon aſſumed a putrid form. 
When called in the advanced ſtate, when it 
approached to the nature of the angina ma- 
ligna, which was known from the appear- 
ance of the ſloughs, the bloated countenance, 


the feeble pulſe, and the ſwelling of the 


| parotid and mixillary glands, together with 


the tumefaction of the neck, warned by the 
precepts of the experienced Dr Fothergill, 
| was deterred from giving emetic tartar ; 
and put my chief confidence in the bark 
and cordials, as internal medicines. In ſuch 
a ſtate of the diſeaſe, this method was at- 


tended 
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tended with ſucceſs, when applied in time. 
But in ſome inſtances, however, where it 
had a fair trial, owing to the combination 
of putrid and inflammatory ſymptoms, this 
powerful medicine was found ineffectual; 
and thoſe invariably recovered beſt, whoſe 
caſes would admit of antimonials in the be- 


ginning. N 


With regard to the preparations of the 
bark, the powder ought always to be pre- 
ferred; but from the irritable ſtate of the 
fauces, and from the difficulty of prevailing 
upon children to take it in this form, I ge- 
nerally preſcribed it in infuſion at firſt, 
afterwards adding to it the powder, The 
following is the formula I generally uſed, 
and which is-both more pleaſant, and more 
effectual than the decoction, as the medi- 
cine is poſſeſſed of all the aromatic princi- 
ples of the bark: 

R. Pulv. Cort. Peruv. unc. i. 

Aq. Cinnamom. Sp. unc. fs. ad unc. i. 
Bullient. unc. viii. 
Infunde per 8 vel 12 horas et Cola. 


This quantity was ſometimes ſweetened 


with the extract of liquorice, ſometimes 
acidu- 
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acidulated with lemon juice, the vitriolic, 


or marine acid; and in one or other of 
theſe forms, it very ſeldom happened but 
the youngeſt patient could be prevailed u p- 
on to uſe it. 


Through the whole courſe of the diſcaſe 
great attention was paid to the throat. 
During the ſtage. of tumefaction, therefore, 
antiſeptic gargles were injected into the 
fauces milk warm; and it was amazing 
what large quantities of viſcid ſlime were 
by theſe means diſcharged, both by the noſe 


and mouth. The common gargle was com- 


poſed of ſage tea, honey and vinegar; but 


when the ulcers ſpread, or the ſloughs ſepa- 


rated ſlowly; the marine acid was added; 


and the parts were ſometimes touched with 
the following application by means of a 
pencil“. 


When the maxillary glands were much 
ſwelled, the volatile liniment was uſed exter- 
nally; but in ſome inſtances I found greater 
advantage from the application of warm 
cataplaſms, compoſed of oatmeal, oil and 


vinegar; theſe, however, were only or- 
dered,

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dered, when I could depend on their being 
removed before they turned cold. 


As no ſymptom was more favourable 
than a diſpoſition to ſweat, in the begin- 
ning while the {kin-continued dry and hot, 
or the head affected, the pediluvium was 
directed twice a day or oftener, and, in 
ſome inſtances, where the tumefaction of 
the throat was great, and the ſymptoms of 


putreſcency did not run high, the warn 


bath was attended with more ſucceſs than 
any other remedy. 


In regard to bliſters, meeting with an 1n- 
ſtance, where their application was ſucceeded 
by mortification; I did not often apply them 
to the throat. But in ſeveral caſes where 
the inflammation of the fauces was great, 
they were attended with advantage when 


applied to the nape of the neck. 


The diet conſiſted of ſago and panado, to 
which a little wine was added ; and the 
patient was indulged with oranges, and 
ripe fruit of all kinds; nor did I obſerve 
that they ever produced purging. The 
drinks in the beginning were barley water, 


; or 
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or wine whey acidulated with lemon juice; 
and as cold water, and butter milk were 
frequently longed for by the fick, they 
were allowed ſuch drinks in abundance. 
In the advanced ſtage of the diſeaſe when 
cordials were neceſſary, the wine whey 
was made ſtrong, or port wine was allowed. 
Cordials, however, it muſt be obſerved, were, 
in general, very improper in the beginning. 
When wine became neceſſary, the pooreſt 
patients, admitted to the Diſpenſary, met 
with a ſufficient ſupply, either from the 


humanity of their neighbours or recom- 
menders. 


The apartments of the ſick were kept as 
clean as poſſible, and freſh air was admitted 
by the windows ; and this, together with 
the ſprinkling the room with vinegar, in 
my opinion, is the beſt method of correct- 
ing the noxious effluvia, which ariſe from 


the bodies of thoſe who labour under putrid 
diſeaſes. 


In the dropfical ſtate of the diſeaſe, I 
followed nearly the method of cure directed 
by De Haen, conſiſting of purgati ves and 

di- 
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diuretics, with the intermediate uſe of the 
bark. The purgative I found moſt advan- 
tage from, was calomel with ſquills variouſly 
combined. When this ſtate of the diſeaſe 
was accompanied with fever, which wag 
frequently the caſe, I gave firſt emetic tartar 
in nauſeating doſes, and afterwards the 
bark joined with /al diureticus, or the acetum 
ſcilliticum. When this ſtate of the diſeaſe 
was attended with rattling breathing, and 
peripneumonic ſymptoms, beſides theſe re- 


medies, bliſters were applied to the ſides and 
' betwixt the ſhoulders. Theſe methods were 


always attended with ſucceſs, unleſs the 


patient laboured under a dropſy of the cel- 


lular ſubſtance of the lungs.

SHALL now proceed to illuſtrate the 
nature of this epidemic, and the me- 


thod of cure, by the relation of particular 


hiſtories: and for the greater perſpicuity, 
I ſhall begin with thoſe caſes in which the 
Scarlet Fever was attended with mild ul- 


cerations of the throat. In the next place 
I ſhall

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ſhall relate ſome caſes in which it was at- 
tended with gangrenous ulcers of the throat, 


or where it reſembled the angina maligna in 


every ſymptom ; and laſtly, I ſhall give 


ſome inſtances of the dropfical affeftion, con- 


ſequent on the diſeaſe. 


I. CASES oF THE SCARLET FEVER AT- 
TENDED WITH MILD ULCERATIONS 
OF THE THROAT. 


CAS £4: 


JANE SADLER, of Pandon, aged ſeven 
years, on the 6th of July 1778, was ſeized 
with head-ach, and fickneſs, ſucceeded by 
vomiting and purging. At night ſhe be- 
came delirious, and on the following morn- 
ing her body was covered with the ſcarlet 
effloreſcence; ſhe complained of her throat, 
and ſwallowed with difficulty. On the th 
ſhe was admitted a patient of the Diſpen- 
ſary, When I viſited her, I found her pulſe 
ſtrong, and beating 130 pulſations in a 
minute. Her whole body was covered with 
a dull crimſon-coloured puſtular raſh. The 


8 ſubmaxillary glands were enlarged. The 


8 velum

| 
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velum pendulum palati, tonſils, and Aula 
were red and tumefied, with ſome ſloughs. 
Her tongue, near the baſis, was covered with 
a white fur; her mouth was full of viſcid 
flime; and her breathing was quick, labo- 
rious, and ratling ; ſhe was exceedingly. hot 
and reſtleſs; ſhe ſwallowed every thing with 
great difficulty and reluctance; and I was 
told ſhe had been delirious in the night, 
Belly coſtive. The common gargle and vo- 
latile liniment were preſcribed, and two 
table ſpoonfuls of the julep. emetic * every 
two hours. Her feet and legs were alſo di- 
rected to be immerſed in warm water,

ſlough was obſerved on each tonfil; and ſhe 
ſwallowed every thing with the utmoſt dif- 
ficulty. Her pulſe was very quick, feeble, 
and hard; her ſkin was univerſally covered 
with the effloreſcence, and irregular blotches 
of a higher colour were obſerved upon her 
arms.

came red this morning. Upon examination, 
indeed, I obſerved his ſkin both red and 
tumefied. The tonſils and velum pendulum 
palati were ſwelled, and of a crimſon colour, 


but no ſſoughs could be obſerved. His 


pulſe beat 120, was hard and contracted, 
and the maxillary glands were enlarged.

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5th day. He vomited ſeveral times yeſ- 
terday; he, however, paſſed a very reſtleſs 
night, and was delirious. The effloreſcence, 
this morning, was of a high colour, and cluſ- 
ters of red pimples, ſcattered here and there, 
were obſerved upon his ſkin. His pulſe 
was feeble, and the tonſils were covered 
with foul ſloughs.

was ſoon reſtored to perfect health.

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Robert Douglas, a child of nine months 
old, living in Pandon, was admitted to the 
Diſpenſary on the gth of September. He 
had laboured under the Scarlet Fever for ſix 
days. His pulſe was exceedingly quick and 
feeble; his throat was ſwelled prodigiouſly, 
and covered with white matter, and he 
ſwallowed with the utmoſt difficulty. His 
reſpiration was ſonorous, and he had given 
over the breaſt.

7th day. The ſwelling of the throat had 
ſubſided, and he could ſwallow better; but 
his countenance was ghaſtly, and he was ex- 
tremely weak.

A volatile camphorated 
liniment was preſcribed by Mr Leighton, 
the family ſurgeon, and emetic tartar was 
given, but it produced no evacuation.

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4th day. I was defired to viſit him. I 
found his face fluſhed; his eyes watery, pro- 
minent and ſtaring. A ſharp ichor iſſued 
from his noſtrils, which inflamed the parts 
it touched. His breathing was quick, la- 
borious, and rattling, and he kept his mouth 
conſtantly open. The fauces were loaded 
with viſcid ſlime, and he could not articu- 
late. His ſkin was exceedingly hot and 
dry; his pulſe was feeble, and beat 130 
pulſations in a minute. The avula, velum 
pendulum palati and tonſils were much tu- 
mefied, and of a crimſon colour; but no 
ſloughs or ulcerations could be obſerved. 
The maxillary glands were very much en- 
larged, and every effort to ſwallow threatened 
ſuffocation. In this alarming ſituation, he 
ſeemed too feeble to ſuffer any evacuation 
by bleeding ; but as he was coſtive, a clyſter 
was injected; he was ordered to be put into 
the warm bath, and to have a ſyringe-full of 
a tepid gargle injected into the fauces fre- 
quently; a bliſter was applied to the nape 
of the neck, and a warm poultice with oat- 
meal, oil, and vinegar, round the throat. 
In the evening-I found him conſiderably 
Tx. eaſier; 
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eaſier; another clyſter was ordered, as the 
former had produced no effect. 

5th day. In the night he was alternately 
delirious and comatoſe; and the mode of 
his reſpiration was threatening; but it 
was obſerved to be always eaſier after the 
uſe of the gargle, which brought away 
much tenacious ſlime. At nine in the morn- 
ing his ſkin was moiſt, The bliſter had 
diſcharged much ſerum. He was ſenſible, 
and could ſpeak. His pulſe was 112; 
he could ſwallow with freedom, but 
breathed with difficulty, The fauces were 
ſtill conſiderably tumefied, and covered with 
viſcid mucus. A doſe of the pulv. eccopro- 
tic. was preſcribed, and the gargle was or- 
dered to be uſed frequently. 


He had two large ſtools at night, and 
breathed with eaſe. Currant jelly, oranges 
and ripe fruit of all kinds were allowed, and 
as his {kin was hot, his feet and legs were 
ordered to be immerſed in warm water. 


6th day. In the beginning of the night, 
he was reſtleſs, and a little inſenſible; but 
ſlept for ſeveral hours in the morning, al- 


though 
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though his breathing was rattling, from the 
accumulation of mucus. In the morning he 
was in a gentle moiſture ; the ſwelling of 
the throat. had ſubſided, but the maxillary 
glands remained tumid. The bliſter diſ- 
charged well, and the poultice had occa- 
. honed ſeveral painful pimples where it had 
been applied. An emollient cataplaſm was 
ordered in its ſtead, and two table ſpoonfuls 
of the infuſion of bark were preſcribed every 
two hours. He had three ſtools, and when 


I viſited him in the evening he was in a 
ſound ſleep. 


In two days more the ſwelling of the 
throat totally diſappeared, and he was 
ſpeedily reſtored to perfect health. 


This patient had no raſh, but a flight 
deſquamation of the cuticle took place. His 
younger ſiſter was taken ill as he recovered, 
but in her the diſeaſe was perfectly mild.

Mary Thomſon, in the Caſtle-garth, aged 
two years, after being exhauſted with a 
diarrhoea, was ſeized with the Fever and

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Sore- Throat. On the 2d day of the diſeaſe ſhe 
was admitted to the Diſpenſary. I found her 
very feveriſh. She had a reaching to vomit; 
the tonſils and velum pendulum palati were 
tumefied and inflamed. The diarrhoea had 
diſappeared for ſome days paſt. The ped:- 
luvium was directed, an antimonial emetic 
was preſcribed, and a doſe of rhubarb and 
magneſia to be taken in the morning. 


3d day. The maxillary glands were en- 
larged, her pulſe was very frequent, and 
ſloughs were obſerved on the tonfils, Two 
table ſpoonfuls of the infuſion of the bark, 
ſweetened with the extract of liquorice, were 
preſcribed every two hours, and the com- 
mon gargle was ordered to be injected into 


the fauces frequently. 


5th day. Her face was pale and puffy, 
the maxillary glands more ſwelled, and the 
tongue and cheeks covered with aphthous 


ulcers. 


. 7th day. The tonfils were more ulcerated; 
ſhe ſwallowed with great difficulty, and part 
of what ſhe drank returned by the noſe. 


Her belly was looſe, and her ſtools black 
and 
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and fetid. As ſhe did not refuſe the bark, 
it was continued, and a bliſter was applied 
to the nape of the neck. 


ꝓth day. The velum pendulum palati and 
tonſils were very much ſwelled, and full of 
white ſloughs. The maxillary glands were 
more enlarged; her breathing was quick 
and rattling; and her pulſe ſtrong, firm, 
and about 140 in a minute. Finding that 
her diſeaſe became daily more and more 
alarming, and that nothing could be ex- 
pected from internal medicines, as her drinks 
were rejected by the noſe, I directed her to 
be put into the tepid bath, and to continue 
in it as long as ſhe ſeemed to bear it with 
advantage. ; | 


10th day. She remained in the bath for 
about a quarter of an hour, and after its 
uſe ſlept calmly for ſome hours. This morn- 
ing an eryſipelatous effloreſcence, not very 
unlike the nettle raſh, was obſerved upon 
her breaſt, thighs, and legs. The fauces, 
both internally and externally, were much 
ſwelled, and part of what ſhe drank ſtill re- 
turned by the noſe. 


14 | On 
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On the 11th day of the diſeaſe the ulcers of 
the throat were of a dark-brown colour, On 
the 12th the ſwelling of the tonſils ſubſided, 
and the uvula was covered with an aphthous 
ſlough. On the 13th ſhe ſwallowed with 
eaſe; purulent matter ran from the left car, 
and the bliſter ſtill diſcharged much ſerous

For five evenings the tepid bath was con- 
tinued ; and my little patient paſſed her 
time in it with much pleaſure, and always 
got ſome refreſhing ſleep after its uſe.

The cuticle kept peeling off her arms, 
hands and feet till the 39th day of the diſ- 
eaſe, and the purulent diſcharge from her 
ear continued, Her health gradually re-- 


turned, 
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turned, and ſhe was diſmiſſed on the 43d 
day from the commencement of her diſeaſe“.

Margaret Blair, in the Higb-Bridge, 
aged twenty-four, was ſeized, on the 19th 
of November, with the uſual ſymptoms of 
the Scarlet Fever. On the 20th ſhe was ad- 
mitted to the Diſpenſary. I found her pulſe 
very quick and ſmall, but hard; the fauces 
were much ſwelled, and of a crimſon co- 
lour; and her neck and ſhoulders covered 
with the ſcarlet raſh. She became worſe at 
night, and was frequently delirious. Her 
belly from the beginning was coſtive. A 
doſe of manna and ſoluble tartar was di- 
refed to be taken immediately. The fre- 
quent uſe of the pediluvium and tepid gar- 
gles was enjoined; and ſhe was ordered to 
breathe frequently over the ſteams of warm 
water and vinegar, |,

*The ſubje& of this caſe afforded the only inſtance, 
during the courſe of the epidemic, of a patient having the 
diſeaſe twice: for in the end of June ſhe had the Scarlet 
Fever and Ulcerated Sore-Throat, and fix months after- 


wards was ſeized in the manner above deſcribed. It muſt 
however be obſerved, that the effloreſcence which appeared 


on the 10h day after the ſecond attack, had not the leaſt 
appearance of the ſcarlet eruption, 
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3d day. She had two ſtools ; and the gar- 
gle diſcharged much viſcid ſlime. Her pulſe 
was feeble, and beat 136 in a minute. The 
tonfils and maxillary glands were exceed- 
ingly ſwollen, and every effort to ſwallow 


was attended with violent pain. The raſh

The attack was ſudden and violent, and was 
attended with faintneſs and vomiting. Hav- 
ing procured a letter for the Diſpenſary, I 
viſited her on the morning of the 2d day. 
She had been very delirious in the night: 
her pulſe was feeble, and beat 130 pulſations 
in a minute; her eyes dull and watery; and 
the ſcarlet effloreſcence was univerſally dif- 
fuſed over her body. She complained of 
head-ach, and was ſick in an erect poſture.

Belly coſtive. The tonſils were much ſwell- 
ed, and covered with aſh- coloured ſloughs, 
but ſhe ſwallowed with eaſe. The ſymp-

A 
gargle was ordered, and imperial for com- 
mon drink; and four ſpoonfuls of the fol- 
lowing - mixture * were given every two 
hours. 


3d day. Her face and neck were bloated 
and cedematous; her arms and hands ſwell- 
ed, and tinged with red ſtreaks.

CASE L 


MARY INNES, aged fifteen years, who 
lived in the Caftle-garth, was admitted to 
| | the 


the Diſpenſary on the 23d of June. I was 
informed that on the 1gth ſhe was ſeized 
with ' rigors, giddineſs and vomiting, ſuc- 
ceeded by. heat,  head-ach, ſtiffneſs of the 
neck, difficulty of ſwallowing,” and purg- 
ing; and that on the 2d day her whole 
body was red; and that ſhe had been deli- 


rious every: 8 


On the 5th ow of the FOI I firſt viſited 
her : her countenance was bloated, the max- 
Mary glands ſwelled, and both tonſils were 
covered with foul deep ulcers. She ſtill com- 
plained of nauſea, vomited at intervals, had 
a putrid d:arrhoea, and her pulſe was quick 
and feeble. Mint tea with port wine was 
ordered for her drink. An antiſeptic gargle 
was directed, and chree table ſpoonfuls of 
the decoction of bark, warmed with ſpirit 
of lavender, to be taken every two hours. 


. 6th day. T he purging ſtill continued. 


Other ſymptoms as yeſterday. An anodyne 
draught was preſcribed, and her former 


medicines were continued. i 


7th day. She reſted well in the night, 
Purging gone; fever moderate; and the ul- 


cerations began to fill up,

ſeized with vomiting ; ſoon became hot 
and reſtleſs, and complained of his throat.

On the 7th of Auguſt I was deſired to 
viſit him. His pulſe beat 130 ſtrokes in a 
minute. His ſkin was hot. His face, 
arms, thighs, hands and legs were covered 
with the ſcarlet effloreſcence, which felt 
rough to the touch; and the whole ſkin 
was ſenſibly tumefied. The maxillary glands 
and parotids were much enlarged, and the 
tonſils were covered with ſloughs. Mr Haw- 
don, the family ſurgeon, who attended him 
had preſcribed a gargle; and a mixture of 
bark. But as he now vomited the medicine, 
and took it with great reluQance, the fol- 
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lowing infuſion“ was preſcribed; and wine 
whey with lemon juice, and /þ. nitri. dulc. 
was ordered for common drink. A gargle, 


with mel. roſuc. and fp. ſal. marin. was 


alſo directed to be injected into the throat 
with a ſyringe; and a volatile camphorated 
liniment was applied externally. The win-

* 8th. He was a little 8 
the night. In the morning his ſkin was 
ſoft and moiſt, and ſeveral white miliary 
eruptions were obſerved on his breaſt. Be- 
ing coſtive, oranges, and ripe fruit of all 


kinds were allowed. The infuſion of bark 
was continued, 


oth and 1oth days.. Little alteration e 
be obſer ved. 


11th day. A freſh crop of miliary.grup- 
tions appeared on his fides, breaſt and 
neck. He complained much of itching ;

The ulcerations of the tonſils continued till 
the 2oth of Auguſt, notwithſtanding the con- 
ſtant uſe of gargling, and a regular perſeve- 
rance in the bark; and his recovery was pro- 
tracted by painful ſwellings in the lymphatic 
glands of the neck, which at laſt came to 
ſuppuration. After taking a doſe or two of 
phyſic, he was adviſed to go to the coun- 


try, and, in a few weeks, he returned in 
perfect health.

Miſs , aged about two years, the 
ſiſter of the former patient, on the evening 
of the 12th of Auguſt, became feveriſh, 


WU 2 vomi- 
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vomited, and paſſed a reſtleſs night. On 
the morning of the 13th I viſited her. The 
fauces were of a crimſon colour; the tonſils 
ſwelled and ulcerated, and deglutition was 
painful and difficult. Her pulſe was ſtrong 
and firm, and beat 140. The pediluvium was 
directed, and a julep with emetic tartar 
preſcribed. The medicine vomited twice; 
but at night I found her very little relieved. 


3d day. The ſcarlet effloreſcence ap- 
peared, but neither the fever, nor other 
ſymptoms were mitigated, Her pulſe till 
continuing ſtrong, the julep was ordered to 
be perſiſted in. She, however, took too 
ſmall a quantity of it to produce any effect. 
Being coſtive, a clyſter was directed to be 
given in the evening, 


4th day. The parotids, and maxillary 
glands were much ſwelled ; her face was 
puffy, and the ulcerations were deeper. 
The infuſion of bark, preſcribed for her 
brother, was tried; but ſhe refuſed to take 
It, 


5th day. The uvula and tonſils, were ſo 
much ſwelled as almoſt to cloſe up the paſ- 
ſage 
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ſage to the gullet. Belly coſtive. Pulſe 
ſtrong. A julep with tartar emetic was 
again preſcribed; and this day I gave her 
three doſes, which vomited her. At night 
ſhe rather appeared eaſier. 


6th day. Every thing that ſhe attempted 
to ſwallow returning by the noſe, a large 
bliſter was applied round the throat. 


7th day. The uvula and tonſils were ſur- 
rounded with ſloughs. The parotids, the 
maxillary glands, and the whole neck were 
prodigiouſly ſwollen. Her hands were cede- 
matous to the ends of the fingers, and 
tinged of a red colour. The bliſter diſ- 
charged well, but afforded no relief. 


From this time the diſeaſe daily increaſed 
in malignity. Thin acrid matter was diſ- 
charged from her noſe, which excoriated 
the lips; and on the 13th day of the diſeaſe 
a purging came on, which alſo excoriated 
the anus and neighbouring parts, 


On the 15th day, her teeth, tongue, and 
whole internal fauces became black ; and 
U 3 her 
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her face was ſo much inflated that ſhe could 

not open her eyes. The tumor of the neck 
was large, and the part where the: bliſter ; 

had been applied became livid. From this 

time ſhe lay comatoſe, inſenſible, rattled in 

her breathing, and could ſwallow little or 

= nothing She expired on the 17th day of 

7 the diſeaſe, and immediately after death the 

back and whole neck became livid. 


The bark was given in this caſe, in infu- 
ſion; in decoction, with cordial confection; 
and in other forms: but as there was no 
poſſibility of obliging her to take it in ſuffi- 
cient quantities, it was likewiſe injected in 
clyſters. Antiſeptic gargles were aſſiduouſſy 
employed, and poultices with the bark ap- 
plied externally; and ſhe had every advan- 
tage of nurſing and regimen.

Ann Donaldſon, in the Butcher-bank, aged 
ſeven, on the 4th of Auguſt was ſeized 
with ſickneſs, fever, and pain in the throat. 
On the following morning the ſcarlet efflo- 
reſcence appeared, and on the 7th of Auguſt

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ſhe was admitted to the Diſpenſary. The 
tonſils were much ſwelled, and covered with 
broad ſloughs, but ſhe ſwallowed with to- 
lerable eaſe, Her eyes were dull, and heavy, 
and ſhe was comatoſe. The effloreſcence 
was ſcattered over all her body; her pulſe 
was exceedingly quick and feeble; ſhe was 
inſenſible at times, and had always been 
delirious at night. Belly coſtive. Oranges 
and other fruit were allowed; a gargle was 
ordered to be frequently injected; and two 
table ſpoonfuls of 'the infuſion of the bark 
were preſcribed every two hours, with wine

5th day of the diſeaſe. She paſſed a very 
reſtleſs night, and was delirious ; the ſloughs 
increaſed; and the maxillary and parotid 
glands began to ſwell, 


For the two following days ſhe was either 
delirious or comatoſe, but never refuſed 
her medicine when offered. The maxillary 
glands being very much ſwelled, and the 
neck puffy, a warm cataplaſm, with oat- 
meal, oil, and vinegar, was applied round

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the throat, and ordered to be repeated be- 
fore it became cold. 


Sth day. The external ſwelling had ſub- 
ſided; the floughs on the tonſils were livid ;

Her pulſe was. very quick and feeble. She 
had taken eight ounces of the infuſion of 
bark daily, which was now ordered to be 
acidulated with the /p. ſal. marin.

On the two following days I could ob- 
ſerve no material alteration. On the 11th 
day, the cuticle began to peel off in large 
ſcales; the ſloughs however continued on 
the tonſils, and her feet were ſwelled. On 
the 12th, the ſloughs ſeparated, and her 
fever was moderate. 


On the 15th day, the ulcerations in her 
throat had totally diſappeared, but ſhe was 
feeble, and had hot and reſtleſs nights. The 
ſwelling of her feet was removed, but the 
glands of her neck remained enlarged. She 
continued to take eight ounces of the infu- 


The 
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The glandular ſwelling became of a large 
fize, extending from the left ear to the cla- 
vicle, and her recovery was protracted by 
ſymptomatic fever. On the 34th day of the 
diſeaſe, the tumor being much inflamed, 
emollient cataplaſms were ordered to be ap- 
plied. From this time, however, it began 
to ſubſide, and totally diſappeared by the 
42d day of the diſeaſe. She ſtill continued 
the infuſion of the bark, and gentle cathar- 
tics were preſcribed at proper intervals. 


The cuticle peeled off in large and thick 
pieces to the 34th day of the diſeaſe; and 
the deſquamation was ſo complete, that the 
nails of her fingers caſt off. On the 26th of 
October, being the 53d day from the com- 
mencement of her diſeaſe, I thought it un- 
neceſſary to continue my viſits. She went 
daily out, and was reſtored in a little time 


to perfect health.

Fth day. of the diſeaſe, T viſited him at 
night: his whole {kin was covered with the 
ſcarlet effloreſcence; the tonſils were much 
tumefied, and full of deep aſh- coloured ul- 
cers; the parotid and maxillary glands were 
much enlarged, and his neck was ſwollen. 
His eyes were dull and watery ; he was ex- 
ceedingly reſtleſs; his ſkin hot, the fauces 
covered with viſcid ſlime; he rattled in his 
breathing, and his pulſe-was fluttering, and 
beat 130 pulſations in a minute. Mr Leigh- 
ton had preſcribed a decoction of bark in 
the morning, and a gargle, which were de- 
ſired to be regularly continued. The pe- 
diluvium was alſo directed, and an anodyne 
draught at bed- time. 


6th day. He paſſed a very reſtleſs night, 
but in the morning got ſome ſleep. His 
ſkin was moiſt, but he was comatoſe; and 
the ulcers had ſpread to the uvula. Two 
table {| poonfuls of the infuſion of bark were 
ordered 
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ordered every two hows; and a gargle with 
the /p. /al. marin. and mel. rofac. was ordered 
to be injected frequently with a ſyringe. 


7th day. He was very delirious in the 
night; his teeth were covered with black 
fordes, and his face ſwelled and bloated. 
His pulſe was very frequent; he moaned 
and doſed alternately ; and his reſpiration 
was rattling. 


8th day. The ſwelling of the tonſils had 
ſubſided, but the ulcerations continued. 
His voice was hoarſe, and he coughed 
much, 


th day. The cuticle began to peel off in 
large pieces; his fever was more moderate, 
but the cough and hoarſeneſs increaſed, He 
had taken eight ounces of the infuſion of 
bark daily. As he was coſtive, notwith- 
ſtanding the uſe of fruit, an emollient cly- 
ſter was directed in the evening. 


1oth day. The ulcers looked better, but 
he continued very hoarſe and feveriſh.

The fever was moderate; che 
ulcers began to heal up; the effloreſcence 
was brown, and he had a gentle moiſture

A plentiful deſquamation of the cuticle 
took place ; his appetite returned; and on 
the 14th day, from the commencement of 
the diſeaſe, being free from every com- 
plaint, he was diſmiſſed.

Chriſtopher Waters, in the Cls/e, aged fix 
years, was ſeized, on the 27th of Septem- 
ber, with ſhivering, head-ach, and vomit-

On the 3d day of the diſeaſe he was re- 
ceived upon the Diſpenſary. His pulſe was 
feeble, fluttering, and beat 130 ſtrokes in a 
minute. His face was bloated, and the 
parotid glands much ſwelled. The tonſils, 
and uvula were covered with livid ſloughs, 
and his breath was intolerably fetid. For 
two days paſt, he had been in a comatoſe, 
and ſtupid ſtate; but he was now exceed- 
ingly reſtleſs. Wine was ordered: the bark 
was preſcribed, both in infuſion and ſub- 
ſtance; and his mother was deſired to ob- 
lige him to take it regularly; and alſo fre- 
quently to inject an antiſeptic gargle. 


4th day. He was very delirious in the 
night: his neck cedematous; his counte- 
nance bloated and ſhining; and reſpiration 
quick and rattling. Clyſters of the bark 
were ordered. 


5th day. The whole body, but particu- 
larly the face and neck were much tume- 
X 2 fied;

fied; and the raſh here and there was livid. 
The ulcerations of the tonſils became quite 
black, and he died at two o'clock in the

On the 3d and 4th days, he took his me- 
dicines freely. The room was kept clean, 
and every direction I gave punctually fol- 
lowed. Nothing however appeared to have 
the leaſt effect in retarding the malignity of 


the diſeaſe.

Jane Mills, in Sandgate, aged nineteen, 
was admitted to the Diſpenſary on the 8th 
of October, and on the 5th day of the diſ- 
eaſe. Her whole body was covered with 
the ſcarlet raſh; her tonſils were ſwelled, 
and deeply ulcerated; and the parotid and 
maxillary glands much enlarged. Her pulſe 
was very feeble, and beat 130 pulſations in 
a minute; her mouth was full of, viſcid 
ſlime, and in the night ſhe had been deliri- 
ous. An antiſeptic gargle was ordered, and 
a mixture, containing an ounce of the bark, 
was directed to be taken in 24 hours.

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6th day. She reſted well in the night, but 


as the bark brought on a looſeneſs, a few 
drops of laudanum were added to each doſe. 


7th day. The fever was moderate, and 
the ulcerations looked better, 


Sth day. Her throat was almoſt well. The 
effloreſcence on the arms (which were tume- 
fied) was of the colour of raſp-berries. Her 
ſkin felt rough, and ſhe complained of in- 
tolerable itching, Belly * The bark 
was continued. | 


From this time ſhe daily recovered; the 
deſquamation of the cuticle continued till 
the 23d day of the diſeaſe, and was more 
complete than in any other patient I at- 
tended. The whole {kin peeled off from the 
elbows to the finger ends, and from the 
knees to the toes, in large thick pieces. The 
cuticle of ſome of the fingers came off en- 
tire; and had it not been for her impatience 
in tearing it off, I ſhould have been poſſeſſed 
of a complete cuticular glove, She reco- 
vered her uſual health, and returned thanks 
for her cure on the 28th day of October.

Dorothy Smith, in a narrow lane by the 
Quay, aged twelve years, on the 25th of 
November was ſuddenly ſeized with vomit- 
ing and faintneſs, which were ſoon ſuc- 
ceeded by delirium, and on the following 
morning the effloreſcence appeared. 


On the 5th day of the diſeaſe ſhe was ad- 
mitted to the Diſpenſary. Her pulſe was 
feeble, and beat 140 ſtrokes in a minute. 
Her face was ſwollen and bloated; and the 
maxillary and parotid glands tumefied. She 
had a profuſe raſh, was delirious, had /ub- 
fultus tendinum, and ſnatched at every thing 
that was. offered to. her. The tonſils were 
covered with ſloughs of a livid caſt; and 
her breath was fetid. Being coſtive an 
emollient clyſter was ordered, Her recom- 
mender generouſly ſupplied her with wine. 
An antiſeptic gargle was directed to be in- 
jected into the fauces frequently; and two 
table ſpoonfuls of the following * were pre- 


ſcribed every two hours.

She was more ſenſible ; the cuticle began to 
peel off; but her feet were cedematous, The 
mixture was repeated.

In two days more the ulcerations diſap- 
peared; but having an encreaſe of fever at 
night, the bark was continued regularly to 
the 15th day of the diſeaſe, The cuticle 
kept peeling off till the 2oth day. On the 
24th ſhe was able to go abroad, and was 
ſoon reſtored to perfect health. 


A brother of this patient, who laid in 
the ſame bed, had the Scarlet Fever and 
Sore-Throat ſix days before ; but the diſeaſe 
was of a much milder nature ; and he was 
able to go about by the 3th day from _ 
attack,

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Her ſiſter, ſeven years of age, who was 


_ Teized the day after, had a plentiful ſcarlet 


eruption; and ſome ſpecks on the tonſils, 


which ſoon diſappeared, and ſhe recovered 
on the 7th day of the diſeaſe. 


From theſe three caſes it would appear, 
that ſome diverſity in conſtitution renders 
the diſeaſe mild or malignant; for there can 
be no doubt that the ſource of contagion 
was the ſame in all theſe patients. Many 
other inſtances of this nature might be ad-

Hannah Robertſon, in the Long-ſtairt, 
aged fourteen months, was admitted to the 
Diſpenſary on the 6th day of the diſeaſe. 
I was told ſhe had been ſeized with vomit- 
ing, and that on the 3d day her whole ſkin 
was of a ſcarlet colour. The effloreſcence 
was now very dull, and her trunk and 
thighs were variegated with purple ſpots. 
Her pulſe was feeble, and beat 120 pulſa- 
tions in a minute; ſhe breathed with diffi- 
culty ; 
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culty; but her throat appeared to be little 
affected. She had paſſed four green ſtools 
daily ſince the commencement of the diſ- 
eaſe, and was now very comatoſe. A vomit 
with ipecacuanha was preſcribed, and a 
ſpoonful of the infuſion of bark ſweetened 
with extract of liquorice every hour. 


7th day. The purple ſpots were more nu- 
merous; ſhe could take little or no medicine. 
She was ordered to be ſupported with wine 
whey, and a drachm of the bark was di- 
rected to be given in a little mutton broth, 
in the form of clyſter, every two hours, 
during the day. 


On the 8th day ſhe was eaſier, and could 
{ſwallow ſome of the infuſion, On the gth 
the purple ſpots looked better ; but her 
right eye was a little ſwollen, ſhe conghed 
much, wheezed in her breathing, and was 
very feveriſh. An emetic was preſcribed, 
which operated once. The infuſion, and 
bark clyſters were continued.

HI. CAs Es OF THE DROPSICAL SWELLINGS 
CONSEQUENT ON THE SCARLET FEVER. 


CASE I 


MARY MALCOLM, in the Caſtle-garth, 
aged three years, living in the ſame houſe 
with a child who died of the Scarlet Fever 
and Ulcerated Sore-Throat, was ſeized on 
the 22d of June with the uſual ſymptoms 


of this diſtemper. 


On the ad day of the diſeaſe ſhe was ad- 
Mitted to the Diſpenſary. The tonſils and 
velum pendulum were inflamed, and the max- 


illary glands enlarged. On the 3d day, the 
ſcarlet

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ſcarlet raſh appeared; her fever increaſed, 
and ſloughs were obſerved on the tonfils. 
On the 5th, the effloreſcence turned brown, 
and her face was covered with mealy ſcales. 
On the 6th, ſome ſloughs were obſerved on 
the pharynx. The fever continued with little 
abatement till the 14th day of the diſeaſe, 
and the maxillary glands remained enlarged. 
From the time I viſited her, ſhe was treated 
in the way already recommended. 


17th day. The cuticle began to peel off 
the breaſt, ſides, and thighs, in thick ſcales. 


One of the glands of the neck was much 
ſwelled, and ſeemed to advance ſlowly to 
ſuppuration. Poultices were applied, and, 
as ſhe had a febrile exacerbation every night, 
the bark was continued. 


Little alteration happened till the 23d 
day. The ſwelling of the neck had diſap- 
peared, but ſhe had a tumor under the 
other ear, which ſhewed no tendency to 
ſuppurate. Six grains of the mercurial 
powder were directed at bed- time, and an 
ounce of the infuſum ſennæ next morning. 


After 
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After this the ſwelling of the neck in- 
creaſed. She continued feeble, coughed 
much, and, notwithſtanding the uſe of the 
bark, became daily more and more ema- 
ciated. On the 18th of July ſhe was di- 
rected to the country, for the benefit of the 
air, and a milk diet. 


On the 2d of Auguſt; being the 42d day 
from the commencement of the diſeaſe, ſhe 
returned: the glandular ſwelling of the neck 
had almoſt diſappeared; but I was told ſhe 
had been ſwollen all over the body for ten 
days paſt. Her face, hands, legs, abdomen, 
and pudendum were now prodigiouſly infla- 
ted, and the integuments every where bore 
the impreſſion of the fingers. Her urine was 
in ſmall quantity, reſembled the waſhings of 
fleſh, and depoſited a black ſediment. The 
mercurial powder * was preſcribed at bed- 
time; and a purging mixture, f to be taken 
by ſpoonfuls in the morning, till it operated.

By theſe means, aſſiduouſly purſued, ſhe 
voided her urine in great quantities; and 
by the 53d day of the diſeaſe every drop- 
ſical ſymptom was removed, and ſhe ſoon 
recovered a confirmed ſtate of health. 


CASE II. 


Jane Haſtings, aged four years, living in 
the houſe with the former patient, was re- 
ceived upon the Diſpenſary on the 29th of 
June. I was informed that ſhe had been 
ſeized with the ſcarlet fever twelve days be- 
fore, but in a ſlight manner, Her appetite, 
however did not return, and ſhe remained 
weak and languid. 


12th day. For five days paſt ſhe had been 
confined to her bed; and had been Bok, vo- 
mited 
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mited frequently, and made little urine. 
The parotid and maxillary glands were ſtiff, 
and ſwollen ; her face was pale, and ſo much 
inflated that ſhe could not open her eye-lids; 
and her whole body was leucophlegmatic. 
Her ſkin was hot, her pulſe quick, and re- 
ſpiration frequent and laborious. A ſpoon- 
ful of the julep. emetic. with fp. nitri dulc. 
was preſcribed every two hours. 


13th day. She vomited much bile with 
the julep. It was ordered to be continued 
in ſmaller doſes. 


14th day. She ſwet much in the night ; 
voided her urine in good quantities; and 


the ſwelling ſubſided. Belly bound. A gentle 
purge was preſcribed. 


15th day. She had a ſevere paroxyſm laſt 
night, and was delirious for ſome time. 
Two table ſpoonfuls of the infuſion of the 
bark, with /. nitri dulc. were preſcribed 
every two hours. 


17th day. The dropſical ſwelling diſap- 
peared; but the feveriſh paroxyſm returned 


at night, and ſhe had a troubleſome cough.

She had ſeveral watery ſtools 
for two days paſt, her fever was moderate, 
and the ſwelling of the face had diſappeared. 


24th day. The purging ſtil] continuing, 
a doſe of rhubarb was preſcribed. 


On the 26th day ſhe was again ſeized 
with a very troubleſome cough, for which 
the was ordered the ſpermaceti mixture with 
elixir. paregoric. But being likely to become 
hectic, ſhe was adviſed to the country. 
Having regained a tolerable ſtate of health, 
ſhe returned her letter at the Diſpenſary on 
the 25th of July. | 


Soon after this ſhe became aſthmatic, the 
cough returned, and ſhe was troubled with 
ſtrong palpitations of the heart. Theſe 
ſymptoms encreaſing, application was again 

made 
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made to the Diſpenſary. I viſited her on 
the 12th of February 1779. Her reſpira- 
tion was quick and laborious; her pulſe 


ſmall and oppreſſed ; her countenance pale 


and lencophlegmatie, and her ancles cedema- 
tons. She made little urine, and the palpi- 
tation of her heart was ſo ſtrong that it 
moved her cloaths. Theſe ſymptoms all 
encreaſed at night, and were fo threatening, 
that for ſome time paſt her death had been 
expected. Judging her complaints, in a 
great meaſure, to depend upon a dropſical 
ſtate of the cellular ſubſtance of the lungs, 
a bliſter was applied betwixt the ſhoulders, 
and one of the following pills was pre- 
ſcribed eyery night and morning *, 


February 16th. She had four watery 
ſtools daily with the pills. The palpitation 

of the heart was not ſo ſtrong ; and ſhe 
breathed with freedom. The bliſter was 
ordered to be kept open, and the pills were 
continued.

24th day, He made much urine ſince he

creaſe. As the parts where the bliſter had 
been applied had a bad aſpect, the bark, 
joined with /p. nitri dulc. and cordials, was 
preſcribed. —— For the three following 
days her reſpiration was eaſier; the bliſter 
continued to diſcharge much ſerum, and 
ſhe took her medicine better than could have 
been expected, 


On the 3gth, the vomiting recurred ; her 
reſpiration became rattling ; and many pur- 
ple ſpots appeared on her body, which was 

uni- 
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univerſally cedematous and bloated. On the 
following morning ſhe was relieved from 
her ſufferings; and immediately after death, 
the whole back, neck, and 5 turned 
of a deep violet colour. 


After the above detail of the ſymptoms 
of putrefaction, which took place in her 
habit in general, it is almoſt unneceſſary to 
mention, that the ſore, occaſioned by the 
bliſter, became gangrenous the day before 
death, notwithſtanding the humane atten- 
tion of Mr Anderſon, Surgeon to the Diſ- 
penſary, who gave her every aſſiſtance that 
his art could afford. | 


CASE IV. 


Thomas Wood, aged four years, who 
lived in a lane by the Quay, was admitted 
to the Diſpenſary on the 24th of Auguſt. 
He had laboured under the Scarlet Fever 
and Sore-Throat for eight days. The tonſils 
were ſtill inflamed and ulcerated, and the 
whole neck was cedematous. His pulſe was 
feeble, and very frequent; his eye-lids were 
ſwelled; and the cuticle kept peeling off in

The 
following purgative* was ordered, at ſepa- 
rate doſes, in the morning. 


On the 11th day, the anaſarcous ſwel- 
lings ſtill continuing, the purge was re- 
peated, which vomited him ſeveral times. 
His ſtrength ſeemed to be upon the decline, 
notwithſtanding the uſe of the bark; and 
the ſwellings rather increaſed, and he made 
little urine.

Sarah Wilſon, in Sandgate, aged eight 
years, was admitted to the Diſpenſary on 
the 3oth of September. She had been

Throat three weeks before. After the efflo- 
reſcence diſappeared, ſhe continued peeviſn, 
and weak; diſcharged thin matter from 
her ears, and at laſt became leucophlegma- 
tic, When I ſaw her ſhe was alſo deaf, and 
had ſwellings under each ear, which I was 
told, had diminiſhed in ſize fince the diſ- 
charge took place. She was feeble; became 
feveriſh at nights, and the runnings from 
her ears were purulent. A purge was di- 
rected, and the bark to be taken, in ſub- 
ſtance, on the intermediate days. 


On the 8th of October the dropfical 
ſymptoms were removed; and on the fol- 
lowing day the ſwellings under the ears 
were ſcarce perceptible ; but ſhe was till 
deaf, and the purulent diſcharge continued; 
milk and water was ordered to be fre- 
quently injected into the auditory paſſages, 
and the cortex continued, 


On the 26th of October, one of the au- 
ditory bones of the right ear came away; 
and on the morning her mother brought it 
to the Diſpenſary, where it was examined

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in che preſence of Mr Anderſon, ſurgeon, 
and Mr Stuart, apothecary to the inſtitu- 


tion. 


On the gth of November, the purulent 


diſcharge from the ears had almoſt ceaſed ; 
and I was pleaſed to find that ſhe had not 


entirely loſt her hearing. 


On the 16th of November, much puru- 
lent matter being ſtill diſcharged from the 
right ear, an injection with ag, calcis and 
tinct. myrrbæ was preſcribed; and the cortex 
was continued thrice a day. 


Her health being reſtored, and having no 
complaints unleſs the diſcharge from the 


ear, I thought it unneceſſary to continue 
my viſits; ſhe was therefore diſmiſſed. 


I called upon my little patient in the end 
of February following: the right ear ſtill 
diſcharged purulent matter; but ſhe heard 
pretty diſtinctly, and returned proper an- 
ſwers, even when placed at a diſtance, and 
when the left ear was filled with cotton. 
Other patients however were nat ſo fortu-

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town remain quite deaf, from ſimilar affec- 
tions, the conſequence of the Scarlet Fever. 


From this caſe, it may be concluded, that 
the membrana tympani is not abſolutely eſ- 
ſential to hearing; and that ſound may be 
communicated externally to the auditory 
nerve, when this membrane is deſtroyed.

AN AccouNr OF THE Success OF THE 
PRACTICE WHICH HAS BEEN RECOM=- 
MEN DED IN THE SCARLET FEVER, &c. 


AVING illuſtrated the method of cure 
which has been propoſed, by the nar- 
ration of particular hiſtories, I ſhall now 
proceed to give a faithful account of the 
event of the diſeaſe of each patient whom 
I attended, labouring under the Scarlet Fever 
and Ulcerated Sore-Throat. 


Of thirty-/ix* patients whom I attended 
in private practice, th:rty-two were reſtored 
to 


I attended, in autumn 1779, fix patients, in private 
practice, labouring under the Scarlet Fever and Sore- 
Throat, whoſe caſes terminated ſucceſsfully; but they are 
not included in the above number. 
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to health, and four died: And of nmety-frve 
who came under my care at the Diſpenſary, 
eig bey - one returned thanks for their cure; 
one was diſcharged for irregularity ; and in 
thirteen the diſeaſe terminated fatally. 


It has been remarked, that the aſſiſtance 
of a phyſician was ſeldom aſked, unleſs 
the diſeaſe aſſumed a dangerous appearance; 
and from the caſes which have been related, 
it will appear, that a great proportion of 
thoſe recovered, who were in this ſituation. 


But many applied when the diſeaſe had 
been neglected, the ſtrength exhauſted, and 
when few reſources could be found from 
medicine. Some, however, who could be 
brought to follow directions, recovered con- 
trary to expectation; but in moſt inſtances 
of this kind, the patients were incapable of 
taking medicine, and it was my lot to be 
the unfortunate ſpectator of irremediable 
diſtreſs. It will not be improper to give 
a ſhort account of ſuch caſes, as they will 
tend further to explain the malignant na- 
ture of the epidemic, and afford the medical 
reader an opportunity of judging of the 
| merits 
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merits of the plan of treatment which has 
been recommended. 


* I. A girl, aged nine years, caught the 
contagion from her brother, whoſe caſe 
has been related, No. V. p. 297. She was 
ſeized with ſhivering, pain in the throat, 
ſucceeded by ſickneſs, vomiting, and deli- 
rium. On the following morning her pulſe 
beat 130 pulſations in a minute; the tonſils 
were inflamed and covered with ſloughs; 
the maxillary glands were enlarged, and ſhe 
was inſenſible. A vomit was preſcribed, a 
gargle was ordered to be injected frequent- 
ly, and immediate recourſe was had to the 
bark; but ſhe could never be prevailed upon 
to take the laſt medicine, in any form, in 
ſufficient doſes. On the 4th day, ſhe was 
comatoſe, and had a diarrhoea. On the 5th 
day, her eyes loſt their luſtre; the ulcera- 
tion of the throat had a bad aſpect; the 
purging diſappeared, but her reſpiration 
was very frequent and rattling, and ſhe was 
alternately comatoſe and delirious. On 
the 6th day, her neck was cedematous 
her countenance bloated ; the maxillary 
glands very much ſwollen; her pulſe ſmall, 

and 
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and feeble; and her breath fetid. Her voice 
was hoarſe, and thin acrid matter was diſ- 
charged from her noſe. On the 7th day, 
her countenance looked greaſy; the glands 
were more ſwollen, and reſpiration very 
threatening. Next day, her mouth and 
throat became black; her eyes were ſwol- 
len; her hands and feet remarkably tinged, 
and her body was interſperſed with livid 
ſtreaks. She died on the evening of the gth, 
and ſoon after death the corpſe became . 


* I. A young man, aged abour Cas: 
was ſeized in the morning 'with giddineſt, 
head- ach, vomiting and pain of his throat, 
and inſtantly became delirious. At night 
his whole ſkin was covered with the ſcar- 
let raſh, On the morning of the ad day 
his apothecary preſcribed a laxative. He 
paſſed his ſtools and urine involuntarily 
through the day, and lay in a comatoſe 
ſtate. At night his reſpiration became rat- 
tling; his relations were alarmed, and I was 
ſent for. He lay ſpeechleſs; and his pulſe 
was ſo obſcure, that it could not be reck- 
oned. His face was clammy and bloated, 
and his extremities cold. The raſh was 

livid, 
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livid, he breathed as if he had been ſtrang- 
ling, and could not ſwallow. Some warm 
wine was injected into his throat with a 
ſyringe, part of which he got over with 
much gulping. He was ſupported in this 
manner during the night, and died on the 
morning following. 


* III. A boy about four years old, was 
ſeized in the morning with fickneſs, vo- 
miting and diarrhoca, and complained of 
ſoreneſs in his throat. In the evening his 
ſkin was covered with the ſcarlet efflore- 
ſcence. On the morning of the 4th day I 
firſt viſited him with Mr Leighton, The 
purging ſtill continued, and was very offen- 
five. The parotids, the maxillary glands, 
and the whole neck were much ſwollen, 
The tonſils were covered with foul aſh- 
coloured ſloughs, and almoſt touched each 
other, however he {ſwallowed with tolerable 
eaſe, He had alſo a running of ſharp 
matter from the noſe which excoriated the 
upper lip. His voice became hoarſe, and 
every ſymptom increaſed in malignity, not- 
withſtanding the uſe of the bark, which 
was exhibited liberally ; and which he took 

y 4 with 
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-with great perſeverance, He died on the 
morning of the gth day. 


IV. John Leech, in the Ca/le-garth, aged 
two years, was admitted to the Diſpenſary 
on the 10th of June, being the 6th day of 
the diſeaſe. He laboured under ſymptoms 
of dentition, and two of the molares began to 
protrude. He was covered with the ſcarlet 
taſh, the tonſils were much ſwelled, and a 
little ulcerated. After the exhibition of an 
emetic, a gargle and the infuſion of bark 
were ordered. On the 1oth day, the affec- 
tion of the throat was almoſt removed; but 
the maxillary glands ſwelled more, and 
though the fever was moderate, he did not 
ſeem to recover. On the 13th day his 
tongue and fauces became black, the angles 
of the hps ulcerated, his countenance was 
pale and puffed up, and purulent bloody 
matter iſſued from the throat, when his 
tongue was preſſed. His reſpiration became 
rattling, he coughed much, and died on the 
15th.day of the diſeaſe. 


V. Elizabeth Watſon, in the Caftte-garth, 
aged ſeven years, was admitted to the Diſ- 
penſary 
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penſary on the 25th of September, being 
the 3d day of the diſeaſe. She had a plen- 
tiful raſh, vomited much bile, the tonſils 
were deeply ulcerated, and ſhe was delirious, 
After the operation of an emetic, the bark 
was preſcribed, but ſhe could not be pre- 
vailed upon to take it in any form. On the 
th day, the ulcerations became livid ; the 

raſh was interſperſed with purple Qreaks, 
and ſhe expired in the evening. 


VI. Jane Robſon, in Sandgate, aged fifteen. 
months, was admitted to the Diſpenſary on 
the 3d of October, being the 9th day of the 
diſeaſe. Her throat was much ulcerated, 
and part of what ſhe drank returned by 
the noſe. She was very feveriſh, much ex- 
hauſted, hoarſe, wheezed in her breathing, 
and coughed almoſt inceſfantly. She had a 
large ſwelling below the right ear, and 
purged frequently. On the 13th day, pu- 
rulent matter was diſcharged from the 
right ear, and the ſwelling ſubſided. The 
catarrhal ſymptoms increaſed; ſhe refuſed 


every kind of aliment, and died on the 19th 
day of the diſeaſe.

VII. Mary Williamſon, in Sandgate, aged 
eight years, was admitted to the Diſpenſary 
on the 5th of October, being the 6th day 
of the diſeaſe, The effloreſcence was till 
full; her hands were red and tumefied, and 


her countenance bloated. The parotid and 


maxillary glands were ſwollen, and her 
whole neck was cedematous, Her throat 
was much tumefied, and of a livid colour, 
Her pulſe was feeble, and ſunk; ſhe was 
delirious, and troubled with great inquie- 
tude; her ſtools were intolerably offenſive, 
and ſhe voided them without giving notice. 
She refuſed both wine and medicine, and 
died on the following morning. | 


VIII. Alexander Dryburgh, in Sandgate, 
aged two years, was admitted to the Diſ- 


penſary on the 24th of October, and on the 


7th day of the diſeaſe. The velum pendu- 
lum and tonfils were much ſwelled, and 
{ome ulcerations were obſerved on the uvula, 
His face was cedematous, the maxillary 
glands hard, and much enlarged, and his 
pulſe was very quick and feeble, No raſh. 


On the gth day, the whole throat was co- 


vered

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vered with aphthous ulcers. His face was 
ſo much ſwelled, that he could not open 
his eyes; his pulſe was ſcarcely perceptible, 
and he died in the evening. Next morning 
his back and extremities were livid, 


IX. Jane Taws, in Sandgate, aged two 
years, was admitted to the Diſpenſary on 
the 24th of November, being the 14th day 
of the diſeaſe. In the beginning ſhe had a 
plentiful raſh, which continued for four 
days. She was now reduced to a mere 
ſkeleton. The velum pendulum palati was 
perforated by ulcers in two places; ſhe was 
hoarſe, coughed inceſlantly, rattled in her 
breathing, and died on the morning of the 
16th day. * 


X. Thomas Gilchriſt, in Gallowgate, aged 
three years, was admitted to the Diſpenſary 
on the 27th of February, 1779, being the 
Sth day of the diſeaſe. He had a purging 
from the beginning. The maxillary glands 
were much ſwelled, and the uuvula and the 
angles of his lips ulcerated. His face was pale 
and puffy, and thin acrid matter was diſ- 


charged from his eyes, ears and noſe. He was 
2 3 hoarſe; 
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hoarſe ; every attempt to ſwallow brought 


on coughing, and part of what he drank 
returned by the noſe. On the 9th, his eye- 
lids were much ſwollen” and livid, and the 
tunica albuginea blood-ſhot. Circular purple 
ſpots, of the ſize of a ſhilling, were obſerved 
upon his elbows, and his ſkin was covered 


with livid ſtreaks. His breathing was la- 


borious and rattling, and he died in the 


evening. Next morning, when I examined 


his body, his arms, to the finger ends, were 
tinged of a purple colour, which diſappeared 
on preſſure; and the corpſe was very livid 
about the neck and on the back. 


XI. John Hewit, in the Cafle-garth, aged 
three years, was admitted to the Diſpenſary 
on the 8th of Auguſt, being the 14th day of 
the diſeaſe, He was exceedingly feeble; his 
face and legs were anaſarcous, and he was 
very feveriſh and delirious in the night. To 
theſe ſymptoms were added ſickneſs and vo- 
miting. On the 19th day, he fell into con- 
vulſions; his breathing became laborious 
and rattling, and he expired in the after- 


noon, 
XII. 
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XII. Peggy Foſter, aged two years, three 
weeks after the commencement of the Scarlet 
Fever, became anaſarcous. But as ſhe was 
able to go abroad, theſe complaints were 
not much regarded by her parents. She 
was admitted to the Diſpenſary on the 21ſt 
of Auguſt, For two days before I viſited her, 
ſhe had been confined to her bed, and was 
exceedingly feveriſh and aſthmatic, She now 
laboured under the moſt violent orthopnoea, 
her whole body was leucophlegmatic, and 
ſhe made little or no urine. A bliſter was 
applied betwixt the ſhoulders, and a diu- 
retic mixture with ſquills was preſcribed. 
The difficulty of breathing however in- 
creaſed, and ſhe died eleven hours after her 
admiſſion to the Diſpenſary. | 


XIII. Thomas Slater, in the Caftle-garth, 
aged two years, was admitted on the 22d 
of September, being the 1oth day of the 
diſeaſe. He was very feveriſh and exceed- 
ingly debilitated. His face and legs were 
ſwelled, the maxillary glands enlarged, he 
breathed with great difficulty, and coughed 


much. Theſe complaints were relieved by 
24 a vomit,

a vomit, and an expectorating mixture, with 


diuretics, On the 17th day the difficulty of 
breathing returned, he refuſed every medi- 


cine, his face became exceedingly œdema- 


tous, and he died on the 19th. 


The four remaining caſes which termi- 
nated unfortunately, have already been re- 
lated in the former ſection, under No. III. 
p. 2915 VI. p. 300; IX. p. 306; and III. p. 
323. | 


CONCLUSION. 


AVING given a full account of the 

Scarlet Fever and Sore-Throat, both 
as it came under my obſervation, and as it 
has been deſcribed by ſome of the moſt 
approved authors; having illuſtrated the 
method of cure which was found moſt 
ſucceſsful, by a great variety of caſes, and 
having related the event of the diſeaſe, in 


each patient, I ſhall conclude with the fol- 


lowing inferences. 


; 


I. The Scarlet Fever is a contagious diſ- 
eaſe, and almoſt always attended with a 
1 Sore- 
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Sore-Throat, which is ſometimes eryſipela- 
tous, ſometime ulcerated, and ſometimes of 
a putrid and gangrenous nature. On the 
1ſt, 2d, 3d, or 4th day, a red eruption 
appears upon the ſkin, and after continuing 
for three, four or more days, goes off in 
branny or thick broad ſcales; and after the 
ceſſation of fever, the diſeaſe frequently 
terminates in dropſy *. 


II. The Scarlet Fever may appear at any 
time of the year; but moſt commonly be- 


gins in the ſummer or autumn, and gene-

rally continues throughout the winter. 


III. Altho' great diverſity obtains in the 
Scarlet Fever, yet the moſt important diſtinc- 
tions 


The character given of the Scarlet Fever, in our 
noſological ſyſtems, conveys no idea of the diſeaſe, except 
the mild ſpecies obſerved by Sydenham. But De Haen, 
has defined it very properly in the following words,

; veſſels is ſtrong, the ſame remedies as above 
are indiſpenſably requiſite ; and as ſoon as 
the action of the veſlels is abated, the chief 
dependance ought to be placed in the bark.

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VII. When the Scarlet Fever is attended 7 
with gangrenous ulcers in the throat, and a 
diſpoſition to putrefaction in the ſyſtem, 
the bark ought to be preſcribed in large 
doſes, and an antiſeptic cordial regimen 
purſued from the beginning. 


VIII. Though the above general rules, 1

SINCE the preceding pages were prepared 
for the preſs, I have with much pleaſure 
peruſed An Account of the Scarlet Fever and 
Sore-Throat by Dr Withering, and a chapter 
on the ſame ſubject by Dr Cullen, in his 
Firſt Lines of the Practice of Phyſic. 
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A ſhort compariſon of the Scarlet Fever, 
as obſerved by theſe authors, with our epi- 
demic, may not be improper; as it will 
ſhew the great variety which obtained in 
this diſeaſe, in different ſituations of this 
ifland, and nearly at the ſame period of * 


The Scarlet Fever firſt appeared at Bir- 
ming ham about the middle of May, 1778; 


and prevailed to the end of November fol- 


lowing. From the deſcription with which 
we are favoured*, it ſeems to have had a 
greater analogy to the Scarlet Fever of 
Plenciz ꝶ than to our epidemic. The ſkin 
was ſmooth, without pimples or puſtles, 
and was ſo intenſely red on the 3d day, 
that the face, body, and limbs of the pa- 
tient reſembled a boiled lobſter in colour, 
and were evidently ſwollen, The eyes alſo 
partook more or leſs of the general red- 
neſs. The velum pendulum palati, the u- 
wvula, the tonſils and gullet were red and 
tumefied. No real ulcerat ions were obſerved 
on theſe parts; but ſometimes collections

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of thick mucus were perceivable, eſpecially 
on the back of the eſophagus, greatly reſem- 
bling the ſloughs in the Putrid Sore- Throat; 
but theſe were eaſily waſhed away by any 
common gargle. During the whole courſe 
of the fever, the pulſe was quick, ſmall, 
and uncommonly feeble ; the urine in ſmall 
quantity, but ſcarcely differing in appear- 
ance from that of a perſon in health. The 
ſubmaxillary glands were enlarged, and ra- 
ther painful when preſſed with the fingers. 
And after the ceſſation of fever, abſceſſes 
were not uncommon, on one or both fides 
of the neck, under the ears. 


In October, when the air became colder, 
the ſcarlet colour was leſs frequent. Many 
patients had no appearance of it at all; 
whilſt others, eſpecially adults, had a few 
minute red pimples, crowned with white 
pellucid heads“; but theſe appeared only in

During the prevalence of the Scarlet Fever and Ulcera- 
ted Sore-Throat at Newcaſtle in 1778, no ſuch ſymptom as 
the above was obſerved, But in the winter of the followin 
year, I attended a patient in the neighbourhood, who 
received the infection from his children; and in whom the 
ſcarlet eruption was of a very high colour, and the pim- 
ples crowned with white heads, As his caſe varied very 
| much 
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parts where the ſkin is moſt tender. The 


affection of the throat, in ſome patients, 
ſeemed to extend down the gullet to the 
ſtomach ; 


much from thoſe which have been related i in the 3 ſec· 
tion, I ſhall introduce it in this place. 

Mr J. aged thirty-five, after being indiſpoſed for 
ſome days, on the evening of the 4th of December, 1779, 
was ſeized with laſſitude and chilneſs, ſucceeded by violent 
bead - ach, pain in his throat, intenſe thirſt, and a burning 
heat all over his body, He went to bed, drank plentifully 
of warm diluents, and fell into a profuſe ſweat, which re- 
lieved the head-ach and ſore- throat. In the morning he 
obſerved an eruption on his arms and breaſt, and through 
the day had 15 looſe ſtools. At bed-time he took an opi- 
ate, by the advice of Mr Leighton, which checked the 
purging: in the night the febrile complaints ran high; his 
ſkin was intenſely hot, and itched much; and his ideas 
were confuſed. 


On the morning of the 3d, he had a ; remilſ ion, as uſual; 
bat through the day had an uncommon wearineſs, and was 


chilly, notwithſtanding he complained of a burning heat 
in his ſkin. In the evening he took an emetic; but had a 


reſtleſs night ſrom the intolerable heat and itching over all 
his body, | 

On the th of December, being the 4th day of his diſ- 
eaſe, I viſited him with Mr Leighton. He was lying in 
bed with his cloaths on, and his pulſe beat 112, pretty 
firm; he ſighed much, and complained of oppreſſion about 
the breaſt, When he got up, and attempted to walk, he 
became inſtantly ſick and faint, and his pulſe very feeble, 


His face and arms appeared puffed ; the raſh was univerſal 


over his body, and upon his arms and breaſt ran into 
blotches, which conſiſted of red pimples; but here and 
there it was of a dull colour. His ſkin was very hot ; his 


tongue clean and moiſt ; his throat of à natural appear» 
ance, 
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ſtomach; in others it ſpread itſelf down 
the windpipe to the lungs, occaſioning 
cough and peripneumonic ſymptoms; and 
in 


ance, and not the leaſt ſwollen : he was thirſty, very anxi- 
ous, and dreaded the return of the night. Two table 
{poonfuls of the following were ordered every three hours: 
R. Julep. Salin. unc. vii. Tart. Emet. gr. i. Conf. Cardiac. 
drach, i, M, In the beginning of the night, the heat and 
itching of the ſkin were more intolerable than ever, and 
his ideas very much confuſed, The julep purged him 
very ſeverely, which he ſaid removed the itching, and to- 
wards the morning he fell into a refreſhing ſleep. 

On the 5th day, I was informed that the effloreſcence 
over all his body was of a full ſcarlet colour; and that he 
had continued a ſpoonful of the julep, . which now did not 
purge him: an opiate was ordered at bed-time ; but he 
had no ſleep; the heat, itching, and pricking pains of the 
ſkin were very diſtreſſing ; his ideas were more confuſed, 
and at times he ſpoke incoherently. 


On the 6th day I viſited him. The effloreſcence was now 
very plentiful; in ſome places of a full ſcarlet colour; in 
others of a dull crimſon hue; in ſome parts puſtular, and in 
others ſmooth. The ſkin of his whole body was evidently 
ſwollen, particularly his arms, thighs, and legs, which were 
very painful when preſſed with the fingers. The ſcarlet 
pimples on every part of his body, except the face, were 
crowned with white heads, which contained a ii Auid. 
His pulſe beat 120, his tongue was clean, the colour of 
his eyes, the noſtrils, and /auces natural. He had made 
little urine from the beginning of his complaints, and con- 
tinued feeble and much diſpirited. Two ounces of the de. 
coction of the bark, with ſal. diuret. and /þ. nitri dulc, 
were preſcribed every two hours. 

Theſe medicines he continued regularly till the 16th day 
of the diſeaſe, which promoted a flow of urine, and im- 
proved his appetite,

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in others its progreſs along the Euſtachian 


tube was indicated by ſharp pains in the 
car, 


Theſe were the moſt uſual ſymptoms 
which attended this epidemic ; but for a 
more particular deſcription, I muſt refer 
the reader to the work itſelf, which con- 
tains much uſeful information. 


The diſtemper frequently aſſumed a more 
fatal form : In children, the delirium com- 
menced a few hours after the ſeizure; the 
ſcarlet calour appeared on the 1ſt or 2d day, 


and they died early on the 3d, In adults, the 


rapidity 


On the 7th day, the efloreſcence became brown, and 
ſcaled off on the ſuperior parts of his body. A deſire for 
food returned; he flept well at nights, but a hoarſeneſs 
came on every afternoon till the 12th day of the diſeaſe, 
which diſappeared in the morning. 

After this he was able to go abroad; the deſquamation 


over his body was not completed till about the 6th day of. 


January, 1780: And I was informed by a letter, dated on 
the 11th of the ſame month, that he was in perfect health, 
and that the cuticle was ſtill peeling off from his feet. 

Four of his children, who were recovering when I vi- 
ſited him, in the beginning had great inflammation of the 
tonſils, and much ſwelling of the maxillary glands. His 
brother had the diſeaſe, attended with as high a coloured 
eMoreſcence, and many red pimples with white heads : 
in him the diſeaſe was equally violent, but without a Sore- 
Throat; and he alſo recovered.

rapidity of the fever and delirium was ſuch, 
that they died on the 4th or 5th day, eſpeci- 
ally if a purging ſupervened. Some ſurvived 
to the 8th or to the 11th: in all theſe caſes 
the throat was but little affected, and the 
eyes had an uncommon equable, ſhining 
redneſs, reſembling that which is remarked 
in the eye of a ferret. 


The diſeaſe was frequently ſucceeded by 
dropſical ſwellings, of the ana/arcous kind; 
ſometimes by an aſcites, In ſome the dropſy 
affected the brain, producing coma-vigil, 
delirium, and blindneſs. In others it fell 
upon the lungs, and produced every {ymp- 
tom of the true hydrops pectoris. d 


* The ingenious author conſidered the diſ- 
eaſe to be of an inflammatory nature. He 
however found bleeding to be of no ſervice, 
and purgatives pernicious, Sweating was 
attended with no advantage, and the bark | 
and cordials did harm, He therefore placed 
his chief confidence in repeated yomits of 
ipecacuanha combined with tartar emetic, 
and in diuretics, eſpecially the Seneka root, 
and diluted ſolutions of the fixed alcaline

Dr Cullen, in the 2d volume of the Firſt 
Lines of the Practice of Phyſic*, juſt pub- 
liſhed, informs us, that in the courſe of 40 
years, he has ſeen the Scarlet Fever five or 
ſix times prevailing as an epidemic in Scot- 
land, and attended with an Ulcerous Sore- 
Throat, in almoſt all the patients affected. 
* That even in ſome inſtances, the ulcers 
* of the throat were of a putrid gangre- 
* nous kind, and at the ſame time the diſ- 
* eaſe, in all its ſymptoms, reſembled very 
exactly the Cynanche Maligna,” The 
Doctor however is perſuaded that they are 
contagion ſpecifically different; and he has 


formed this opinion from the following 
conſiderations. 


„There is a ſcarlet fever entirely free 
from any affection of the throat, which 
* ſometimes prevails as an epidemic; and, 
© therefore, that there is a ſpecific contagion 

* producing a ſcarlet eruption without any 
determination to the throat. 


« Even the Scarlatina, which, from its 
* matter being * determined to the 


throat, 
© Chub vi. p. 89. 
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* throat, may be properly termed Anginoſa, 
* has, in many caſes of the ſame epidemic, 
* been without any affection of the throat; 
* and, therefore, the contagion may be ſup- 
© poſed to be more eſpecially determined to 
produce the eruption only, 


Though in all the epidemics which 1 
could alledge were thoſe of the Scarlatina 
* Anginoſa, there have been ſome caſes 
* which, in the nature of the ulcers, and 
* 18 other circumſtances, exactly reſembled 
* the caſes of the Cynanche Maligna ; yet, 
** I have as conſtantly obſerved, that theſe 

" Faſes have not been above one or two in 

* a hundred, while the reſt have all of them 
* been with ulcers of a benign kind, and 
* with circumſtances hereafter to be de- 
* ſcribed, ſomewhat different from thoſe 
* of the Cynanche Maligna, 


* On the other hand, as I have two or 
* three times ſeen the Cynanche Maligna 
e epidemically prevailing, ſo, among the 
* perſons affected, I have ſeen inſtances of 
* caſes as mild as the caſes of the Scarlatina 
« Anginoſa commonly are; but here the 

Aaz * pro- 
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5 proportion was reverſed; and theſe mild 
„ caſes were not one fifth of the whole, 
„ while the reſt were of the putrid and ma- 
* lignant kind. 


e It applies to the ſame purpoſe to ob- 
* ſerve, that, of the Cynanche Maligna, 
„ moſt of the inſtances prove fatal, and, of 
e the Scarlatina Anginoſa, a very few of 
< the caſes prove ſo.” 


The opinions of ſo eminent a phyſician, 
I am ſenſible deſerve the greateſt reſpec ; 
but the arguments brought in ſupport of 
them, however ingenious, are, in this in- 
ſtance, far from being concluſive; they have 
therefore produced no alteration in the ſen- 
timents which I delivered, towards the end 
of the ſecond ſection of this eſſay: for by a 
parity of reaſoning, the diſtin ſmall-pox 
might be proved to be a contagion, ſpeci- 
fically different from the confluent; or the 


putrid meaſles * from thoſe which partake 


of an inflammatory nature,

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But the Scarlet Fever and Sore-Throat 
which Dr Cullen has ſo often obſerved epi- 
demic in Scotland, ſeems to have been, in 
general, of a very benign nature, and pro- 
bably in this reſpect differed very little from 


the Scarlet Fever which was prevalent in 
Roxburghſhire “. 


The diſeaſe began with chilneſs, and ſel- 
dom with any degree of anxiety or vomiting. 
Early in the diſtemper ſome uneaſineſs was 
felt in the throat, and deglutition became 
difficult. On looking into the fauces, a redneſs 

and ſwelling appeared, approaching to the 
ſtate of theſe ſymptoms in the Angina Ton- 
filaris ; but in the Scarlet Fever, there was 
always more or leſs ſloughs. On the zd or 
4th day, the ſcarlet eruption appeared on 
the ſkin, in the ſame form as in the Angina 
Maligna, and, after four days, ended in a 
mealy deſquamation. At this time the fever 
commonly ſubſided, and ſome degree of 
ſweat came on. The ſloughs continued for 
ſome days, but falling off, diſcovered the 
; ſwelling abated, and an ulcer formed on

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one or both tonſils; and ſoon after the fever 
had ſubſided, theſe ulcers healed up entirely. 


When the eruption diſappeared, it fre- 
quently happened, that, a few days after, 
the whole body was affected with an a- 
naſarcous ſwelling, which we are told 
ſoon ſubſided, and ſeldom required any 
medicine. 


During the time that the Scarlet Fever 
and Sore- Throat was epidemic, eſpecially 
on its firſt ſetting in, we are informed that 
there were always a few caſes, in which the 
diſeaſe approached very nearly to the nature 
of the angina maligna, and it was only in 
ſuch circumſtances that it was attended 
with any danger,

With reſpect to the cure of the diſtemper, 
when the ſymptoms are nearly the ſame 
with thoſe of the angina maligna, Dr Cullen 
recommends the ſame treatment, which he 
directed in the later diſeaſe. 


In the ordinary ſtate of the Scarlet Fever 
and Sore-Throat, which the Doctor obſerved, 
an 
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an antiphlogiſtic regimen was commonly 
all that was neceſſary, avoiding on the one 
hand the application of cold air, and on the 
other any increaſe of external heat. But 
when the fever was conſiderable, with much 
ſwelling of the tonſils, he recommends 
bleeding, eſpecially in adults. He however 
pats the greateſt dependance in emetics in 
nauſeating doſes, in keeping the belly open, 
and the frequent uſe of detergent gargles.

SINCE the preceding ſheets were printed, 
I have peruſed Doctor Cotton's letter to 
Doctor Mead on a particular kind of Scarlet 
Fever prevalent at St Alban's near Lon- 
don, in the year 1748, which I procured 
with great difficulty. This will be a ſuf- 
ficient apology for what I have advanced 
at page 239; and for this author's accurate 
account not being inſerted in its proper 
place. 


The diſeaſe made its appearance about 
the latter end of September ; at firſt chil- 


Aa z dren 
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dren were only ſeized ; but it afterwards 
attacked adults. In general the firſt ſymp- 
toms were ſickneſs, vomiting and purging. 
A Sore-Throat either attended theſe diſchar- 
ges, or immediately followed. The tonſils, 
parotids, and maxillary glands - haſtily 
ſwelled to a conſiderable degree: and upon 
looking into the mouth, there were fre- 
quently ſeen, eſpecially after the diſeaſe 
was a little advanced, alcuſcula ſcattered up 
and down the fauces, which were pretty 
broad upon and about the tonfils, ſuper- 
| ficial, and covered with a whitiſh ſlough. 
The eyes appeared watery, and the counte- 
nance, particularly the eye-lids were pufted 
up, as in the meaſles. In many the arms, 
hands, and neck were puffed up and like- 
wiſe ſwelled. In ſome alſo a cough accom- 
panied the preceding ſymptoms. 


The ſcarlet effloreſcence, in ſome ap- 
peared immediately on the attack of the 
diſeaſe; not always gradually as in other 
eruptive diſeaſes ; but in ſome it was ſud- 
den, univerſal, and of an intenſe red. In 
ſome there intervened one or more days be- 


tween the firſt ſickening and the ſcarlet 
efflo- 
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effloreſcence; and in ſome it was partial 
and gradual in its advances. The legs and 
thighs: were ſpotted up and down with 
ſpots of various dimenſions, ſome as large, 
or larger than a ſix-pence, while the trunk 
of the body was covered with ſuch an 
infinite number of them, and ſo' cloſely ſet 
together that no interſtices appearing, the 
body was in ſome perſons as red almoſt as 
if it had been dipped in blood, In others 
the ſcarlet efloreſcence was trifling as to 
the degree of colour; and ſo very ſlightly 
was the ſkin tinged, that the diſeaſe was 
known more from the collateral ſymptoms, 
than from the effloreſcence. N 


The ſcarlet effloreſcence not only differed 
as to degree in different perſons, but even 
in the ſame patient; appearing on the face, 
neck and breaſt, even with the ſuperficies 
of the ſkin (eryfpelas-like) at leaſt fo far 
as the eye could diſcover; while in other 
parts, the eruptions were prominent, and 
the cuticle felt rough with all the aſperity 


of fiſh-ſkin, that ſpectacle-caſes are made

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The pulſe in general was very quick and 

ſmall; the thirſt intenſe; and the greater 
part of thoſe who laboured under the diſ- 
eaſe, had a ſenſation of burning heat upon 
the ſkin. But even with all this heat, and 
increaſed celerity of the blood's motion, the 
tongue was commonly moift, and but 
flightly furred. Some underwent extreme 
anxiety 5; ſome were delirious for four or 
more days together. Others were comatoſe, 
and when awaked to drink, immediately 
relapſed again. Several on the contrary 
were fleepleſs whole days and nights ſuc- 
ceſſively without any delirium. Almoſt 
all complained of ſudden loſs of ſtrength, 
and great dejection of ſpirits. 


The cuticle pected off as in other Scarler 
Fevers; and many for a long time com- 
plained, that their bodies were as fore with- 
in, as without. Such a ſenfibility indeed 
they fuffered, as rendered them quite un- 


bappy. 


When the diſeaſe was very violent, it ter- 
minated, in ſome meaſure, on the 4th or 


5th 
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3th day; that is, at that period it had 
arrived to its height and was on the de- 
cline. In few or none did the fever leave 
the patient ſo totally, but it recurred, once, 
twice, or more the evenings following; and 
grew ſo mild at each return, as to be little 
more than barely noticed: at which time 
too, all the glandulous ſwellings commonly 
vaniſhed. In ſome, although the fever evi- 
dently remitted of its ſeverity on the 4th, 
or 5th day, its returns were of more hours 
duration and higher in degree; and a large 
ſhare of inquietude continued, even to the 
Sth or gth day. In one perſon the delirium 
continued after the fever was off, the ſkin 
cool, the pulſe flow and regular, and the 
effloreſcence dying away. In another, when 
the fever was paſt the height, the parotids 
began to ſwell for the firſt time, and con- 
tinued to enlarge for three days ſucceſ- 
ſively; when ſuddenly they ſubſided, in a 
night's time, one half of their increaſed 
magnitude, In two perſons after the ceſla- 
tion of fever, the tumor of the parotids 
continued ; and, a fortnight or three weeks 
afterwards, ſuppurated largely. 


In 
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In ſome the dejection of ſpirits, which 
had accompanied the diſeaſe through all its 
ſtages, {till continued, when the diſtemper 
was over; and the patients dreaded the ap- 
proach of the evening with an unuſual 
kind of horror; and the ſhadows which 
were conſequent upon the lighting of can- 
dles, affected their minds with extravagant 
terrors and perturbations. | 


This judicious author being one of the 
firſt phyſicians in England, who made and 
publiſhed obſervations on the Scarlet Fever 
attended with _ Ulcerated Sore- I hroat*, I 
have introduced the above account with 
particular pleaſure, as it contains ſome 
variety in the ſymptoms of the diſeaſe; 
and becauſe his ſentiments perfectly coin- 
cide with mine, concerning the 1mpropriety 
of altering the name of this diſtemper, 
SS | as 


„ The Ulcerous Sere-Throat, frequent in London in 
1747 and 1748, and ſo well deſcribed by Doctor Fothergill, 
ſeems to have been eſſentially the ſame epidemic. Doctor 
Cotton's letter to Doctor Mead is dated the 12th of Fe- 
bruary 1749; 4s he takes no notice of Doctor Fothergill's 
Treatiſe, and mentions his own ſubject as being novel, we 
may conclude that his own obſervations were completed, 
before the publication of the former. 
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as will appear from the following quota- 
tion, with which I ſhall conclude. 


* From this diverſity of ſymptoms, I 
* have found ſome practitioners inclined to 
ee think, that this diſeaſe could not with 
“ propriety be called a Scarlet Fever. But 
I imagine, that ſuch diſputes are about 
* words only. For although there is a con- 
* fiderable difference between the preſent 
« Scarlet Fever, and that milder one, which 
„ Sydenham deſcribes; yet if an increaſed 
* number of ſymptoms, and a more ex- 
* aſperated degree thereof, would authoriſe 
* a phyſician to alter the name of the diſ- 
© eaſe; I fear, that confuſion would be the 
* conſequence of ſuch a liberty. For the 
* ſame reaſons, the ſmall pox might ſuffer

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TABLES oF THE DISEASES OF THE PA- 
TIENTS ADMITTED TO THE NEw- 
CASTLE DISPENSARY, WITH REMARKS 


ON THE METHOD OF IMPROVING ME- 
DICAL RETURNS. | 


EXT to the relief of the diſtreſſed, the 
grand object of every inſtitution for 
the reception of the fick ought to be the 
improvement of medical knowledge. It is, 
however, to be regretted, that little atten- 
tion has been, hitherto, employed to effec- 
tuate ſo deſirable an end. Even the AN- 


NUAL REPORTSs of Hoſpitals, Infirmaries, MW 


and Diſpenſaries, which, if properly ex- 
ecuted, would convey important informa- 
tion to the faculty, are at preſent ſo de- 
fective, that they anſwer no uſeful purpoſe. 
The diſeaſes, which might be extracted 
from the regiſters of theſe charities with 
little additional trouble, are not mentioned; 
and the mode of the diſcharge of the pa- 
tients, is, in general, ſo exceedingly vague, 
that it is impoſſible to judge of the ſucceſs 
of the practice. 
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Several eminent philoſophers and phyfi- 
cians have pointed ont the great advantages 
which would reſult to medicine, from the 
general eſtabliſhment of accurate bills of 
mortality. Theſe, indeed, anſwer many 
important purpoſes, both political and me- 
dical; and the public has been much in- 
debted to Drs Price, Percival, Haygarth, and 
others*, for improvements in theſe regiſters, 
which it is to be hoped will be adopted, 


and, in time, carried into execution in every 


town and pariſh in the kingdom. 


But, in a medical view, I cannot help be- 
ing of opinion, that accurate and ſatisfac- 
tory RETURNS OF THE SICK admitted to 
the benefits of the various eſtabliſhments in 
the kingdom, but more eſpecially to Diſ- 
penſaries, would be productive of greater 
advantages. If properly executed, in a ta- 
bular method, they would, at one view, 
thew the riſe and declenſion of epidemics; 
the comparative degrees of mortality ccca- 
ſioned by different diſeaſes; the difference 

of

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of ſeaſons with reſpec to healthfulneſs ; the 
ſtages of life at which mankind are moſt ſub- 
ject to particular diſtempers ; and other cir- 
cumſtances of equal importance. And if, after 
a few years, theſe returns were colleQed into 
a volume by the phyſicians of each reſpective 
charity, together with a ſhort account of 
the ſtate of the weather, and of the moſt re- 
markable epidemics, and the general me- 
thod of cure which was adopted, nothing 
would have a greater tendency to advance 


the ſcience of medicine. LR 


The improvements which I would propoſe 
in the Returns of the Sick, which may be 
publiſhed along with the annual Reports 
of the reſpective charities, will be better 
underſtood by the ſubſequent tables, than 
by verbal deſcription ; but before J intro- 


o WT 


duce them, it will be neceſlary to premiſe | 


the following particulars. 


1. The diſeaſes, in the following tables, 
are divided into four general claſſes, accord- 
ing to Dr Cullen's Noſology: but in the ar- 
rangement of the genera, I have chiefly fol- 
lowed the method which was adopted by 
the late celebrated Dr Gregory in his Lec- 
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tures, in order, as much as poſſible, to bring 
under each claſs thoſe diſtempers, which 
have the greateſt affinity to each other. 

2. Dentition and Worms, in young ſub- 
jects, produce diſeaſes extremely different : 
ſuch as, irregular fever; vomiting; diarrhoea; 
convulſions, and other ſpaſmodic complaints. 
How proper ſoever, in a ſyſtem of Noſology, 
It may be to refer theſe diſeaſes to their 
genera, yet, as they ſo frequently change 
into each other, and are ſo often compli- 
cated in the ſame patient, to have inſerted 
them in any other manner, than in general 
terms, would have occaſioned many altera- 
tions in the regiſter of the Diſpenſary. 


3. The practice of the Diſpenſary being 
principally limited to Fevers and other diſ- 
tempers which require immediate aſſiſtance, 

and to thoſe which are excluded from the 

benefits of the Infirmary, by its regulations, 
the tables do not ſhew the exa comparative 
proportion of diſeaſes in general, For ex- 
ample, Intermittent Fevers, Conſumptions, 

Rheumatiſm, &c. amongſt the claſs of fe- 

brile diſeaſes, are admitted to the Infirmary, 

either 
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either as out or in- patients, and therefore 
are not received at the Diſpenſary, when 
the ſituation of the patients will allow them 
to make application to the Infirmary. The 
Small- pox too, though it conſtantly rages 
with fatality in the town, bears a ſmall 
proportion, becauſe the lower claſs of 
people never apply for aſſiſtance in this 
diſeaſe, unleſs their children are apparently 
in the utmoſt danger. Many of the ge- 
nera of nervous diſeaſes, cachexies, and 
local diſeaſes, are particularly the proper 
objects of the Infirmary practice; and 
therefore the diſtempers belonging to theſe 
claſſes, which are admitted to the Diſpen- 
ſary, bear a much ſmaller proportion to 
Fevers, than would otherwiſe be the caſe. 


4. The patients, admitted to the benefits 
of the Diſpenſary, are viſited at their own 
houſes, and, in order to prevent any interfe- 
rence with the Infirmary, none are received 
who are able to attend as out-patients. This 
will account for the mode of the diſcharge 
of the patients being more accurately aſcer- 
tained, eſpecially with reſpect to deaths, 
than in any other charity, which has an 
eſtabliſhment for out as well as in-patients.

But it would have been an unintereſting 
and fruitleſs taſk, to have examined the 
regiſters of Burials for a longer period, as 


they neither ſpecify the ages or diſeaſes of 
thoſe who die, 


In a large and populous town like NRW. 
CASTLE, it is aſtoniſhing, that fo material a 
defect in the regiſters ſhould have been ſa 
long overlooked: But as a plan for eſtab- 
liſhing more accurate and comprehenſive 
Bills of Mortality, has been ſubmitted to the 
conſideration of ſome perſons of influence, 


it is to be hoped, that it will be carried 
into execution. 


When the former parts of the work were ſent to the 
preſs, it was my intention to have added a third, contain- 
ing ſele& hiſtories of ſome of the diſeaſes mentioned in the 
tables: but as I have already exceeded my intended li- 
mits, they muſt be referred to ſome other opportunity.
